1955 and died in 2001. 

On 24 May 1949 Moore was serving on H.M.S. Concord stationed in the Yangtze Delta, which was tasked to board a small Shell 
tanker, which had been captured by Nationalist soldiers. The tanker was successfully boarded and the men and women prisoners were 
rescued. The Shell Company subsequently sent a sum of money to the Concord in appreciation of this rescue. At 0345hrs on 31 July H. 
M.S. Concord was ordered up the Yangtze to escort H.M.S. Amethyst back to safety. Amethyst had been severely damaged by 
communist gunfire and had been aground for three months when Captain Kerens decided to escape in the dark. H.M.S. Concord sailed 
up the Yangtze, met the Amethyst and in spite of the danger from enemy artillery and small arms fire successfully escorted the 
Amethyst to safety.

Promoted Private on 15 April 191 7 he was posted to the 4th Bn R.M.L.I and it was with this unit that he took part in the famous raid on 
Zeebrugge where the Royal Navy earned 8 VC's. George Brown was wounded in the raid and his name was put forward in the V.C. 
Ballot, but he was not elected and two other members of the 4th Battalion were selected. In recognition of the gallantry of the 4th Bn. it 
was decided not to use the title again. 

At the end of the war George Brown was posted to the 8 th Battalion in Ireland and was employed guarding "Key Points" where the 
Globe and Laurel Magazine states that the battalion suffered "Severe Casualties". On 28 September 1923 George Brown was suddenly 
posted to the 11th Battalion, which was mobilized in a few days and sailed to Constantinople to prevent a Turkish invasion. He was 
promoted Corporal on 23 February 1925 and awarded his L.S. & G.C. on 29 November 1931 with a gratuity.

The steamship British King (4.717 tons), built 1891, of Liverpool, sprang a leak during a hurricane in the North Atlantic Ocean and 
began to sink on 10 March 1906. In answer to signals of distress the Mannheim bore down, but as the weather was too bad for a boat 
to be launched she stood by all night, and in the morning with the assistance of the Bostonian tried to form a lee so that a rescue might 
be attempted. After much difficulty and in spite of terrific weather, a boat was launched by the Mannheim and was so skilfully handled 
that 11 of the crew of the British King were rescued, but the boat was destroyed. The Bostonian then launched a boat but it was 
smashed alongside and the crew of the boat were injured and only rescued with difficulty. A second boat was launched from the 
Bostonian and rescued 13 of the crew of the British King before it was destroyed. Subsequently the British King foundered and five men 
were picked up clinging to her wreckage. There was a heavy sea at the time of the rescue and those who rendered assistance incurred 
great risk to life.' Ref. The Sea Gallantry Medal , by R. J. Scarlett). 

Thirteen men of the Bostonian were awarded the Sea Gallantry Medal in Silver for the rescue. First Mate William Brown and Second 
Mate Sydney Arthur Cornwell were additionally awarded binoculars; other crew members were each awarded £3. One gold and four 
silver Foreign Service medals were awarded to men of the German S.S. Mannheim. Cornwell was additionally awarded the Lloyd's 
Medal for Saving Life at Sea in Silver for this action. He had previously been awarded the Norwegian Medal for Saving Life for his part 
in the rescue of the crew of the Norwegian schooner Fjeld on 26 September 1903. 

Sydney Arthur Cornwell was born in Maidstone, Kent in 1875. He gained the Certificate of Competency as First Mate of a foreign-going 
ship on 4 October 1901. Cornwell is listed as the Master of the cargo steamer Baychimo, 1917-23. Interestingly, in 1931 the ship was 
imprisoned in ice off the coast of Alaska and was abandoned. However the ship did not sink and became a 'Ghost Ship', being sighted 
at sea and in the ice, on and off, over a number of years - the last official sighting being in 1969, 38 years after she had been 
abandoned!

Richard Quick Stevens was born in St. Ives, Cornwall on 8 July 1902. Employed as a Fisherman and a member of the St. Ives R.N.L.I. 
Lifeboat crew, he enrolled in the R.N.R. in October 1921. 

As Mechanic aboard the St. Ives lifeboat John and Sarah Eliza Stych he was called out on 23 January 1939. 

In an exceptionally violent west-north-westerly gale and heavy sea, a vessel (never identified) was seen to be in a dangerous position 
off Cape Cornwall. Although Sennen Cove is only six miles to the south, their lifeboat could not be got away, therefore the St. Ives self 
righting motor lifeboat John and Sarah Eliza Stych launched at 2.50 p.m. with 11 miles to travel in the teeth of the gale. As she left the 
shelter of St. Ives Bay, she met a heavy sea. Coxswain Cocking decided to keep her well clear of the headland then, avoiding the strong 
flood tide, turned west-wards but, one and half miles north-north-east of Clodgy Point, she was capsized by a violent wave. When she 
righted herself, the Coxswain, the acting Bowman, the Signalman and Edgar Bassett were nowhere to be seen. Several times the engine 
restarted only to stall when it was put in gear and, with only four men in the boat, the mizzen mast and sail could not be raised. The 
lifeboat drifted across the bay, all attempts to recover power failed and, when she capsized again, the Mechanic (Stevens) was washed 
away. Continuing to drift towards Godrevy, she capsized a third time at 7.45 p.m. near the rocks. William Freeman was the only 
survivor, and he was able to crawl ashore and reach Godrevy Farm/ 

(Ref. Lifeboat Gallantry; by Barry Cox). 

All eight members of the crew were awarded the R.N.L.I. Medal in Bronze.

In April 1849 he was 
appointed Master Commanding H.M.S. North Star and served in her during the 
Franklin Search Expedition of 1849-50. He retired on half-pay in the rank of 
Commander in August 1862, and died on 12 April 1864.

Frederick Wiliam Kemp was born at Yarmouth in 1864. He was an Able Seaman 
in the Royal Naval Reserve serving aboard the Wilkson Line Montebello under 
Captain G. Pepper before joining the Morning on 7 July 1902, at Poplar as 
Fireman. The Morning was sent out with supplies for the Discovery during the 
first summer of the Expedition, but due to adverse weather conditions these had 
to be sledged across the ice to Scott's team. The Morning made a second voyage 
to the Discovery in January 1904, when it was feared that the latter vessel would 
be trapped in the ice, but fortunately this was not the case and she was able to 
make her own way back to New Zealand. Kemp was duly discharged from 
Morning at Plymouth on 1 8 October 1904, upon her return to England.

Captain William Johnston, for many years Commander of John Biscoe , was born 
on 3 March 1908. He was educated at Whitehead, Northern Ireland, leaving 
school at the age of sixteen to go to sea as an apprentice with the Head Line and 
qualifying as a Master Mariner in 1933. In 1936 he became Chief Officer, and 
later Master, of the Falkland Islands Company vessel Lafonia. In 1940 the vessel 
was taken over by the Ministry of Transport for war duties and Johnston joined 
the Royal Navy, serving as Lieutenant in charge of rescue tugs and seeing service 
in various Mediterranean engagements, particularly the Allied landings in 
southern Europe. He returned to the Falkland Islands in 1946 to command a new 
Lafonia until she was sold four years later. He was then appointed to command 
the old (wooden) John Biscoe for the Falkland Island Dependencies Survey, and 
later the new (steel) John Biscoe , which he commanded until his retirement, due 
to ill health, in October 1965. 'Bill' or 'Kelly,' as he was known, was ideally 
suited by temperament to command in polar waters. He was calm and always 
completely unruffled. Reading, bridge and a 'flutter' were his interests and his 
ambition was always to own a farm in his home country. Bill Johnston died in 
Larne, County Antrim, on 27 February 1968. Sold with research including a 
photograph of the John Biscoe at sea. 

Johnston Passage, a channel running north-south and separating the Amiot 
Islands from the south-west part of Adelaide Island, is named after Bill Johnston 
for his assistance to the Royal Navy Hydrographic Survey Unit in charting this 
area in 1963.

In November 1962, Brian Gilpin was the only N.C.O. member in a team of seven officers. The Royal Rhodesian Air Force (R.R.A.F.) 
had for years entered a team for the Bisley shoot but nobody had ever achieved a performance that qualified them for the final rounds, 
so nobody complained. But in 1962, the R.R.A.F. team walked away with two of the six trophies - The Northern Rhodesia Regiment 
Rifle Cup and the 2nd King's African Rifles Challenge Cup. Moreover, Gilpin won the Rhodesian Individual Rifle Aggregate, followed 
by the Queen's Army Best Shot Medal. 

It was the closest finish ever in the competition at Salisbury's Cleveland Range, Gilpin, in his very first attempt for the Queen's Medal, 
beating the champion shot of the British South Africa Police, Staff Inspector Donald Hollingworth, who had won the Queen's Medal in 
1956 and 1957, and been runner-up in 1959, with a score of 562 versus the latter's 561. And it was at this point that senior Army and 
Police Officers appeared to become disgruntled at being beaten at their own game, but the Minister of Defence of Rhodesia insisted on 
going ahead with the presentation of Gilpin's Army Best Shot Medal, revised rules stating it could be awarded to anyone in the 'Military 
Forces of the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland and the British South Africa Police'. 

However, after further protestations from senior Army and Police Officers, Gilpin was indeed called upon to surrender his original 
award, the Rhodesian press reporting some six months later - 'An Air Force spokesman in Salisbury said that Corporal Gilpin had been 
awarded the Army Medal as a member of the Armed Forces of Southern Rhodesia. It had now been found armed forces did not include 
the Air Force [!]. "The status of the Army and Air Force Medals is the same," said the Air Force spokesman. "The award of the Air Force 
Medal has been backdated to November 1962," he added.' 

So Gilpin duly received the Queen's Medal for Champion Shots of the Air Forces from the Prime Minister Sir Roy Welensky, while 
Donald Hollingworth received a Bar to his Army Best Shot Medal, the latter afterwards acknowledging that he had found the entire 
episode rather embarrassing. For his own part, Gilpin later wrote 'At the time I was naturally disappointed. Beating the best in the 
country at what they are trained to do is a lot more satisfying than beating a dozen or so Air Force types shooting part time for fun.'

'TREVOR, WILLIAM SPOTTISWOODE (1831-1907), Major-General, Royal (Bengal) Engineers, born in India on 9 October 1831, was 
second son of Captain Robert Salusbury Trevor, 3rd Bengal Cavalry, by his wife Mary, youngest daughter of William Spottiswoode, 
laird of Glenfemate, Perthshire, N.B. His father was one of the party of three murdered with Sir William Macnaghten [q. v.] at Kabul in 
1841. The widow and children were detained in captivity by Akbar Khan for nine months in Afghanistan. 

After their release and return to England William was educated at the Edinburgh Academy and at the East India Company's military 
seminary at Addiscombe. He obtained a commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the Bengal Engineers on 11 December 1849. While under 
professional instruction at Chatham, he was for some months on special duty at the Great Exhibition of 1851. He arrived in India in 
1852 in time to take part in the Burmese war; was severely wounded in the escalade and capture of the White House Picquet stockade 
in the operations before Rangoon on 12 April 1852, and was mentioned in despatches. In the autumn he had sufficiently recovered to 
join the force under Sir John Cheape [q. v.] in the Donabew district, and was present in several actions, ending with the attack on the 
entrenched position at Kym Kazim on 19 March 1853. For his conduct on this occasion, when he was again wounded, Trevor received 
the thanks of government in a 'notification' dated 22 April 1853 and the medal with clasp. He was promoted lieutenant on 1 August 
1854. 
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After the conclusion of the Burmese war he was employed on the Pegu survey, and later on the Bassein river in Burma, with a view to 
constructing a sanatorium at the mouth of the river. The country was in an unsettled state and Trevor's position most insecure. 
Transferred in October 1857 to Bengal, he accompanied the Darjeeling field force, to intercept the mutineers of the 75th native infantry 
from Dacca, and engaged them at Cherabandar on the Bhutan frontier. Promoted Captain on 27 August 1858, Trevor was employed in 
the construction of the Ganges and Darjeeling road. In 1861 he was appointed garrison engineer at Fort William, Calcutta, and 
converted a tract of waste land on the bank of the Hooghly into the pleasure resort known as the Eden Gardens. In February 1862 he 
officiated as superintending engineer of the northern circle, and completed the Ganges and Darjeeling road to the foot of the 
mountains. In May 1863 he was appointed controller of accounts, and improved the method of keeping them. In February 1865 Trevor 
joined the Bhutan Field Force as field engineer under Major-General (Sir) Henry Tombs [q. v.]. At the attack on Dewan-Giri on 30 April 
following, Trevor and a brother officer, James Dundas [q.v.], greatly distinguished themselves in forcing their way alone ahead of their 
Sikh soldiers into a barely accessible blockhouse, the key of the enemy's position, in which some 180 to 200 of the enemy had 
barricaded themselves after the rest of the position had been carried. His gallantry was rewarded by the V.C. He was suffering from 
illness at the time, and was five times wounded in the desperate encounter. After being treated at Gauhati he went on long leave of 
absence, and on his return became superintending engineer at the Bengal Presidency. He was made Brevet Major on 15 May 1866, 
and received the medal and clasp for his services in the campaign. Promoted Lieutenant-Colonel on 19 August 1874, Trevor was 
appointed special chief engineer for the famine relief works north of the Ganges. He received the thanks of the government for his 
work. After serving as Inspector-General of military works he was transferred as chief engineer to Central India, and in December 1875 
was appointed chief engineer of British Burma. In this post, which he held for five years, he helped to draft a scheme for the 
reorganisation of the engineer establishment, for which he was again thanked by the government. He attained the rank of Brevet 
Colonel on 19 August 1879. From February 1882 to February 1887 Trevor was secretary to the government of India in the public works 
department. 

He retired with the honorary rank of Major-General on 20 February 1887. He was a steady shot with a revolver, to which on several 
occasions he owed his life, an expert swordsman, and a daring rider. He died on 2 November 1907 at 58 Victoria Street, London, and 
was buried at Kensal Green.'

Eustace Hammick was born in Torquay, Devon on 19 November 1888, the second son of Stephen and Constance Hammick and the 
grandson of the 3rd Baronet Hammick. Commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the South Lancashire Regiment, he subsequently attained 
the rank of Captain in the Indian Army. 

As Captain in the 17th (The Loyal) Regiment I.A., he was awarded the Military Cross (London Gazette 4 October 1919) for his services 
at the Battle of Megiddo. 

'He commanded the 'advance guard' of the covering force on the night of the 18/19th September 1918, across Wadi Samieh and led 
his Company in a charge against the enemy's position on Wye Hill, near El Mugheir. By his fine leadership and skill the operation was 
a complete success. On 20th September he led his Company to the attack on Kh. Jibeit and although severely wounded during the 
charge, he remained with his Company until he was too weak to carry on. He set a magnificent example to his regiment.' 

Additionally mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 8 August 1918) and awarded the Belgian Order of the Crown, 5th Class 
0 London Gazette 29 November 1918). 

After he was wounded he was evacuated by ship to Cairo, where he died on 8 October 1918. He was buried in the Cairo War

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AN ORIGINAL PENINSULAR WAR LETTER FROM ENSIGN HeNRY WYNDHAM, 1 ST FOOT GUARDS, AND WELLINGTON'S STAFF, WHO LATER WON FAME FOR 

his part in saving the North Gate at Hougoumont Farm at Waterloo, ink, four sides on one folded sheet of paper, dated at 
'Vimeiro, 19th August 1808', and as hand carried by a comrade who was returning to England. 

The letter describes the battle of Rolica (a.k.a. Roleia), from which the following extracts have been taken: 

'Sir Arthur attacked them in a most gallant style and we marched up in the face of a piece of artillery which constantly 
played upon us. The French were rather intimidated by the resolution displayed by our troops in attacking so strong a 
position, and retired up a mountain where they made a stand till the 29th and 9th Regiments forced the passage by dint 
of the greatest bravery ... When we had gained this top of the mountain we formed a line and marched on against the 
French again who had possessed themselves of another very strong position. Here there was another very sharp 
encounter which lasted about half an hour. We dislodged them three successive times and each time they advanced 
again till at last one of our guns came up and we drove them off immediately. The French retired and we went to 
dinner ... Sir A. was slightly touched in the back but nothing too injurisly (?). Poor Colonel Lake of the 29th Regiment 
was killed forcing the mountain, he was a very gallant fellow when he sent his light infantry out in front and said to 
them 'Go on Light Bobs, you lather them, and we'll shave them.' While I was standing in the same spot where Colonel 
Lake was killed, I heard a voice call out my name. I was very much astonished and on looking around found it was 
Ayling. He had lost his regiment ... I have been speaking to Colonel Walker of the 50th Regiment today, and he let me 
have Dillaway's brother who is a Private in that regiment, as a batman and helper with my horses. Sir A. has appointed 
me an Extra Deputy Acting Adjutant General - Bradford who was DAAG, was killed on the 17th. ... I have not time to 
say anymore but remain my dear Father your most affectionate and dutiful son, Henry Wyndham.'

Henry Wyndham (1790-1860) was the second son of George Wyndham, 3rd Earl of Egremont, of Petworth House, near Chichester, 
West Sussex. 

Appointed an Ensign in the 1st Foot Guards, he was actively employed in the Peninsular War and, in addition to Roleia, was present at 
the battles of Vimiera, Albuhera and Vimiera. Having then transferred in the rank of Captain & Lieutenant-Colonel to the Coldstream 
Guards in July 1814, he commanded a Light Company at Waterloo, in which capacity he was among the gallant band of men to close 
the North Gate at Hougoumont Farm - it is said he was so disturbed by the incident that he would never again close a door, preferring 
to sit in a room with a howling draft. Later in the day, having been saved from a sniper's bullet by a fellow hero of Hougoumont, 
Corporal James Graham, he saw the carriage of Jerome Bonaparte in the wake of the general retreat of the French, and 'made a dashing 
attempt to capture Napoleon's brother, but Jerome leaped out by one door while Wyndham opened the other.' 

Wyndham ended his military career as a General and K.C.B., was latterly Colonel of the 11th Hussars, and served as M.P. for 
Cumberland. He died at Cockermouth Castle in August 1 860. 
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AN ORIGINAL CRIMEA WAR LETTER FROM LIEUTENANT CLEMENT HENEAGE, 8tH HuSSARS, WHO SURVIVED THE CHARGE OF LlGHT BRIGADE AND WENT ON 

to win the V.C. in the Indian Mutiny, ink, eight sides on two folded sheets of blue paper, dated 'Aug. 17th', at Balaklava, 
with related envelope addressed to his father, 'G. H. Walker Heneage, Esqre., M.P., Compton Basset, Caine, Wiltshire', 
and additional ink inscription, 'England via Marseilles' and 'Received August 29th', two British Army Post Office official 
green coloured stamps to reverse for August 1855. 

The letter describes the battle of Tchernaya, from which the following extracts have been taken: 

'I am happy to say a victory has been achieved over the Rooshians yesterday, which will teach them, for the second 
time, how useless it is to attack our positions with their immense columns - the attack has now been expected for nearly 
3 weeks, as we really have some spies now who give us good information, so everybody was out at 3 yesterday 
morning ... The fight began about half an hour before sunrise, & was signalled from the Sardinians near Tchorqoun by a 
couple of rockets ... the Russians came on in tremendous force & crossed the river in two places, by pontoons, & also 
made a furious attack on the old bridge, which however was strongly fortified - however they got easily over by the 
pontoons, as the French let them come on close up to them, in fact they waited too long, for the Russians succeeded in 
driving them back nearly to their camp. But they soon rallied &, with the Sardines, drove them over & into the river, in 
which they took several hundred prisoners ... but the triumph was when our 18 & 32 pounder battery came up - the 
Russians were electrified - they had never seen such a battery as that, though they had often seen & felt our science. 
Smash went the big shot & shell into their columns - down went their horses - & one shot knocked two of their horse 
artillery guns to shivers - they very soon began limbering up, & as usual beat a quick retreat into the hills & valleys ... & 
a great licking our Allies gave the Rooshians - they were quite a different set of men to what we saw last year at the 
Alma & other battles - the fellows I saw yesterday were the most miserable crew of vagabonds I ever saw - their faces all 
withered & pinched up, as if they were going through a process of starvation - their clothing filthy & all in rags & tatters - 
& all sober, a thing unknown in Russian warfare, so I suppose the supply of saki as well as of other provisions, is run 
out... '

Clement Walker Heneage was born at Compton Basset, Wiltshire, in March 1831, the son of George Walker Heneage, the M.P. for 
Devizes. 

Appointed a Cornet in the 8th Hussars in August 1851, he was advanced to Lieutenant in September 1854, and rode in the Charge of 
the Light Brigade at Balaklava, in addition to being present at Alma, Inkermann and the operations before Sebastopol (Medal & 4 
clasps; Turkish Medal). 

Having then returned to England, the 8th Hussars were embarked for India in October 1857, and it was June of the following year that 
Heneage, now a Captain, won the V.C. for his part in an action at Gwalior, three other members of the regiment sharing the same 
distinction on the same occasion: 

'Selected for the Victoria Cross by their companions. In the gallant charge made by a squadron of the regiment at Gwalior on 1 7 June 
1858, when, supported by a division of the Bombay Horse Artillery, and H.M's 95th Regiment, they routed the enemy, who were 
advancing against Brigadier Smith's position, charged through the rebel camp into two batteries, capturing and bringing into their camp 
two of the enemy's guns, under a heavy and converging fire from the fort of the town' ( London Gazette 26 January 1859, refers). 

Also given the Brevet of Major, and awarded the Indian Mutiny Medal with 'Central India' clasp, Heneage attained the substantive rank 
of Major in November 1860, and retired in 1868. A High Sheriff for Wiltshire, he died at Compton House, Compton Basset, in 
December 1901. 
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AN ORIGINAL CRIMEA WAR LETTER FROM LlEUTENANT-COLONEL W. B. AlNSLIE, C.B., C.O. OF THE 93RD HlGHLANDERS AT THE FAMOUS THIN Red 

Line action, ink, four sides on a single piece of folded paper, dated at 'Varna, 24th June 1854', with related envelope 
addressed to 'Mifs. Walker, Drumsheugh, Edinburgh', this latter with additional in inscription, 'Via Marseilles' and three 
Id. red stamps with cancellation marks, and the reverse with one British Army Post Office red coloured stamp mark for 
'Jul. 1854'. 

The letter, written over two days, describes conditions at Varna, as arrangements were being made to go to the relief of 
the Turkish garrison at Silistria, but a report arrives suggesting further action may not be required: 

'The report of yesterday it seems is quite true, as when talking with Sir Colin Campbell, the Duke of Cambridge came up 
and asked Sir Colin if he had heard the glorious news. It seems that the Russians have raised the siege of Silistria and 
have gone off - Omar Pasha seems to think that they have re-crossed the Danube, but Captain Simmons of the 
Engineers, who is at Siistra, seems to think the contrary. I fancy all this however you will learn in England long ere this 
reaches you ... ' 

And a glimpse of humour in subsequent text for Sunday the 25th: 

'This being Sunday I continue this sheet. Our parade for church service is always about 7 o'clock. The clergyman 
appointed to officiate to the Highland Brigade is a young man from Perthshire, a Mr. Campbell, and like all Presbyterian 
clergymen vexatiously long winded, and when the parade have to stand under a hot sun for an hour or more, I an 
positive the men instead of listening to him are inwardly praying that he would stop. I have given him one or two hints 
but he seems (slow?) at the uptake ... '

A JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF H.M. SHIPS "SPITEFUL" (DECEMBER 1851 TO DECEMBER 1 852), "IMPERIEUSE" (DECEMBER 1 852 TO DECEMBER 
1854), and "Agamemnon" (January to June 1856), as kept by Commander M. B. Cockraft, R.N., said proceedings including 
service in the Baltic operations; together with a quantity of further career documentation, including two printed ship's 
"flimsies" and several letters of reference written by former captains, a letter appointing him C.O. of the steam vessel 
Albert , off Africa, and what appears to be an agreement to employ several kroomen in the same ship, dated January 
1844, and an official copy of a letter of commendation to Their Lordships for Cockraft's actions after an outbreak of 
cholera in H.M.S. Boscawen in October 1866, generally in good condition (Lot) £500-600 

MacLeod Baynes Cockraft, who was born in March 1819, entered the Royal Navy as a Mate in October 1840. During the course of his 
subsequent appointment in that rank aboard H.M.S. Dolphin , in May-September 1842, he was officially reported for saving the lives of 
three kroomen off Whydah, an incident recorded in the following terms by O'Byrne: 

'Mr. Cockraft attracted official notice for his conduct in saving, on the occasion of a Spanish slaver being driven ashore, the lives of 
three kroomen who had swum to the vessel for the purpose of preserving their papers; in the execution of which service he had charge 
of the Dolphin's boats, and was for eight hours exposed to a fire from the enemy.' 

Advanced to Acting Lieutenant while commanding the steam vessel Albert in the period October 1842 to October 1844, he saw further 
action in the Rio Nunez, between French Senegal and British Sierra Leone. O'Byrne takes up the story: 

'In October 1842 ... he was appointed to the command of the Albert steam vessel, in order to co-operate in the suppression of the 
slave-trade, and the protection of British interests on the different rivers to the northward of Sierra Leone, where, from illness and 
mortality among the engineers, it was frequently found impossible to move the ship. While so employed in the River Nunez, Mr. 
Cockraft had an opportunity, after two months of skirmishing and a loss to his small party of four men killed and eight wounded, of 
capturing and destroying the stockaded town of Casakabouli, mounting several 18, 24 and 32-pounders - a measure which had been 
rendered necessary from the circumstances of a native attack having been made on the British factories, a fire opened on the Albert's 
boats, and an attempt made to seize Mr. Cockraft's person. In acknowledgment of his services on this occasion he was presented by the 
residents, under the sanction of the Admiralty, with a sword valued at a hundred guineas.' 

Confirmed in the rank of Lieutenant on the same occasion, and having served in Spiteful from October 1849 to December 1852, 
Cockraft removed to the Imperieuse in December 1852, in which latter ship he was present at the blockade of Sveaborg and other 
operations in the Baltic in 1854 (Medal). Next appointed to the command of the Agamemnon in the rank of Commander, he transferred 
to the Coast Guard in June 1858, and was advanced to Captain in October 1867. Cockraft, who was placed on the Retired List in 
October 1873, died in April 1886.

A pre-war Territorial in 5th Field Training Regiment, Royal Artillery, Hudson served in the 77th Highland Field Regiment, R.A. from 
March 1940 to July 1942, and most likely saw action with the B.E.F. Transferring to the Glider Pilot Regiment in the latter month, he 
qualified on Hotspurs and Horsas and, on 19 September 1944, piloted a Horsa of 'G' Squadron out of R.A.F. Fairford to Arnhem with 
elements of the 1 st Polish Parachute Brigade. Of this operation, The History of the Glider Pilot Regiment , by Claude Smith, states: 

The third lift to Arnhem comprised thirty-six Horsas which became airborne just after 1200 hours on the 19th bound for LZ 'L 1 with 
elements of the Polish Parachute Brigade, and seven Horsas and one Hamilcar which had not completed their journeys on the previous 
two days for various reasons and were now bound for LZ 'X 1 . The take-off had again been delayed, this time because of low cloud in 
England, and en route two of the Horsas were shot down by flak, eleven had broken tow-ropes, and two returned to base due to the 
tugs developing engine trouble. Those that did arrive found that the LZs were now in enemy hands, and heavy opposition was 
encountered. The gliders were subjected to ground fire before they were fully unloaded and many were burned out in groups by mortar 
fire/ 

Of events on the ground, Smith continues: 

The original plan was that the glider pilots should initially remain with the loads they had carried and be responsible for the defence of 
both Divisional and Brigade Headquarters. As soon as the situation had stabilized they were to go into reserve until such time as they 
could be withdrawn completely from the action. It was realized, however, by the afternoon of the 19th, that this was an impossibility as 
they were all heavily engaged with the enemy. Some were holding various sectors of the perimeter while others were still with the gun 
crews they had carried. In that perimeter the glider pilots fought alongside the rest of the Division for the remainder of the action; one 
of them, Lieutenant M. D. K. Dauncey, with such outstanding gallantry that he was subsequently recommended for the Victoria 
Cross ... ' 

Clearly one of those to evade capture, Hudson ended the War out in the Middle East after converting to Waco gliders of No. 669 
Squadron.

Peter Michael Gray, who enlisted in the Royal Air Force in the summer of 1941, commenced his pilot training in early 1942 and, 
having qualified in the U.S.A., returned to the U.K. By April 1944 was operating in Albermarles of No. 42 O.T.U., in which period he 
received a written endorsement from the A.O.C. No. 38 Group for his 'coolness and skill' in landing his aircraft at night after engine 
failure. 

Posted to 296 Squadron in early September 1944, he towed a Horsa from Manston to 'Y' D.Z. at Arnhem on the 17th, and, having 
transferred to No. 644 Squadron at Tarrant Rushton, piloted a Halifax on a bombing run against Rheydt on 23 February 1945. A month 
later, on 24 March, he towed a Horsa for "Operation Varsity", the crossing of the Rhina, his log book noting that most of the return trip 
was undertaken with lowered undercarriage, while in May he delivered supplies to Norway as part of "Operation Doomsday". Gray 
departed the R.A.F. in June 1946, when he took up work as a pilot for Skyways Limited in the Middle and Far East, but from 1952 until 
his retirement in the late 1950s, he served as a First Officer in Comets and other aircraft for B.O.A.C.

Frederick Laurence Field was born in Killarney on 19 April 1871, the second son of Colonel Spencer Field, Royal Warwickshire 
Regiment. Joining the Royal Navy in 1884, he was appointed a Lieutenant in 1893. During the Boxer Rebellion he landed from H.M.S. 
Barfleur and was wounded in the taking of Tientsin City. For his services he was mentioned in despatches and awarded the medal with 
clasp. Promoted to Commander in 1902 and Captain in 1907. Served throughout the Great War, being present at the battle of Jutland 
as Captain of the battleship H.M.S. King George V. For his services during the war he was mentioned in despatches, awarded the C.B. 
(1916), C.M.G. (1919) and orders and medals from France, Romania, Russia and U.S.A. Served as Chief of Staff to Admiral 2i.c. of the 
Grand Fleet, 1916-18 and Director of Torpedoes and Mining, 1918-20. Promoted to Rear-Admiral in 1919; Vice-Admiral in 1924; 
Admiral in 1928 and Admiral of the Fleet in 1933. Served as Third Sea Lord and Controller of the Navy, 1920-23 and was awarded the 
K.C.B. in 1923 and K.C.M.G. in 1924. Served as Rear-Admiral commanding the Battle Cruiser Squadron, 1923; Vice-Admiral 
commanding Special Service Squadron during the World Cruise, 1923-24; Deputy Chief of the Naval Staff, 1925-28; Commander-in- 
Chief, Mediterranean Fleet, 1928-30; First Sea Lord of the Admiralty and Chief of Naval Staff, 1930-33. Awarded the G.C.B. in 1933.

Henry Wynter Wagstaff was born on 19 July 1890, the son of a civil engineer who worked on the Burma Railways. He was educated at 
Woodbridge Grammar School and the R.M.A. Woolwich. Graduating in 1910 with sufficient marks to become a 'Sapper', he sailed for 
India in 1913. Posted to the frontier as Assistant Garrison Engineer at Kohat, he arrived in time to take part in a punitive expedition. He 
was subsequently appointed Garrison Engineer at Hangu, Parachinar and Miranshah. It is recorded he loved travelling through the 
frontier region - employing motorcycle, horse or camel as appropriate! The outbreak of hostilities found him laid up in hospital with 
paratyphoid but he was sufficiently recovered the following year to return to the Frontier and participate in minor operations in the 
Tochi Valley. In 1916 he was ordered to Karachi to join the 3rd Sappers and Miners who were en route to Mesopotamia. There he took 
part in the capture of Kut, being mentioned in despatches and awarded the Military Cross. He went on to serve in the advance to 
Baghdad and gained a Staff appointment in 1st Corps H.Q. In the Spring of 1918 he was ordered back to India and assumed command 
of a newly raised sapper company in Quetta but was posted as Adjutant to the 2nd Division on the outbreak of the Third Afghan War 
where he served in the Lines of Communication between Peshwar and the Khyber Pass. Thereafter until 1946 he was employed on 
railway engineering work. By the Second World War he had attained the rank of Colonel, and his smooth running of the Indian 
Railway system during the war years brought about the award of the C.S.I. in 1946. Leaving India in 1946; Colonel Wagstaff died on 13 
September 1992, at the ripe old age of 102. Enjoying life, it is recorded he was drinking champagne with visitors on the day before he 
died.

Hamnet Holditch Share was born in Penryn, Cornwall on 19 May 1864. Entering the Royal Navy in 1880, he served in the Egypt war of 
1882 and served aboard the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert during 1892-99. He was appointed Secretary to the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Pacific Station 1899-1900 and Secretary to the Commander-in-Chief of the Australia Station 1901-03. During 1903-04 he held 
the post of Private Secretary to Admiral Sir Harry Holdsworth Rawson, Governor of New South Wales and during 1904-8 held a similar 
post with Lord Northcote, Governor-General of the Commonwealth of Australia. In 1911 he was appointed Secretary to Vice-Admiral 
Sir John Jellicoe, then in command of the Atlantic Fleet, and remained with Jellicoe when he was appointed Commander-in-Chief of 
the Grand Fleet 1914-1 7. Present at Jutland, he was awarded the C.B. in 1916 and gained the St. Anne 2nd Class, Rising Sun 3rd Class, 
Legion of Honour and Croix de Guerre for his war services. He served as Secretary to Admiral of Fleet Viscount Jellicoe on the Naval 
Mission to India and the Dominions, 1919-20 and was awarded the K.B.E. in 1920, retiring from the navy the following year. As 
Paymaster Rear-Admiral (retired) he was appointed Gentleman Usher in Ordinary to the King 1922-34 and was awarded the C.V.O. in 
1934, the same year he was appointed Extra Gentleman Usher.

D.C.M. London Gazette 27 August 1940. The original recommendation states: 

'Battery Sergeant-Major T. J. Tirrell did outstanding work as G.P.O. [Gun Position Officer] of 'L' Troop throughout the three weeks. He 
showed great courage on the Mont des Cats on 29 May, continuing to control the fire of the gun under heavy and accurate fire. After all 
the detachment had been wounded, he went on the gun himself and continued to fire.' 

M.C. London Gazette 18 February 1943:'In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in the Middle East during the period May 
1942 to October 1942.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'On 2 June 42 at El Tamar, his Battery was attacked by 80 German tanks. When the nearest two enemy tanks were within 400 yards of 
the Battery, the order was given to withdraw. The Battery was at that time under heavy and close range fire of all arms. Captain Tirrell 
interposed his own tank successively between the enemy and each gun in order to allow each gun to limber up under cover. In this 
way all guns remaining in action were successfully withdrawn. Had Captain Tirrell's tank been hit he and his crew would have stood 
very little chance of getting away. Captain Tirrell's gallant action undoubtedly saved the guns from being overrun by the enemy. 
Throughout the fighting of this last six months Captain Tirrell has consistently acted with similar gallantry. At the Observation Post he 
has inflicted very heavy damage to enemy material and personnel. His conduct has been an inspiration not only to his own Battery but 
to the armed Regiments with whom he has been co-operating.' 

Bar to M.C. London Gazette 25 February 1943:'In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in the Middle East.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'Captain Tirrell has been a Troop Commander throughout recent operations. His work at the Observation Post has been most 
outstanding, resulting in the knocking out of at least twelve enemy anti-tank guns, including five 88.mm. D.P. [Dual Purpose] guns, the 
silencing of three enemy batteries, and the capture intact of one Battery of guns. By his quick eye and decision, by his rapid and correct 
application of fire, and by his leadership and example, Captain Tirrell not only contributed very materially to the defeat of the enemy, 
but has also on several occasions saved the Armoured Regiment with which he was working from serious casualties. In addition to this, 
on the morning of 24 October, when owing to heavy enemy anti-tank and M.G. fire it became necessary to withdraw through a narrow 
gap in the enemy minefield, Captain Tirrell made two trips through the mines with his tank, carrying wounded to safety. On one of 
these trips above, 18 badly wounded men were saved, both from the Armoured Regiment and from his own Battery. 

On 2 November 1942, a tank of the light Squadron was disabled by anti-tank fire. Captain Tirrell took his own tank in, using ground 
with the utmost skill, picked up the Officer from the disabled tank and carried him to safety. At the same time Captain Tirrell was able 
to locate the gun which had caused the damage, and later neutralise it. On the same day he neutralised two 88 mm. D.P. [Dual 
Purpose] guns, one 50 mm. anti-tank gun and one H.B. [Hostile Battery], in addition to assisting in the capture of a second H.B. and 
causing heavy casualties to the enemy by well directed harassing fire. It was due to his fine work on this day that it was possible to 
reach Tel Ed Aqqajir next morning. At Fuka Captain Tirrell silenced two enemy Batteries which had come into action in the open. By 
doing so, he enabled our forces to take Fuka escarpment almost without loss. Captain Tirrell's work has been beyond all praise, and has 
very materially contributed to the present victory.' 

Second Bar to M.C. London Gazette 12 April 1945:'In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in North West Europe.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'During the night 17-18 January 1945, Major Tirrell, commanding 'D' Battery R.H.A., was in close support of the 1/5 Battalion, 
Queen's for their attack on Susteren. To get to their start line the Battalion had to cross the half-completed bridges between 
Bakenhoven and Dieteren. A heavy enemy counter-attack developed in the bridge area at this time, holding up the advance of 1/5 
Queens. Major Tirrell moved up under heavy small arms and mortar fire and positioned himself in the immediate vicinity of the bridge. 
He then gave orders to bring down the fire of the Regiment on to the leading enemy infantry, who were by this time within 200 yards of 
his vehicle. He continued to direct the fire from his vehicle and so successful was this that the enemy counter-attack was broken up 
with very heavy casualties and the 1/5 Queens were able to continue their advance. 

While on the start line for their attack on Susteren the infantry were being fired upon at short range by an S.P. [Self-Propelled] gun. 
Major Tirrell moved forward to a position where he could observe this gun and despite casualties around him continued to observe and 
bring down fire until the gun was silenced. He also arranged and controlled a most successful fire-plan for the attack on Susteren. 

The attack by the 1/5 Queens on Susteren was successful, but soon after first-light a strong enemy counter-attack of battalion strength, 
supported by tanks and S.P. guns developed against the part of the town already held by the Queens. Our own tanks had not then been 
able to cross the last obstacle. Though he was in a forward and exposed position, and under constant mortar and small arms fire, Major 
Tirrell continued throughout a period of more than an hour to bring down the fire of the supporting artillery group with such accuracy 
and effect that the counter-attack was held in check and finally driven back. 

Throughout this long and difficult operation Major Tirrell showed great coolness and personal bravery. His determination always to be 
where he could best control the supporting fire undoubtedly played a major part in the success of the various phases. Major Tirrell's 
magnificent example was a great inspiration to all ranks and will never be forgotten by those who witnessed it.' 

Mention in despatches London Gazette 10 May 1945:'In recognition of gallant and distinguished service in North West Europe.'

Raymond S. Wetmore was born in Kerman, California on 30 September 1923. He enlisted into the Army in November 1941, aged 18 
years and eight months later entered pilot training. Commissioned in March 1943 he joined the 359th Fighter Group which was 
despatched to England in October that same year. Flying with the 370th Fighter Squadron, he scored the first of his victories in Spring 
1944, flying a Republic P-47 Thunderbolt. The squadron later converted to P-51 Mustangs and by the end of the year Captain Wetmore 
had scored 14 kills, flying a Mustang called 'Daddy's Girl'. His final kill of the war was a rocket powered Me-1 63 Komet shot down on 
15 March 1945. His final score came to 21.25 enemy aircraft destroyed, the highest score for the 359th Group and eighth best of all 
Americans in the European theatre of war. 

As a Major, Wetmore commanded the 59th Fighter Squadron at Otis Air Force Base, Massachussetts. He was killed nearby when his F 
-86 Sabre crashed into woods at South Sandwich on 14 February 1951, aged 27 years.

This American officer was parachuted into France on 1st June 1944 as wireless operator to a new circuit in the HAUTE MARNE. On 
arrival it was found that this circuit was small and badly organised. A Maquis group was, however, soon formed, but the organiser and 
others were arrested on 28th June, the circuit being thus destroyed. HYDE then carried on alone and, as the Gestapo were on his trail, 
had to move continuously day and night. By his tireless energy and diplomacy HYDE established good relations with the local 
resistance leaders and organised their supplies of arms. He was in constant personal communications with LONDON by wireless, as 
well as performing his duties as an organiser. 

With the arms supplied through HYDE by LONDON, the HAUTE MARNE F.F.I. did excellent sabotage work. Several trains were 
derailed, notably a train of German SS troops near PRUTHOY, resulting in heavy casualties. A petrol dump at FOULAIN and an 
ammunition dump at LANGRES were successfully attacked at the beginning of September. Numerous German patrols were ambushed 
and an important bridge at LANG RES was saved from demolition when the Germans retreated. 

Lt. HYDE was largely responsible for these results. He showed high qualities of courage, perseverance and loyalty.'

Frederick Blake Atto was born in Montreal, Canada on 30 September 1919, the son of Frederick Howard and Daisy Blake Atto. A 
Salesman by occupation and a member of the 17th D.Y.R.C. Hussars, June-July 1940, he enlisted into the Canadian Active Service 
Force at Montreal on 18 July 1940. Posted to the U.K. in September 1941, served with the 7th Recce Battalion. Returning to Canada in 
April 1942 he was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in July 1942 and in August was posted to the 2nd Canadian Parachute Battalion, 
being promoted to Lieutenant in October. With the 1st Canadian Special Service Battalion he entered the Italian theatre of war in 
November 1943. Wounded in action, with a bullet wound to the chest, on 7 January 1944 - the same month being awarded the U.S. 
Army Distinguished Service Cross for his bravery in action on 6 December 1943. 

Citation reads: 'For extraordinary heroism in action on Mount La Difensa, Italy on 6 December 1943. First Lieutenant Atto led a patrol 
of three men with the mission of destroying several isolated enemy machine guns, mortar emplacements, and snipers whose fire was 
causing heavy casualties in his unit. The patrol penetrated deep into enemy territory and neutralised several enemy positions, killing 
nine of the enemy and taking two prisoners. On the return trip First Lieutenant Atto and the two prisoners became separated from the 
remainder of the patrol. While proceeding alone with the prisoners, he was fired upon from an enemy position. Armed only with a 
pistol, he returned the fire and caused five more Germans to surrender to him. He was forced to fire his remaining bullet to keep the 
prisoners in line. He brought the seven prisoners to his own lines although his only weapon was an empty pistol. First Lieutenant Atto's 
courage and presence of mind in the face of overwhelming odds reflect the highest credit upon himself and the two armies which he 
serves.' 

Captain Atto was killed in action on 22 May 1944, aged 25 years. He was buried in the Beach Head War Cemetery, Anzio.

'For extraordinary heroism in action against the enemy on 6 June 1944, in France. Corporal Barba parachuted into France prior to 
dawn of D-Day, and, moving forward with his unit, was pinned down by a fortified road block which had to be reduced in order to 
permit use of the road to following units. Determining that it would be necessary to attract sufficient attention from the flank in order to 
frontally assault the enemy, he volunteered to go into the position with hand grenade and sub-machine gun and to create the necessary 
confusion within. Completely disregarding his personal safety and displaying great fortitude, Corporal Barba crossed 50 yards of mined 
field and a double apron barbed wire in the face of heavy machine gun fire to reach the inner defenses of the enemy. Rushed as soon 
as he entered the first trench, he threw hand grenades and fired his gun into the enemy, killing two of them and drawing sufficient 
attention and fire to enable his comrades to advance and demolish the position, before he himself was fatally wounded. Corporal 
Barba's determined action, initiative, and courage constituted a demonstration of the spirit of self-sacrifice and set an example in the 
eyes of his men long to be remembered. Entered military service from Pennsylvania/ 

James Nicholas Barba was born in New Haven, Connecticut on 24 March 1921. A Shipping Clerk by occupation, he enlisted into the 
Army for the Field Artillery at Hartford, Connecticut on 11 March 1942. As a Corporal in the 502nd Parachute Infantry he jumped in 
the early hours of 6 June 1944, before the 'D-Day' seaborne landings, and advancing with others towards their objective of St. Martin 
de Varreville, came in contact with the enemy outside of St. Mere Eglise. It was here that Barba was fatally wounded earning the Army 
D.S.C. Suffering from head wounds, Barba died on 13 June 1944.

'Coming upon a large enemy force, his company was pinned down and 8 men 
hit. He personally killed two NVA enemy, and the American wounded were 
rescued. He then volunteered and went on a reconnaissance with the Company 
C.O. (Capt. Siders) and one other trooper. In the thick bush they spotted, attacked 
and destroyed an enemy bunker, but Captain Siders was badly hit. As Godlewski 
and his fellow trooper went to his aid, the pair came under a hail of fire from 
another concealed bunker, and Godlewski placed himself in front to defend the 
C.O. and the trooper. Godlewski then received shrapnel wounds from a rocket 
propelled grenade. As two medics reached them and carried the dead C.O. 
away, they were also hit by an RPG, killing one and wounding other men close 
by. Despite his own severe wounds and under a fusilade of heavy enemy fire, 
Spec. 4 Godlewski continued to fire his rifle to cover his comrades withdrawal. 
He then crawled to a wounded soldier, and personally dragged him back to the 
evacuation area.'

First Sergeant Sturgeon distinguished himself by exceptionally valourous action on 8 September 1969, while serving with Company B, 
1st Battalion (Airmobile), 7th Cavalry during an enemy attack in the Republic of Vietnam. When his unit's perimeter came under an 
intense rocket and mortar attack followed by a ground assault, First Sergeant Sturgeon, with total disregard for his own personal safety, 
repeatedly exposed himself to the hostile fire. First Sergeant Sturgeon continuously made certain that the main defense was always well 
supplied with ammunition as well as replacements for wounded personnel. First sergeant Sturgeon also aided some of the wounded 
and formed litter teams to extract them and get them to aid stations. First Sergeant Sturgeon's actions served as an inspiration to all the 
men and contributed greatly to the successful defense of the landing zone. His gallant action is in keeping with the highest traditions of 
the military service, and reflects great credit upon himself, his unit, and the United States Army/ 

Soldiers Medal citation: Tor heroism not involving actual conflict with an armed enemy in the Republic of Vietnam. First Sergeant 
Sturgeon distinguished himself by heroism on 19 January 1970, while serving as acting Sergeant Major with Headquarters, 
Headquarters Company, 1st Battalion (Airmobile), 7th Cavalry at Fire Support Base Compton, Republic of Vietnam. When a fire broke 
out in the mortar ammo pit, the intensity of the flames ignited the rounds maintained there. During the subsequent explosions, one of 
the white phosphorus rounds landed in the center gun pit of the heavy artillery, starting a fire around the high explosive rounds. First 
Sergeant Sturgeon immediately rushed forward within 20 foot of the blazing mortar pit, continually exposing himself to the exploding 
rounds in order to combat the raging fire. His concern for the welfare of his fellow soldiers and devotion to duty are in keeping with the 
highest traditions of the military service and reflects great credit upon himself, his unit and the United States Army/ 

Bronze Star citation: Tor heroism in connection with military operations against a hostile force: First Sergeant Sturgeon distinguished 
himself by heroic actions while with Company A, 1st Battalion, 27th Infantry on 8 January 1967, when his unit conducted a heliborne 
combat assault during Operation Cedar Falls. Sergeant Sturgeon's s unit received a high rate of enemy fire around the landing zone, 
disrupting the maneuverability of the unit against the encircling enemy forces. Sergeant Sturgeon with complete disregard for his own 
personal safety, moved through the intense enemy fire pointing out targets to the riflemen and re-organizing the unit. He personally led 
one platoon of the company in advancing against the enemy forces and was a critical factor in his unit's moving off the landing zone 
and into the objective area. Shortly after he led the lead platoon into the edge of the objective area where it could support the 
remainder of the company's advance, Sergeant Sturgeon was seriously wounded in the leg and could not move out of his position. 
However, Sergeant Sturgeon, ignoring his own wound, refused medical evacuation and continued to direct the actions of the lead 
platoon, supervised the organization of a landing zone for evacuation of the casualties of the company, and kept the company 
commander advised of the action taking place in that sector of the company. Sergeant Sturgeon continued to assist the company 
commander in deploying the unit until 'the company had entered the defensive positions of the objective area and a landing zone for a 
medical evacuation helicopter was secured. Finally after being ordered by the company commander to accept medical evacuation, 
Sergeant Sturgeon departed the battle field in a medical evacuation helicopter. Sergeant Sturgeon's personal bravery, immediate 
response to a critical situation, sound tactical judgement, and aggressiveness were key factors in his unit's defeating a well armed and 
well entrenched enemy force. Sergeant Sturgeon's outstanding display of aggressiveness, devotion to duty and personal bravery is in 
keeping with the highest standards of the military service and reflect great credit upon him, his unit, the 25th Infantry Division and the 
United States Army/ 

Air Medal citation: The Air Medal is presented to First Sergeant Bobby L. Sturgeon 307367931, United States Army, who distinguished 
himself by meritorious achievement, while participating in sustained aerial flight, in support of combat ground forces in the Republic of 
Vietnam. During the period April 1969 to September 1969 he actively participated in more than twenty-five aerial missions over hostile 
territory in support of operations against communist aggression. During all of these flights, he displayed the highest order of air 
discipline and acted in accordance with the best traditions of the service. By his determination to accomplish his mission, in spite of the 
hazards inherent in repeated aerial flights over hostile territory, and by his outstanding degree of professionalism and devotion to duty, 
he has brought credit upon himself, his organization and the United States Army/ 

Bobby Lee Sturgeon was born in Connersville, Indiana, on 3 April 1933. He enlisted into the Army in September 1949 and entered 
Korea with the 35th Regiment, 25th Division. Wounded by a grenade in Korera, 28 November 1950, he was evacuated to a hospital 
ship in Inchon Harbour and thence to the 361st Hospital in Tokyo. Discharged from the hospital in January 1951, he served as a 
military policeman with the 720 MP Battalion in Tokyo. He returned to the U.S.A. receiving an honourable discharge in October 1952. 

He re-enlisted into the Army in July 1956 and went on to serve with distinction with the 1st Battalion (Airmobile) 7th Cavalry in 
Vietnam. Wounded in Vietnam 8 January 1967 and 30 August 1969. Awarded the Silver Star for his services in action on 8 September 
1969; awarded the Soldier's Medal first oak leaf cluster for heroism, not in action, on 19 January 1970. Awarded the Bronze Star for 
Heroism on 8 January 1967; first oak leaf cluster on 4 November 1969. Awarded the Air Medal for meritorious achievement in South 
Vietnam during the period, April-September 1969. Awarded the Army Commendation Medal in Vietnam, for service during July-August 
1969 and the first oak leaf cluster on 6 July 1976. 

Latterly living at 47112 Corydon, Harrison, Indiana; he died on 6 October 2002 and was buried at Jeffries Cemetery, Leopold, Indiana.

Colonel Davis enlisted in May 1939 and was commissioned in January 1941 and attained the rank of Colonel in 1952. He retired in 
January 1969 and died in August 1980. On 8 December 1941, he was stationed in the Philippines with the 93rd Bomb Squadron. 
Evacuating to Australia, the 93rd operated from Port Darwin. On 27 June 1942, after his aircraft was damaged by fighters, it crashed 
about 20 miles from Port Darwin and Davis was thrown clear, suffering only minor injuries. He returned to the burning aircraft several 
times to pull out injured and dead crewmen, receiving the Soldiers Medal for his actions. His story of this incident is included in the 
National Geographic Magazine (not with lot),which included a photograph of Davis recovering in the hospital. Davis received his first 
Air Medal for flights through May 1942. His records show his Silver Star was awarded in 15th Air Force General Orders 220, although 
the citation is not in his records. He flew with the 32nd Bomb Squadron, 301st Bomb Group, with 15th Air Force. His first Purple Heart 
would have been awarded for the action in which he earned the Soldier's Medal; his second award was for wounds received in July 
1942 and the third was awarded for wounds received over Hungary on 27 June 1944.

Colonel Brown was 
commanding 1st Battalion, 141st Infantry, with a mission to seize and hold the mountainous terrain overlooking the vital village of San 
Vittore, Italy. The terrain was rocky, offered little cover, and every position was well known to the enemy. Under constant and accurate 
artillery, mortar and small arms fire, he moved into the forward areas in order to personally co-ordinate the attack. With utter disregard 
for his personal safety and thinking only of the efficiency and effectiveness of his command, he calmly but aggressively made 
reconnaissance, directed communications, provided for a reserve, planned protective fires and laid plans against counterattack. 
Colonel Brown guided the attack and subsequent consolidation of new positions with such superior ability, that a later attack was 
successful in seizing the final objective. His gallant action reflects great credit upon himself and the Armed Forces of the United States.' 

Legion of Merit citation: 'Colonel J. Trimble Brown (then Lieutenant Colonel) while Commanding Officer, Special Troops, 36th 
Division, performed exceptionally meritorious service during the period 11 January to 21 July 1944 in the Italian Campaign. With 
foresight, energy, efficiency, and skill, he performed his assigned duties in such a manner as to make an outstanding contribution to the 
combat success of the 36th Division.' 

Bronze Star citation: 'For exceptional performance of duty as an infantry battalion commander and the executive officer of an infantry 
regiment in the 9th Infantry Division from November, 1941, to July 1, 1942. Lieutenant Colonel Brown has been an outstanding leader 
in the 9th Infantry Division in the development of the technique of landing on a hostile shore. By his industry, resourcefulness, 
aggressiveness, intelligence and loyalty, Lieutenant Colonel Brown has contributed greatly to the success of his regiment and division in 
mastering the highly technical details of amphibious training.' 

Italy, War Merit Cross citation: 'By an outstanding spirit of co-operation he contributed to the organisation and dispositions involved in 
the substitution in the American positions of Mignano (Italy) of units of the Italian Army. The succeeding operations executed could, 
therefore, be carried out without needless losses in the units, notwithstanding the violent infantry and artillery fire and the attacks of the 
Germans.' 

J. Trimble Brown was born in St. Davids, Pennsylvania, on 15 August 1902. He was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the U.S. Army 
Reserve on 27 October 1924 and was appointed to that rank in the regular army on 30 June 1926. Employed as Aide-de-Camp to 
Major-General Fox Connor, 1928-38, he was advanced to Major in January 1941, Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1942, and Colonel in 
December 1942. He was in command of the 39th Infantry Regiment from November 1942 but was relieved of his command and 
demoted to Major in June 1943 after his H.Q. was overrun and secret papers were captured in the fighting south of the Kassarine Pass 
in Tunisia. The following month Brown regained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel and during October 1943-January 1944 commanded 
the 141st Infantry Battalion which saw action in Italy. During January-November 1944 he commanded Special Troops of the 36th 
Infantry Division, serving at Anzio, the advance to Rome, and later, the landing in Southern France. For his military services in Italy he 
was awarded the Silver Star, Legion of Merit and Italian War Merit Cross. For other wartime services he was awarded the Bronze Star 
and French Military Volunteer Service Cross. 

Post-war he served as Training Officer firstly in the Texan and then in the Pennsylvanian National Guard. Promoted once more to 
Colonel in 1950, he served in various senior capacities with the Far East Command in Japan, 1950-53, including that of Chief of 
Intelligence. For his services he was awarded the Japanese Order of the Sacred Treasure. Lastly, during 1954-56 he served as Deputy 
Chief of the Pennsylvania Military District. Retiring from the Army and that post in 1956 he was awarded the Army Certificate for 
Outstanding Service and the Pennsylvanian Distinguished Service Medal.

Silver Star, First Lieutenant Daniel B. Cullinane, Jr, 026145, Infantry, Company A, Armored Infantry Battalion, United States Army. Tor 
gallantry in action in France 18 November 1944. During an attack against the enemy in the town of Schwerdorff, France, Lieutenant 
Cullinane's platoon was given the mission of spearheading the advance of an infantry company over an open stretch of ground for 
several hundred yards to seize a portion of the town. After advancing for approximately 150 yards, the platoon was pinned down by 
grazing fire from a well camouflaged enemy machine gun emplacement. Realising that the success of the entire operation depended on 
the speed with which the automatic weapons fire could be silenced, Lieutenant Cullinane ordered two of his men to cover him while 
he attempted to reach the enemy position. With complete disregard for his own safety, he fearlessly worked his way to the flank of the 
enemy machine gun nest and assaulted the position single-handedly, killing the machine gunner and capturing two others. The 
courageous actions of Lieutenant Cullinane, in full view of his platoon, inspired his men to tenaciously and relentlessly assault the 
remaining enemy positions, driving the enemy back by the sheer force of the attack. His accomplishment assisted the company in the 
success of its mission. The heroic determination of Lieutenant Cullinane, his utter fearlessness and courageous devotion to duty, 
exemplify the high traditions of the military forces of the United States.' 

Daniel Bernard Cullinane was born in Fort Riley, Kansas on 12 January 1921. At the time of his entry into military service he was living 
at 37 Rhode Island Avenue, Newport, Rhode Island. He was commissioned on 1 June 1943. Awarded the Silver Star for bravery in 
action at Schwerdorff in the Moselle Department of France by the German border on 18 November 1944. Awarded the Legion of Merit 
as a Lieutenant-Colonel for his outstanding service during the Vietnam War and the oak leaf cluster to this decoration on his retirement. 
Awarded the Army Commendation Medal in 1967 as a Lieutenant-Colonel on the General Staff (Armor) for his meritorious service in 
various capacities during June 1963-January 1967, during which he participated in Operation Big Lift and Execise Desert Strike and in 
the work involved in forming Task Force Alpha. Awarded the meritorious Service Medal for his services during March 1968-September 
1970. Cullinane attained the rank of Colonel in 1968 and retired from the service in June 1973.

Willwayne (Wayne) Dare Fraizer came from Jamestown, Chautauqua, New York State. As a Falconer High School Freshman, he won 
the Carnegie Hero Fund Medal in December 1933 for rescuing Richard Sanden from the waters of Conewango Creek at Levant after 
Sanden fell through thin ice while skating. As part of the award he also received funding for a four-year university course but was 
unable to take advantage of that as he was called up for active duty with the 174th Infantry, shortly after his graduation in 1940. He 
graduated from the Officer's Training School at Fort Benning in August 1942 and was promoted to First Lieutenant while he was serving 
in North Africa in early 1943. 

As a First Lieutenant serving with the 133rd Infantry, Fraizer was awarded Silver Star and Purple Heart for his bravery in action at San 
Leonardo, Italy during October 1943: 

'While his company was engaged in a bitter attack on enemy positions, Lt. Fraizer was ordered to return to the command post and 
bring forward a fresh supply of ammunition. Lt. Fraizer's mission necessitated his crossing twice two hundred yards of open terrain 
which was being swept by heavy enemy machine gun fire, but he performed it unhesitatingly, oblivious of his own personal safety. 
When observing three badly wounded men in need of immediate medical attention, he further exposed himself to intense hostile fire to 
assist in evacuating them to a place of safety. Lt. Fraizer's exemplary leadership in the face of grave danger was an inspiration to his 
comrades and a credit to the Armed Forces of the United States.' In the course of this action, Fraizer was wounded and hospitalised. 

As a Captain he was awarded oak leaf clusters to his Silver Star and Purple Heart for gallantry in action at Cassino, Italy during February 
1944: 

'For gallantry in action, from 1 to 9 February 1944, at Cassino, Italy. Captain Fraizer's company was assigned the sector along a road 
leading through enemy held barracks during an attack on Cassino. During the assault on the barracks, his company was fired upon by 
self-propelled and anti-tank weapons, as well as small arms and mortar fire. Captain Fraizer moved to the front of his company and led 
his men as they forced their way through strong enemy defenses into the barracks. During the next phase of the attack Captain Fraizer 
co-ordinated his supporting tanks with the infantry advance in reducing enemy bunkers and pillboxes to take the objective. The last 
phase of the attack was an advance of four hundred yards across open terrain into the town of Cassino. Before reaching the objective, 
Captain Fraizer was hit in the leg by a rock from a shell explosion. Refusing to leave the fight, he followed his company into the town 
where the final objective was taken. Disregarding his wound, Captain Fraizer moved from platoon to platoon and organized his men 
for the defense. For six days he remained with his company and led his men in repelling numerous strong counterattacks, until he 
received a severe wound which necessitated his evacuation. Captain Fraizer's courageous and inspiring leadership was responsible for 
the success of his company's attack.' 

Fraizer noted: 'Was hit by a German sniper in Cassino, Italy on Feb. 8-1944 about three o'clock in the afternoon - Bullet broke my leg 
and necessitated in losing considerable muscle off the calf of my leg'. Recovering somewhat, he was then posted to Anzio as a Training 
Officer, before returning 'stateside' later in the year. Promoted to Major in November 1950 and Lieutenant-Colonel in August 1959. He 
retired from the Army Reserve in June 1961.

When his platoon of five light tanks were left to hold the town of Cleone, France, Sergeant 
Orlic (then Tee 5) found himself alone in the turret of his tank in the face of an attacking enemy force of three Mark V tanks, two 
armored cars, and supporting infantry. The fast approaching tanks mounted 76mm guns which were more than a match for the light 
tanks' 37mm guns and singled out Sergeant Orlic's tank for a target. Loading, firing and observing the on-rushing tanks until at 300 
yards he set one on fire. Two enemy shells hit the wall behind which his tank was standing, but Sergeant Orlic disregarded this and 
continued firing, scoring approximately 25 hits. At 200 yards the enemy tanks were turned back, the attack failed, and the town saved. 
Sergeant Orlic's intrepid actions, gallant fighting qualities, and tenacious determination to meet and destroy the foe, exhibit the best 
qualities of a fighting man, reflect favorably upon him and the allied military forces. Entered military service from Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania/ 

Michael Orlic, of 819 Howard Street, Camden, New Jersey, enlisted on 30 October 1941. Serving as a Staff Sergeant with the 117th 
Cavalry Reconnaissance Squadron (Mechanized) U.S. Army, he was awarded the British D.C.M. for gallantry in action at Cleone, 
France on 25 August 1944. He was wounded in action at Baccart, France on 7 November 1944 - wounded by machine gun bullets to 
his right hip and lacerations to his left ring finger. He was admitted to the 23rd General Hospital at Vittal, France. Orlic was discharged 
from the Army on 3 October 1945.

Lieutenant Richard G. La Riviere, 'H' Company, 3rd Battalion 504th Parachute Regiment, was recommended for the British Military 
Cross for his services at Carroceto, Latina, Italy. 

Recommendation reads: 'At CARROCETO. During the night 7/8 Feb the 5th Bn Grenadier Guards were heavily attacked by the 
Germans. Lt. Riverre and his Company were sent to reinforce the Grenadiers and on his arrival he found only one Company and 27 of 
Bn HQs still in existence. During that night and throughout the next day there were several more attacks by the enemy and it was 
largely due to the assistance given by Lt. Riverre and his Company that the attacks were withstood. At 2000 hrs on the next night Lt. 
Riverre was told that he might withdraw his Company but knowing that the enemy were still on close proximity and realizing that the 
Bn would be unable to withstand further attacks on their own, he voluntarily remained with the Grenadier Guards. Later that night the 
position was again heavily attacked but all attacks were beaten off. At 0300 hrs the Grenadier Guards were ordered to withdraw and, 
although the enemy were within 20 yds of the position, the covering party provided by Lt. Riverre enabled the Bn to withdraw without 
loss and to extricate a considerable quantity of valuable equipment. Throughout the action the soldierly bearing and courage of Lt. 
Riverre and his company were a source of constant admiration to all ranks of the Grenadier Guards.'

Lloyd Van Antwerp first enlisted into the Marine Corps in 1943. He served as a tank driver in the Saipan and Tinian campaigns; also 
served on Iwo Jima. Serving in Korea as a tank commander, he was wounded on 27 March 1953 and awarded the Bronze Star and 
Purple Heart. Awarded a Letter of Commendation for excellent service with a Marine tank battalion during operations against the 
enemy, 5 November 1952-27 July 1953. In Vietnam he served with Marine Force Logistic Command, headquartered at Camp Books, 
north of Danang and was a Captain in charge of war dogs.

John B. Long served in the U.S.A.A.F. and U.S.A.F. from 1942 to 1968. During WW2 he flew C47 Dakotas, firstly in the North African 
Campaign. Fie flew troop carrier and supply missions to Morocco, Libya, Algeria, and Egypt, with occasional trips to Senegal and Gold 
Coast. He then flew in support of the invasion of Sicily. Early in 1944 he was ordered to India and supported operations supplying 
troops to Burma and then over the 'Hump' to China. In the Summer of 1944 he returned to Sicily and was engaged in supporting allied 
operations in Europe. Long was shot down and reported missing in September 1944. Surviving, he was held at Stalag Luft 111 in Sagan, 
Poland. In January 1945, with the allied advance, he was moved to Stalag Luft 7a at Moosber, Bavaria where he was eventually 
liberated. After the war, as a Lieutenant-Colonel, he served as an advisor to the Cambodian Air Force, 1956-58 and as an exchange 
officer with the R.A.F., based at R.A.F. Hartlebury, Worcestershire, 1964-66. He retired from the Air Force on 8 October 1968.

The Germans launched their Ardennes Offensive on 16 December 1944. Under the cover of fog, rain and snow which hampered allied 
aerial observation, the German attack achieved both strategic and tactical surprise and their forces pushed deeply into allied held 
territory. Patton's 3rd Army found itself positioned on the southern flank of German attack. On 18 December, Patton disengaged his 
forward units advancing in the Saar and began an amazing 90 degree shift in direction so as to hit the German flank. 

The popular story is that Patton, a devout Episcopalian, called his chaplain, Major James H. O'Neill, and asked him to find or draft a 
prayer for good weather. O'Neill, not able to find one suitable, drafted the following: 

'Almighty and most merciful Father we humbly beseech Thee, of Thy great goodness, to restrain these immoderate rains with which we 
have to contend. Grant us fair weather for Battle. Graciously hearken to us as soldiers who call upon Thee that, armed with Thy power, 
we may advance from victory, to crush the oppression and wickedness of our enemies and establish Thy justice among men and 
nations.' 

The prayer was praised and approved by Patton and copies were distributed to the troops under his command. The weather duly 
improved and with it, the allied air superiority, and the German advance was rolled back. 

In a later article by Msgr. (late Brigadier-General) James O'Neill, he clarified that the prayer for good weather was requested by Patton 
on 8 December. Duly composed and authorised it was distributed to the troops under Patton's command on 12 December, prior to the 
German attack. Notwithstanding the dates, the prayer still worked. O'Neill records that in late January 1945, 

'He (Patton) stood directly in front of me, smiled: "Well, Padre, our prayers worked. I knew they would." Then he cracked me on the 
side of my steel helmet with his riding crop. That was his way of saying "Well done.'"

His skill in handling his launch crews in all conditions - during 
air raids, in smoke screens, and at night - has been largely responsible for the successful construction of Mulberry Port. During the night 
of 20th June a heavy barge broke adrift and was driven by wind and tide against the East bridge. A heavy sea was causing the barge to 
be dashed repeatedly against the concrete floats which are of flimsy construction. W.O. Heming came alongside and jumped across 
from launch to barge, thus allowing a towing line to be attached. This was carried out in a heavy sea and in the dark and W.O. Heming 
showed complete disregard for his own safety and his enthusiasm to see the bridge saved. This W.O's. work and conduct since the 
beginning of his attachment, has been an example both to his own men and to all British troops working with him, and the value of his 
work cannot be too highly praised.'

Jerrold Gerry) Sherman Pearlstein, was born in Los Angeles, California on 18 April 1949. He attended The Orville Wright Junior High 
School, Los Angeles and graduated from Westchester High School, Los Angeles in June 1967. He enlisted in the Army for Warrant 
Officer Flight Training in August 1967 and completed his basic training at Fort Polk, Louisiana, and W.O. Candidate School and Rotary 
Wing Training at Fort Wolters, Texas and Fort Rucker, Alabama. 

Warrant Officer 1st Class Pearlstein arrived in Vietnam in November 1968 and was assigned to 'C' Company, 229th Aviation Battalion, 
1 st Cavalry Division - serving as a UH-1 H "Huey' pilot. 

For his heroism in the air on 31 March 1969, Pearlstein received the Distinguished Flying Cross. His citation reads: 'When word was 
received that an embattled ground unit was in dire need of a resupply of ammunition, WO Pearlstein immediately volunteered for the 
dangerous mission. Arriving at the landing zone, WO Pearlstein's aircraft came under intense ground fire. Unable to land due to the 
thick vegetation, he expertly hovered his helicopter over the friendly unit as his crew dropped ordnance to them.' 

Pearlstein was killed on 19 June 1969 when his helicopter was struck by friendly artillery fire. He was posthumously awarded the 
Bronze Star, Purple Heart and Air Medal with 'V' device.

'On the night 5/6 March 1944 Captain Donald C. TULLOCF1 took part in the glider invasion of BURMA going in as co-pilot with 
Colonel John. R. ALLISON to 'BROADWAY 1 . Due to Gliders carrying American and British Medical officers that were following being 
forced down, he was the only medical officer present for the first two hours of the landings. During this time he organised a 
rudimentary first aid station and took care of all British and American wounded. After the arrival of a British Medical Officer he 
volunteered to lead a night search party for a glider known to have crashed in the jungle. Although the search was unsuccessful he 
showed by this act a sense of duty above and beyond that normally called for by a Medical Officer, as it was not known how close the 
enemy was to BROADWAY at this time. At daybreak he again organised a search party which was also unsuccessful. A third search 
was undertaken later in the day which did prove successful. Fie was then ordered to 'ABERDEEN' another stronghold base behind the 
enemy lines and worked in conjunction with British medical officers to take care of the wounded. He volunteered as a co-pilot of a C-6 
on a food dropping mission on 11 April 1944, and was shot by enemy ground fire, the bullet passing through the bone in his right leg, 
and came to rest in the pilot's leg, thereby causing a partial paralysis. Captain TULLOCH took over the controls, rendered first aid to 
the pilot and himself, and flew the ship until the pilot regained muscular control enough safely to fly the plane. He was treated for this 
wound by a British medical Officer and was evacuated to an American hospital on the same night. His conduct has always been 
excellent and he has performed all of his duties above and beyond that normally required of an officer of his rank and arm of service/

M.C. recommendation: In the Bethune area on the night 22/23 October 1944 the above mentioned officer was in command of the 
assault party which crossed the River Rhine to effect the rescue of 130 Airborne personnel. It was largely due to Lt. Heyliger's 
unrelenting efforts that the operation was entirely successful. The signal light from the approaching parachutists was some 800 yards 
upstream when the assault party crossed the river. On reaching the far bank Lt. Heyliger without any hesitation went off at a run to 
contact the Airborne personnel upstream. This despite the fact that Germans had been sighted 150 yards from the river bank in the 
forward edge of the wood. Lt. Heyliger contacted the party and personally shepherded them to the assault boats at the bridgehead. His 
conduct and leadership throughout this operation was of an extremely high order.' 

Frederick Theodore Heyliger was born in Concord, Massachussetts. He enlisted into the U.S. Army Air Corps on 25 November 1940, 
aged 24 years, 5 months. In 1941 he transferred to the U.S. Army and was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the 506th Parachute 
Regiment, 23 May 1942. He earned the British Military Cross for service in the Netherlands, 22/23 October 1944 - helping in the 
rescue and evacuation of some men of the British 1 st Airborne Division that were stranded on the wrong side of the Rhine at the end of 
Operation 'Market Garden'. Wounded in action in the Netherlands, 31 October/1 November 1944 - being accidentally shot by one of 
his own men. Awarded the Bronze Star for service in Korea. Also awarded the Presidential Unit Citation; Belgian, Croix de Guerre and 
'Holland Lanyard'. Original M.C. stated to have been stolen whilst recovering from his wounds in hospital.

During and after the landing at 
Nassau Bay on the night of 29th/30th June 1943, Captain Casper personally reconnoitred routes of advance and directed the 
construction of essential roads at Nassau Bay and inland along the Bitoi River. He and his personnel assisted in movement of supplies 
inland and in movement of artillery and ammunition from Nassau Bay to Green Hill. Later in the Tambu Bay area Captain Casper 
personally reconnoitred routes and directed construction of roads and supply trails over the mountains. On several occasions his 
operations were performed in the face of enemy fire. He also improved explosive charges and instructed personnel in the demolition of 
enemy dug-outs and emplacements and these were invaluable in assisting the Infantry in securing a key point on Roosevelt Ridge, 
north of Tambu Bay. Captain Casper has been a tireless worker, has exercised unusual initiative and daring, and has co-operated with 
all combat troops of both American and Australian services to the fullest.'

He entered active service with the Army on 3 February 1942. Ranked as a Captain he served for 24 months as Combat Liaison Officer. 
His 'Summary of Military Occupations reads: 

'Worked in China directly with Chinese units, regiments and higher. Advised and assisted Chinese commanders on every phase of 
combat. Before movements and battles he collaborated with Chinese commander to work out problems of supply and tactics, keeping 
U.S. Headquarters informed. Use of air support was dependant on his decision. In this capacity he engaged in extended campaigns 
with Chinese troops. During the time they were not in combat he was engaged in instruction and supply of these troops.' 

In August 1945 it was reported that 'This officer is now serving as Exec.O., G-3, G-4 and Hqs. Commandant. Formerly Capt. Mayfield 
was Liaison Officer with the 115th Regt., 39th Div. for about 16 months in the Saliveen Campaign and the same duty performed with 
the 19th Div.

The hazard of battle, the 
difficult terrain, adverse weather conditions, and supply problems were surmounted to complete the mission. The courage and 
devotion to duty of this officer under enemy fire was an inspiration to our Chinese Allies and reflects great honor upon himself and the 
Armed Forces of the United States.'

John Herman Wright was born in Ossining, New York on 10 December 1925. He was educated at Park and Ossining High Schools and 
graduated from high school in June 1943. Drafted into the infantry that same year, he trained at Camp Swift, Texas, Fort Leonard 
Wood, Missouri and in Louisiana before being stationed at Fort Meade, Maryland. He had applied for transfer to aviation cadet 
training, howver before this could be effected he was posted overseas. Ranked as a Sergeant, he served in the 5037th Composite Unit 
(Provisional), popularly known as 'Merrill's Marauders' - named after their commander, General Frank Merrill. 

On 24 February 1944, 2750 men of the 'Marauders' began a 750 mile march from the Patkai region of India, into the thick Burmese 
jungle and behind enemy lines. After fighting four major engagements with the enemy and suffering from disease and lack of 
provisions, about 1,300 men assaulted and took the Japanese airfield at Myitkyina on 17 May 1944. Outnumbered, in the fierce 
fighting to take the town of the same name, Sergeant Wright was killed in action on 15 July 1944 - suffering gunshot wounds to the 
head. With reinforcements the town fell to the Allies on 3 August 1944. By the time the town was taken, only 200 of the original 
Marauders were present. Soon after the unit was disbanded. In June 1944 the unit was awarded the Distinguished Unit Citation. Later, 
each member of the unit was awarded the Bronze Star.

As a Staff 
Sergeant with Company 'G', 169th Infantry Regiment, 43rd Infantry Division, he 
earned the Congressional Medal of Honor on 12 January 1945 when serving in 
Pangasinan Province, Luzon, Philippines. He died on 1 January 1990. 


Citation: 'He led the assault squad when Company G attacked enemy hill positions. The enemy force, estimated to be a reinforced 
infantry company, was well supplied with machine guns, ammunition, grenades, and blocks of TNT and could be attacked only across 
a narrow ridge 70 yards long. At the end of this ridge an enemy pillbox and rifle positions were set in rising ground. Covered by his 
squad, S/Sgt Laws traversed the hogback through vicious enemy fire until close to the pillbox, where he hurled grenades at the 
fortification. Enemy grenades wounded him, but he persisted in his assault until one of his missiles found its mark and knocked out the 
pillbox. With more grenades, passed to him by members of his squad who had joined him, he led the attack on the entrenched 
riflemen. In the advance up the hill, he suffered additional wounds in both arms and legs, about the body and in the head, as grenades 
and TNT charges exploded near him. Three Japs rushed him with fixed bayonets, and he emptied the magazine of his machine pistol at 
them, killing 2. He closed in hand-to-hand combat with the third, seizing the Jap’s rifle as he met the onslaught. The 2 fell to the 
ground and rolled some 50 or 60 feet down a bank. When the dust cleared the Jap lay dead and the valiant American was climbing up 
the hill with a large gash across the head. He was given first aid and evacuated from the area while his squad completed the 
destruction of the enemy position. S/Sgt. Laws’ heroic actions provided great inspiration to his comrades, and his courageous 
determination, in the face of formidable odds and while suffering from multiple wounds, enabled them to secure an important objective 
with minimum casualties.'

Hermann-Eberhard Wildermuth was born in Stuttgart on 23 October 1890 - grandson of the Swabian writer, Ottilie Wildermuth. After 
graduating from High School in 1908, Wildermuth studied law and political sciences in Tubingen, Leipzig and Berlin, 1909-14. 

He served during 1908-09 as a one-year volunteer in the 1st Wurttemberg Infantry Regiment. During the Great war he served as an 
officer with that regiment, serving on the Western, Eastern and Italian Fronts. For his services he was awarded the Iron Cross 1st and 
2nd Classes and the Wound Badge in Silver and Black metals. Latterly awarded the Cross of Honour 1914-18 with swords. After the 
war he completed his studies, graduating as a Doctor of Law in 1921. In 1919 he joined the left-liberal D.D.P. party. Following his 
graduation he worked for the Imperial Institute for Job Placement and Unemployment in Berlin and later worked as a Senior Executive 
Officer at the Ministry of Labour. From 1928 he was a Director of Deutsche Bank's construction operations and in 1930 was a board 
member, later President of the German Society for Public Works. 

With the outbreak of the Second World War, Wildermuth was drafted into the Army as a Reserve Major. During the Battle of France he 
was commander of the 2nd Battalion of Infantry Regiment 272. During 1941-42 he served as commander of Infantry Regiment 737 in 
Serbia, being promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel in December 1941. From May 1942 he was commander of Infantry Regiment 371 with 
Army Group Centre on the Eastern Front and from May 1943 was commander of Infantry Regiment 578 in Italy. On 12 August 1944 
Wildermuth was appointed 'Fortress Commandant' of Le Havre. On 12 September 1944 he was captured and was eventually held at a 
senior officers' prisoner-of-war camp at Trent Park. For his wartime services Wildermuth was awarded the Knight's Cross of the Iron 
Cross on 15 August 1940 (for the battle of France) and the German Cross in Gold on 25 December 1942. 

After the war in 1946 Wildermuth was appointed Secretary of State for Economics in the Wurttemberg-Hohenzollern Provisional 
Government. During July 1947-September 1949 he was Minister of Economic Affairs of Wurttemberg-Hohenzollern. From 1949 he was 
the Federal Minister for Housing under Konrad Adenauer, an important post, heavily involved in the post-war reconstruction. From 
January 1952 he was Deputy National Chairman of the Free Democratic Party. Dr Wildermuth died at Tubingen on 9 March 1952, 
aged 61 years.

Naval Chronicle for 1801 - Promotions & Appointments, Whitehall, April 21, 1801, "Lieutenant W. Wilkinson, first of the Elephant , in 
the action off Copenhagen, is promoted to the rank of Commander and appointed to the Holstein , of 64 guns, one of the ships captured 
from the Danes. This Gentleman was a Lieut, in the Battle of the Nile, under Captain Foley, who then commanded the Goliath; he was 
there wounded in the head. His conduct, on both occasions, has been that of a good, loyal, and worthy officer.' 

The following obituary appeared in The Gentleman's Magazine for 1816: 'Feb. 28. At Leith, of a complaint in the chest, produced by 
professional exertions, in the prime of life, Capt. Wm. Wilkinson, R.N., a zealous and active officer. He was seriously wounded at the 
battle of the Nile, being then lieut. of the Goliath , and was first lieutenant of the Elephant to which ship Nelson shifted his flag, on the 
attack and destruction of Copenhagen, for which services he was promoted into the Holstein , one of the captured Danish ships.' 

The pocket telescope belonging to Captain Wilkinson, R.N., is held in the collection of the National Maritime Museum.

Battalion at the battle of Vittoria. He was wounded in the right arm at the siege 
and assault of St Sebastian in September 1813. Here, the Light Companies of the 
4th, 47th, and 59th Foot were the first to be sent into the breach of the curtain 
wall. These three light companies were virtually destroyed, but, joined by the 
remainder of the 59th, they held the walls for over three hours whilst the 
remainder of the brigade forced their way into the town. Drummer McNall 
afterwards took part in the battles of Nivelle and Nive, and was present at 
Waterloo where his regiment formed part of the Reserve. 

In January 1816, he was one of only 27 survivors of the sinking of the Seahorse 
transport on the 29th of that month. On 24 January the 2/59th had boarded the 
two transports, the Lord Melville and the Seahorse , bound for Cork. The Seahorse 
carried the Headquarters and 303 soldiers of the 2/59th, 33 wives and their 38 
children. A fierce gale arose on the 29th and, despite the best efforts of the 
Captain, the Seahorse ran aground a mile off the shore, in the bay of Tramore. 
Just 27 souls were saved. 

On 26 March 1816, the remnants of the 2nd Battalion having been transferred 
into the 1st Battalion, the 2nd was disbanded. McNall was promoted to Corporal 
in November 1820, and to Sergeant in September 1825, and was discharged on 
14 March 1832, having served as a Drummer for 7 years 296 days, a Corporal 4 
years 301 days, and a Sergeant 6 years 169 days. He died at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne on 4 March 1862. Sold with copied discharge papers - the recipient's 
Waterloo medal is known to be extant in a private collection.

Twelve of the second class, valued at Rs. 200, were awarded with chains to the Subadars and 
principal Chiefs, while 20 of the third class, valued at Rs. 120, were awarded without chains for the Parpattigars and others. A further

Henry Caesar Hawkins was born in the Parish of Kelston, Somerset, on 17 May 1809, son of Sir John Caesar Hawkins, Bart. Educated 
as the Royal Naval College, Portsmouth, he was appointed as Volunteer to H.M.S. Blanche , for service on the South American Station, 
6 May 1824. He was appointed Midshipman in May 1825 and joined H.M.S. Maidstone in October 1827. Whilst in that vessel he 
passed for the rank of Lieutenant and received automatic promotion to Mate, 19 May 1828. After an uneventful period of service in 
various vessels as a Mate, he received his promotion to the rank of Lieutenant in September 1838, and the following year was 
appointed to the Blenheim on the China and East Indies station. 

He was in action at Amoy and the fortified Island of Kolangsoo in August 1841, and landed with the right Column under the command 
of Captain Herbert, with Captain Bourchier commanding the Battalion of Seamen present, at Chinghae on 10 October 1841. Hawkins 
was not only mentioned in in Rear Admiral W. Parker's Despatch ( London Gazette 1842, p396) but was also promoted to Commander 
'in consequence of the recent war in China' ( London Gazette 1842, p3821). He was promoted to Commander in December 1842 and 
discharged to Shore on half-pay the following March. He was employed in Coast Guard Service for 5 years from March 1851 and 
retired with promotion to Retired Captain in March 1851.

Philip Horatio Townshend Somerville was born at Drishane, Castletownshend, Co. Cork, on 12 January 1808. He entered the Navy on 
11 September 1824, and passed his examination in 1830. He obtained his first commission in March 1841 and was then nominated 
Additional Lieutenant of the Wellesley 72, Captain Thomas Maitland. As Mate and Lieutenant of the Cornwallis flagship during the first 
Chinese war, in 1840, he superintended the whole of the transports hired by the Indian Government for service in China. He was 
present at the capture of Chusan, the attack on Canton and Amoy, where he had charge of the boats of the Minerva , Sullimany and 
Marion , the retaking of Chusan, at Woosung, and throughout the various actions, until peace was signed on board the Cornwallis , at 
Nanking in August 1842. He received the approval of the Commanders-in-Chief under whom he served during the hostilities, also of 
Sir Hugh Gough, for the manner in which the troops were landed, also a letter from the Admiralty conveying their approval of his 
services during the above period ( London Gazette 1841, p2505; 1842, p388 and 3693; China Medal). 

Lieutenant Somerville was promoted to Commander in August 1848; Inspecting Commander in the Coast Guard, June 1851; Captain, 
July 1857; Retired Captain, May 1870; Retired Rear-Admiral, April 1875; Retired Vice-Admiral, August 1879. He died at Kingstown, 
Dublin, on 12 May 1881.

James Stoddart entered the Navy on 27 April 1827, as a Midshipman on board 
the Wellesley 74, Captain Frederick Lewis Maitland, fitting for the Mediterranean. 
He afterwards joined the St. Vincent 120, Captain Hyde Parker, and served next, 
from February 1831 until October 1834, as Midshipman and Mate, in the Asia 
84, flagship of Sir William Parker off Lisbon, from April 1835 until October 1837, 
as Mate and Acting-Lieutenant, in the Columbine 18, Captain Thomas 
Henderson, in the Mediterranean and on the coast of Africa, and from the latter 
date until December 1838, as Mate, in the Donegal 78, Captain John Drake, 
again off Lisbon. His official promotion to the rank of Lieutenant took place on 
27 December 1838. 

After service on board the Princess Charlotte 104, in the Mediterranean, and the 
Impregnable 104, fitting at Plymouth, he joined, 5 April 1841, the Cornwallis 72, 
fitting for the flag of Sir William Parker, Commander-in-Chief in the East Indies. 
For his exertions during the operations on the coast of China, where he served on 
shore at the capture of Woosung, assisted at the reduction of Shanghae, and 
displayed excellent judgement and good conduct in command of the boats in the 
attack upon Chin-Kiang-Foo, he was promoted to Commander on 23 December 
1842. He commanded Growler from July 1849 until 25 September 1852. 

Stoddart was promoted to Captain in January 1854, and to Retired Captain in July 
1864. He received further promotion to Retired Rear-Admiral in September 1867, 
to Retired Vice-Admiral in March 1876, and, finally, to Retired Admiral in 
January 1880. Admiral James Stoddart died in London on 20 May 1892, aged 78 
years.

Charles Richards was the son of the Vicar of Britford and Cheverell. He entered 
the Navy in 1811 under the auspices of the Hon. Admiral Bouverie on board the 
Medusa frigate, and subsequently served aboard the Queen and Albion line-of- 
battle ships until 1816, when in the latter he shared in the bombardment of 
Algiers. He served as Midshipman with Sir Edward Parry in the Fury and Hec/a, 
and remained with him during his two voyages to the North Pole in search of a 
north-west passage 1821-25. He accompanied Parry in 1822, when he 
discovered Fury and Hecla Strait. Richards Bay near the south entrance of Fury 
and Hecla Strait was named after him. 

Upon his return he was nearly four years off the coast of Newfoundland in H.M. 
S. Rattlesnake , and afterwards engaged in the survey of Port Philip, and to buoy 
the Channel up to Melbourne, and thence to keep the pirates in check in the 
Indian Ocean. He was next recalled to be Flag-Lieutenant to his long-tried friend, 
Admiral Bouverie, on board the Victory at Portsmouth. 

On his promotion to the rank of Commander in 1841, he was appointed to the 
Cornwallis , just then commissioned for the flag of Sir William Parker, in which he 
proceeded to China with Sir Henry Pottinger. He was mentioned in Admiral 
Parker's despatch for the destruction of a battery of twenty guns, together with 
the barracks and magazines by a party of seamen and marines under his 
command. He was further mentioned by Parker as one of the officers present in 
the assault on the outworks of the city of Ciing-Keang, 21 July 1842, and also at 
the capture of Chapoo and the attack on the batteries at Woosung. 

When, in 1842, the peace was concluded with the Chinese, he was selected by 
the Commander-in-Chief to carry home the despatches of our brilliant exploits in 
China. For his able and gallant conduct, and long and unintermitting services 
from the time he entered the Navy, he was made Post Captain and a Companion 
of the Bath. Immediately on his arrival in England, however, he was seized with a 
sudden and violent illness, in consequence of the hardships he had endured. 
Captain Charles Richards, C.B., R.N., died at Bishop's Waltham, Hampshire, on 3 
December 1844.

When the Eighth Kaffir War started in December 1850, Sir Harry Smith was Governor and Commander-in-Chief at the Cape. Early in 
the campaign he was blockaded in Fort Cox, inland from Kingwilliamstown, by Gaikas under Chief Sandilli. Attempts to relieve the Fort 
were unsuccessful and the future of the beleaguered garrison appeared none too rosy. But there were wider issues than the survival of 
the garrison itself. The war had just started, and the fact that the Governor was being cooped up by 'the uncivilised Kaffirs' was 
adversely affecting the Colony's morale and could only result in the defection of additional tribes. Sir Harry therefore decided to make 
a break for it, and, escorted by about 250 men of the Cape Mounted Riflemen (a unit which at that time was predominantly Cape 
Coloured), succeeded in getting through the Kaffir lines, and reached Kingwilliamstown in safety. The story goes that he was so 
impressed by the showing of the C. M. R. on this side, and by other feats of the Cape Colonial troops during the campaign, that before 
he was replaced by Sir George Cathcart in April, 1852, he decided to show his high regard for the men under his command by 
awarding a special medal.

Around 75 European officers and men escaped the massacre at Isandhlwana, John Joseph Horne appearing on the list of survivors 
posted to Helpmekaar on 24 January 1879. 

No better summary of Horne's military career may be quoted than the following feature which appeared in the Natal Advertiser on 24 
January 1920, on the occasion of the 50th Anniversary of Isandhlwana: 

'A surprising number of Isandhlwana survivors has been revealed by the 50 years' peace celebrations. Mr. John J. Horne, an organiser 
of the Newcastle Mounted Volunteer Corps in 1875, and one of the survivors of Isandhlwana, is still hale and hearty and lives in 
Durban. 

His account of the preparations for the battle at Isandhlwana shed new light on why no laager was formed. He and his corps were 
stationed at the far end of the camp and two members of his corps, Berning and Dinckleman, were on vedette duty about four miles out 
of camp Dinckleman rode in to Home with the report that the natives were approaching in mass formation. 

Colonel Darnford, then in command, rode up, and Home passed on the report to him. The Colonel ordered the dispatching of the ox 
wagons and the formation of a laager, but shortly afterwards Colonel Pulleine rode up with an auxiliary force and the laager was not 
formed. Why the order was countermanded is not known to Horne. 

Home escaped the massacre with a shot through the leg. Mr. Horne's career has had more excitement during a year than most people 
have in their lives. In 1870 he was given an appointment in the Government service at Ladysmith. He joined the Natal Frontier Guards 
in 1871. In 1873 they were ordered out on the Langalibalele rebellion. He was one of the first volunteers to join up when the trouble 
started. During the course of the campaign he went into Basutoland by way of the Double Mountains and the Bushman's Pass, under 
Captain Ellis, where they captured their man and brought him to the gaol at Matitzburg. In the latter end of 1875 Mr. Home was 
transferred to Newcastle, where he acted in many civic roles through the lack of other officials. Mr. Melmoth was magistrate of 
Newcastle at the time and when he received a request from a Major Dartnell to raise a mounted corps he asked Horne to do it. After 
official sanction had been obtained Horne raised a force of 37 men, whom he trained and drilled. In 1877 the Major inspected the 
corps and paid its organiser a compliment as to its efficiency. It was then brigaded with the Buffalo Border Guard between Newcastle 
and Dundee. A year later the corps was called up for the campaign the first leg of which ended in the disaster at Isandhlwana.' 

Just 38 South Africa Medals were issued to the Newcastle Mounted Rifles, at least seven of whom were killed in action on 22 January 
1879.

Reginald Grey Coke was born on 10 July 1864, the son of the Hon. Henry and Lady Katherine Coke and a nephew of the Earl of 
Leicester. Gentleman Cadet Reginald Grey Coke, Royal Military College was appointed a Lieutenant in the Royal Scots, 6 February 
1884 (London Gazette 5 February 1884). Awarded the above medal for services at Suakin 1885. Lieutenant Coke resigned his 
commission, 21 May 1887 (London Gazette 20 May 1887). Appointed to a commission in the Imperial Yeomanry (London Gazette 19 
February 1901). Served in South Africa with the 10th Squadron 3rd Battalion Imperial Yeomanry but was invalided in August 1901. 
Awarded the Queen's Medal with clasp for 'South Africa 1901'. Lieutenant Coke of the 3rd Battalion Imperial Yeomanry relinquished 
his commission and was granted the honorary rank of Lieutenant in the Army (London Gazette 9 September 1902). 

In 1908 his wife, Mrs Phyllis Susan Coke obtained a divorce on the grounds of bigamy; Lieutenant Coke having married in America, 
Gallia Hambourg, sister of the pianist, Mark Hambourg. It was determined that Coke had gained a divorce in Nebraska prior to his 
second marriage. Reginald Coke was declared bankrupt in 1912 (Edinburgh Gazette 12 November 1912). He died on 8 February 1930.

After participating in the Samana expedition, the Northamptons marched with the 
2nd Division of the Tirah Field Force, entering the Afridi Tirah on 31 October 
1897. On November 9th, the battalion formed part of a reconnaissance in force 
to the crest of the Saran Sar, under the command of Brigadier-General 
Westmacott. In his subsequent despatch, General Sir W. S. A. Lockhart reported: 
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'During the advance but few of the enemy showed themselves, but in the retirement, which began at 2 p.m., the Northamptonshire 
Regiment forming the rear-guard was closely pressed. Its movement from the crest into the valley, which was much delayed by the 
steepness of the descent and by the number of wounded men who had to be carried by their comrades, was covered by the guns, the 
flanks being held by the two Sikh regiments [1 5th & 36th]. Eventually a portion of the Northamptonshire Regiment became entangled 
in a deep ravine, where they were fired into at close quarters by the tribesmen. The 36th Sikhs were sent back to extricate them, but 
evening was coming on, and before assistance could be rendered a party consisting of an officer and 12 men was cut off and shot 
down. Had the battalion kept to the high ground where its flanks were protected by the two Sikh regiments, its loss would probably 
have been small; but unfortunately a route was chosen which offered every tactical advantage to the enemy, the result being that some 
of our troops became isolated, and were then attacked in overwhelming numbers.' 

Immediately on hearing of the serious nature of the incident, Sir William Lockhart at once ordered a military court of enquiry into what 
formed one of the saddest incidents in the Tirah Expedition. 'They sold their lives dearly,' said one contemporary account, 'and, 
surrounded by a pitiless foe, they fought with undaunted courage to the end. When a force went out next morning the bodies of the 
boy officer and the whole of the party were found together. They bore testimony to the severity of the unequal struggle. Poor MacIntyre 
had two bullet wounds, one through the head and the other through the arm. Not a man of the little band but had one or more bullet 
wounds, many having been shot through the head. The bodies had been stripped, and many of them had been hacked about with 
swords; but feelings of relief possessed all when it was found that there had been no mutilation of the horrible character elsewhere 
practised by our frontier foe. It was a sad, a heart-rending spectacle.'

The highly important Stuart period Lesser George sash badge conferred upon Henry Grey, 1st Duke of Kent, who was 
elected a Knight of the Garter in October 1712, and, after the death of Queen Anne in 1714 was appointed one of the 
Lords Justices during the absence of King George I 

The Most Noble Order of the Garter, K.G., Lesser George sash badge, the central gold and enamelled figure of Saint 
George mounted on a white horse slaying the dragon with a lance, modelled in the round, surrounded by the oval 
Garter in gold, the motto on blue enamel ground, surmounted by integral gold foliate suspension, 80mm x 49mm, early 
18th century, some minor enamel damage commensurate with age , otherwise good very fine and of the highest rarity , 
amongst the earliest badges of the Order known to exist £25000-35000

are known, one in the Royal Trust Collection and one in the Collection of the Victoria and Albert Museum. 

Henry de Grey (1671-1740) was a son of Anthony Grey, 11th Earl of Kent, and Mary Grey, 1st Baroness Lucas of Crudwell. He 
succeeded his father as 12th Earl of Kent in 1 702, having succeeded his mother as 2nd Baron Lucas earlier the same year. Having taken 
his seat in the House of Lords, he was made Lord Chamberlain and Privy Counsellor in 1 704. After trading his position for a dukedom, 
as the 1st Duke of Kent, in 1710, he held a series of politically minor positions as Lord of the Bedchamber and Constable of Windsor 
Castle (1 714-16), Lord Steward of the Household (1 71 6-19), and Lord Keeper of the Privy Seal (1 718-20). He was elected Knight of the 
Garter on 25 October 1712, and installed by Queen Anne on 4 August 1713, the ceremony being recorded in a magnificent painting 
by Peter Angelis, purchased by the National Portrait Gallery in 1881 (NPG 624). Grey was appointed a Lord Justice of the Realm after 
the death of Queen Anne in 1714 to oversee the proper administration of the Kingdom prior to the accession of King George, and he 
again held the position in 1719 during the absence of the King. Henry Grey, 1st Duke of Kent, died without surviving male issue on 5 
June 1740. His titles of Baron Lucas and Marquess Grey were inherited by his granddaughter Jemima Yorke. Sold with extensive 
research that shows that the direct paternal ancestor of Henry de Grey was the maternal uncle of William the Conqueror, King of 
England.

A rare and truly Churchillian Punjab Frontier operations V.C. group of six awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel T. C. 
Watson, Royal Engineers, attached Bengal Sappers & Miners, who displayed magnificent courage in making two 
attempts to clear a village of hostile tribesmen in the Mahmund Valley in September 1897, actions undertaken at 
night, under murderous fire, and in the midst of a violent thunderstorm - and ones that led to a gunshot wound to the 
thigh, a shattered left hand, and considerable loss of blood from a ruptured artery: back on active service in 
Mesopotamia during the Great War, he was invalided home with an illness from which he died in June 1917 
Victoria Cross (Lieut.

This officer, on 16th September 1897, at the village of Bilot, in the Mahmund Valley, collected a few men of the Buffs (East Kent 
Regiment), and of No. 4 Company, Bengal Sapper & Miners, and led them into the dark and burning village to dislodge some of the 
enemy who were inflicting loss on our troops. After being wounded and driven back, he made a second attempt to clear the village, 
and only desisted after a second repulse and being again hit and severely wounded.' 

In a hasty letter written to his wife four days after the above events, which included a sketch of the scene of battle, Watson recounts 
events at Bilot on the 16th with extreme modesty, if only to reassure her that his wounds were not a matter for serious concern. In point 
of fact the last of his wounds was sufficiently serious to put him out of action for several months: 

'My own darling, I had got as far as this - or rather I have just written the above final sketch of our movements when I think I would 
rather write to you an account of our doing(s) on the 16th. 

I went out with the Guides under Major Campbell to burn some villages. I had 2 sections of Sappers with me. About 11 a.m. a chit to 
say the 35th Sikhs & the guns were hard pressed further up the valley & we were to go to their assistance. Off we went & got up about 
1.30 p.m. I personally say very little of what was going on except in my immediate front where the enemy kept most tantalisingly just 
out of range. Finally we were told to retire & I had part of the retirement to cover. I was holding my bit of ground very nicely when the 
Genl. (General) sent to say he wanted a certain tower blown up - so I took 4 men & went to do it. 
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1 found one of the enemy installed about 250 yards off with a Martini and very pretty shooting he made - getting the extreme edge of 
the tower 3 times - he could just see my shoulder round the corner. I had just blown the tower I got back to my place when I got the 
order to join the Genl. (General) with my sappers I went there & found he wanted me to act as escort to the Guns together with 
Colvin's sections which in all gave me about 70 men with an average of 20 rounds a piece. Our mules with tools had gone on as I did 
not consider them necessary for escort work. About this time about 5.30 p.m. we got the order for the guns for the Guns and Sappers to 
go back, that one company of the 35th Sikhs were cut off & we must remain out the night. I rode off to try and get the tools back but 
failed & when I got back I found that we were to take up a position alongside a ruined village. It is too late to discuss the advisability of 
the position & we were paid for our stupidity. Before we had finished scratching a trench with our own hands along the dotted line a 
man fired a shot from A. 

Along the double dotted line were 12 men of the Buffs who had been [told] off as escort to a dooley but could not find it. I got these 
men together and we ran round the corner, clearing some 30 to 40 Pathans from that side. Then I went to the next corner & finding 
more collected these I came back for the Buffs and we cleared that side with a couple of volleys. Just then I got touched on the right 
leg, only a graze, but one of the Buffs was badly hit, so I went back to get some Sappers up & to tell Colvin the state of affairs. I hurried 
back & was pointing out where the devils were sneaking up when I got a slight flesh wound in the inside of the right arm - nothing of 
consequence but unfortunately almost immediately afterwards I got hit badly on the left hand. I asked the Buffs to hang on till I could 
get another officer & went & shouted for Colvin but I fear my directions to him were not very clear. The General and Hamilton put on a 
tourniquet for me & I hung on thro' the night. The dooleys & doctors came out at 7 a.m., but a relief party of 2 company's of Guides & 

2 Comps (35th) Dogras came out 1.30 - but for them I do not think any of us would have got off. 

I hear the wounded are to be sent down in a day or two - the usual arrangements is I believe to send them to Murree. But darling, of 
course I want to be with you, so make any arrangements you like & wire or write me to Malakand & Nowshera - I will try & work 
whatever you propose. 

I can't write anymore today. Much love my own from your loving T.' 

Thomas Colclough Watson was born in Velsen, Holland, in April 1867, and was educated at Louth, Lincolnshire, and abroad, prior to 
being commissioned in the Royal Engineers in February 1888. 

In January 1892, he married Edith Welchman, R.R.C., the younger daughter of the late Major-General John Whateley Welchman, C.B., 
Indian Army, and, on being awarded his Victoria Cross in May 1898, they became the only husband and wife 'V.C. - R.R.C.', with the 
exception of Lord and Lady Roberts. 

Setting the scene 

And so to events on the night of 16-17 September 1897, a classic example of gallantry on the North West Frontier which stirred the 
likes of Winston Churchill into making his glowing reference to 30-year-old Watson, the great man having joined Brigadier-General 
Jeffreys' Brigade as a correspondent - he was in the main relief party of Bengal Lancers that reached the scene of the action, at the 
village of Bilot, early on the following morning. But, as verified by the following extract from a letter to his wife, written at camp Serai 
on 7 September 1897, Watson had already made Churchill's acquaintance under somewhat irritating circumstances: 

'Sir Bindon [Blood] is surrounding himself with Lords - Fincastle & young Churchill (son of Randolph). He & they sit down to a 
luxurious lunch on the road whilst the rest of the staff look on! - if ever I am a G.O.C. [General Officer Commanding] hanged if I won't 
see my staff are as well done as myself.' 

Churchill's campaign history aside, interested parties should refer to Gerald Napier's The Sapper VCs, which contains a fine account of 
like events and, among other fascinating information, the text of a letter written by Lieutenant James Colvin, the other Sapper officer to 
win the V.C. that night, and a friend of Watson from R.E. footballing activities, in which he described Jeffreys as 'an almighty 
thunderous fool'. 

For now, however, Churchill sets the scene in his Malakand Field Force : 

'The story has now reached a point which I cannot help regarding as its climax. The action of the Mamund Valley is recalled to me by 
so many vivid incidents and enduring memories that it assumes an importance, which is perhaps beyond its true historic proportions. 
Throughout the reader must make allowances for what I have called the personal perspective. Throughout he must remember how 
small is the scale of operations. The panorama is not filled with masses of troops. He will not hear the thunder of a hundred guns. No 
cavalry brigades whirl by with flashing swords. No infantry divisions are applied at critical points. The looker-on will see only the 
hillside, and may, if he watches with care, distinguish a few brown-clad men moving slowly about it, dwarfed almost to invisibility by 
the size of the landscape. I hope to take him close enough to see what these men are doing and suffering; what their conduct is and 
what their fortunes are. But I would ask him to observe that, in what is written, I rigidly adhere to my role of a spectator. If by any 
phrase or sentence I am found to depart from this, I shall submit to whatever evil things the ingenuity of malice may suggest. On the 
morning of the 16th, in pursuance of Sir Bindon Blood's orders, Brigadier-General Jeffreys moved out of his entrenched camp at Inayat 
Kila, and entered the Mamund Valley. His intentions were to chastise the tribesmen by burning and blowing up all defensible villages 
within reach of the troops. It was hoped that this might be accomplished in a single day, and that the brigade, having asserted its 
strength, would be able to march on the 17th to Nawagai and take part in the attack on the Bedmanai Pass, which had been fixed for 
the 18th. Events proved this hope to be vain, but it must be remembered that up to this time no serious opposition had been offered by 
the tribesmen to the columns, and that no news of any gathering had been reported to the General. The valley appeared deserted. The 
villages looked insignificant and defenceless. It was everywhere asserted that the enemy would not stand. Reveille sounded at half-past 
five, and at six o'clock the brigade marched out. In order to deal with the whole valley at once the force was divided into three 
columns ... ' 

But as coming events would shortly confirm, the assertion that the enemy would not stand was woefully inaccurate. And chief among 
those to feel the brunt of such misguided intelligence was Watson and his half-company of Sappers, so, too, Churchill, attached to a 
squadron of the 11th Bengal Lancers, and the remainder of the strength of Jeffreys' centre column, namely six companies each of the 
Buffs and 35th Sikhs, and four guns of No. 8 Mountain Battery. For, on 16 September, 1897, after advancing northwards to Inayat Kila 
in the Mahmund Valley, Jeffreys' force launched two separate attacks on Shahi Tangi, the second of them successful but late in the day, 
thereby leaving his men exposed to the risks of a night march back to camp. Gerald Napier's The Sapper VCs takes up the story: 

'But by now it was mid-afternoon and it would be a race against time to withdraw to base before dark. There then followed a confused 
and desperate fight as the forward troops were extricated from the dangerously exposed position they were now in and the general 
retirement took place. The enemy, sensing an opportunity, now broke out of the north-western end of the valley 'which had been 
swarming with them all day' and advanced 'in a great half-moon nearly three miles long and firing continually'. Casualties occurred. A 
thunderstorm broke, its black cloud blotting out the fading light and its flashes of lightning illuminating targets for the enemy. Contact 
was lost between units as, by now totally exhausted and having had no food since dawn, individual groups staggered back into camp 
to spend the night bedded down where they could in the mud, the tents having been struck and the perimeter reduced to facilitate 
protection. The wounded, who had had to endure torments as they were carried back, now had to wait until daylight and the 
abatement of the storm before they could be given any attention but the most basic.' 
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The village of Bilot, scene of Watson's V.C.-winning exploits 


Three V.Cs in a night 

And amidst this scene of confusion, a small contingent of men never even made it back to camp. Napier continues: 

'Worse still, part of the force had not made it back at all. The brigade commander, the gunners and their guns, a party of 12 of the Buffs 
and 45 sappers including Watson and Colvin had come together at the village of Bilot and decided to take shelter there. Unfortunately, 
the Mamunds had beaten them to it and a bitter struggle now ensued. The area round the houses was full of burning 'bhoosa', a kind of 
chopped straw, so that attempts to break in were prevented and the beleaguered party were illuminated as targets for the enemy fire at 
30 yards range, from loopholes on two sides of their position.' 

At this juncture, Watson gallantly went forward with charges to destroy the main tower of Bilot village, an action carried out 
successfully under a tremendous fire, and an incident to which he alludes in his own account of the action - see accompanying 
archive. 

Napier continues: 

'Watson and Colvin [next] led a party of sappers and the 12 Buffs in repeated attempts to break in and drive the enemy out with the 
bayonet - 'Watson returned, hit in the thigh. He insisted on going out again, telling me to report to the General that we had only a few 
rounds left. While I was looking for the General, Watson reappeared, swaying about. He had been hit again, in the hand and arm, and 
was in great pain' [from The Military Engineer in India , by Lieutenant-Colonel E. W. C. Sandes]. Colvin then led two sorties climbing on 
to the roofs; and firing down on the enemy to try and eject them from their firing positions, and when he brought his men back to the 
gun position, he learned that Jeffreys himself and another officer had been wounded and that only he and Lieutenant Wynter, R.A. 
remained to conduct the defence. 

At 9.00 p.m. there was a pause in the firing while the downpour threatened to wet the enemy's powder but it started again at 10.00 p. 
m. They hung on desperately gaining what protection they could from saddles removed from the mules and continuing to suffer 
casualties, including Wynter who was shot through both legs, until a relief force arrived at midnight.' 

Relief did indeed arrive, initially in the form of two companies of the Guides and 38th Dogras and, around dawn, a squadron of the 
11th Bengal Lancers, the latter with Churchill, who once more takes up the story: 

'Half an hour before dawn on the 1 7th the cavalry were mounted, and as soon as the light was strong enough to find a way through the 
broken ground, the squadron started in search of the missing troops. We had heard no more of their guns since about two o'clock. We 
therefore concluded they had beaten off the enemy. There might, of course, be another reason for their silence. As we drew near Bilot, 
it was possible to distinguish the figures of men moving about the walls and houses. The advanced files rode cautiously forward. 
Suddenly they cantered up to the wall and we knew some at least were alive. Captain Cole, turning to his squadron, lifted his hand. 
The sowars, actuated by a common impulse, rose in their stirrups and began to cheer. But there was no response. Nor was this strange. 

The village was a shambles. In an angle of the outside wall, protected on the third side by a shallow trench were the survivors of the 
fight. All round lay the corpses of men and mules. The bodies of five or six native soldiers were being buried in a hurriedly dug grave. It 
was thought that, as they were Mahommedans, their resting-place would be respected by the tribesmen. Eighteen wounded men lay 
side by side in a roofless hut. Their faces, drawn by pain and anxiety, looked ghastly in the pale light of the early morning. Two officers, 
one with his left hand smashed [Watson], the other shot through both legs, were patiently waiting for the moment when the improvised 
tourniquets could be removed and some relief afforded to their sufferings. The brigadier, his khaki coat stained with the blood from a 
wound on his head, was talking to his only staff-officer, whose helmet displayed a bullet-hole. The most ardent lover of realism would 
have been satisfied. Food, doolies, and doctors soon arrived. The wounded were brought to the field hospitals to be attended to. The 
unwounded hurried back to camp to get breakfast and a bath. In half an hour the ill-omened spot was occupied only by the few sowars 
engaged in shooting the wounded mules, and by the vultures who watched the proceedings with an expectant interest.' 
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Churchill goes on to relate his own account of the night action, an account ending in high praise for Watson: 

The General now ordered the battery and sappers to go into the village, but it was so full of burning bhoosa that this was found to be 
impossible, and they set to work to entrench themselves outside. The village was soon full of the enemy. From the walls and houses, 
which on two sides commanded the space occupied by the battery, they began to fire at about thirty yards' range. The troops were as 
much exposed as if they had been in a racket court of which the enemy held the walls. They could not move because they would have 
had to desert either the guns or the wounded. Fortunately not many of the tribesmen at this point were armed with rifles. The others 
threw stones and burning bhoosa into the midst of the little garrison. By its light they took good aim. Everybody got under such cover as 
was available. There was not much. Gunner Nihala, a gallant native soldier, repeatedly extinguished the burning bhoosa with his cloak 
at the imminent peril of his life. Lieutenants Watson and Colvin, with their sappers and the twelve men of the Buffs, forced their way 
into the village and tried to expel the enemy with the bayonet. The village was too large for so small a party to clear. The tribesmen 
moved from one part to another, repeatedly firing. They killed and wounded several of the soldiers, and a bullet smashed Lieutenant 
Watson's hand. He however continued his efforts and did not cease until again shot, this time so severely as to be unable to stand. His 
men carried him from the village, and it was felt that it would be useless to try again. The attention of the reader is directed to the 
bravery of this officer. After a long day of marching, and fighting, in the dark, without food and with small numbers, the man who will 
go on, unshaken and unflinching, after he has received a severe and painful wound, has in respect of personal courage few equals and 
no superior in the world. It is perhaps as high a form of valour to endure as to dare. The combination of both is sublime/ 

Watson's hand wound - which he received through a loophole at point blank range, leaving his uniform sleeve smouldering - was 
actually his final wound, the resultant loss of blood causing him to faint on two occasions. Nonetheless, he continued the fight. 
Moreover, as Sir O'Moore Creagh and E. M. Humphris conclude in The Victoria Cross 1856-1920 , it was owing to Watson's foresight in 
grasping the fact that at one spot the enemy could be held, that he, in all probability, saved the whole force from being wiped out. 

Jeffreys' duly sent his senior, General Sir Bindon Blood, his official report of the action, of which the latter noted noted in his 
subsequent despatch: 

'Brigadier Jeffreys further refers in the strongest terms of commendation to the gallant conduct of Lieutenants T. C. Watson and J. M. C. 
Colvin, R.E., and of the handful of men of the Buffs and No. 4 Company, Bengal Sappers and Miners, who spent the night of the 16th 
-1 7th with him in the village of Bilot. The conduct of these officers and men entering the village several times in the dark in face of a 
heavy fire directed upon them at close quarters, seems deserving of the highest recognition, and I have consequently made a special 
communication to you on the subject'. 

Here, then, the foundation stone that led to V.C.s being awarded to both Sapper officers; and a third V.C. was to follow in due course, 
on the back of Watson's report, namely that awarded to Corporal James Smith of the Buffs, who carried out equally gallant work that 
night with his small detachment of 12 men, two of whom were killed and four wounded, himself among the latter, and four of whom 
were awarded D.C.M.s. Casualties among the Sikhs and Indian gunners were heavy, too, and they added four I.O.M.s to their 
accolades. 

Watson, who was also twice mentioned in despatches ( London Gazettes 11 January and 18 March 1898 refer), was incapacitated for 
several months, but was sufficiently recovered to receive his V.C. from the Queen's hands at Windsor Castle during a period of home 
leave in June 1898. And he was advanced to Captain at the year's end. 

Durbar and demise 

Having then been promoted to Major in August 1906, and awarded the Delhi Durbar Medal in 1911, Watson was quickly back in 
action in the Great War. 

Appointed Commanding Engineer of 12th Indian Division, in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, in February 1915, he went out to 
Mesopotamia, but contracted an illness while so employed and was invalided home, where he died in London in June 191 7.

The outstanding 'Afghanistan 2009' Conspicuous Gallantry Cross group of eight awarded to Colour Sergeant A. G. 
Dennis, 2nd Battalion, Mercian Regiment (Worcestershire & Sherwood Foresters), who, having been severely 
wounded by a roadside bomb in Helmand on his first tour of Afghanistan in 2007, battled his way back to fitness and 
returned to Afghanistan in 2009, where he was again wounded, this time in a protracted firefight by a rocket 
propelled grenade - In spite of his wounds he continued to fire his rifle with his one good arm and was the last to 
leave the fire support position, refusing morphine so as not to dull his senses

The Conspicuous Gallantry Cross was instituted as a result of the 1993 review of the British honours system and is second in seniority 
only to the Victoria Cross. The C.G.C. was awarded for the first time as a result of the Bosnian War in 1995 and to date 58 such awards 
have been made, including one awarded collectively to the Ulster Defence Regiment. 

C.G.C. London Gazette 19 March 2010. 

The original recommendation states: 

'Sergeant Dennis was second in command of an Operational Mentoring and Liaison Team which was deployed to conduct a joint 
patrol with Warriors [native Afghan soldiers] of the Afghanistan National Army. Whilst patrolling the Helmand River Valley they were 
ambushed by small arms fire and Rocket Propelled Grenades. Dennis found himself with three other British soldiers and half of the 
ANA returning fire, before ordering them to break into a compound to establish a fire support position. Looking around, Dennis realised 
that the ANA were close to breaking and without hesitation he ran into the area of conflict and grabbed an ANA Warrior, propelling 
him to a safe position before repeating this action for a second time. 

On the third run, he heard a 'whoosh' and turned as a RPG exploded three metres in front of him. Although the fragmentation missed 
him, Dennis was hurled through the air by the blast and into a ditch. For a few seconds he was unconscious and when he came to his 
left arm hung uselessly by his side and he was in intense pain. Undeterred, Dennis fought on, moving back to the fire support position 
where he used a radio to send a contact report. 

The enemy then attempted to outflank the position and Dennis spotting the movement organised a counter-attack. As enemy pressure 
mounted Dennis fired his rifle with his one good arm whilst attempting to re-establish contact with the other half of his unit. Dennis 
was last to leave the fire support position and refused morphine so as not to dull his senses, or create a burden for his team. At the 
Patrol Base he refused treatment until all soldiers were safely inside and accounted for. Dennis's fighting spirit when severely wounded 
was outstanding and inspired others. His example and initiative brought the ANA into the battle which saved the patrol from defeat. He 
was calm and collected under intense fire, displaying cool courage/ 

The award of the Conspicuous Gallantry Cross to Sergeant Dennis has been widely reported in the popular press, but no better account 
of the actual action has been written than the following piece by Colour Sergeant Mike Saunders, also of the 2nd Battalion, Mercian 
Regiment, which was published on the internet at the time on 'Front Line Bloggers (The Helmand Blog)': 

'The many battles that your soldiers find themselves in are not the subject of mainstream news, yet for those who are - 'the line in the 
sand', they are very real and equally deadly. Daily these men rise in the knowledge that conflict is almost a certainty and that injury or 
worse are not a distant concept but a close reality. 

One such individual and a good friend of mine is Alan Dennis who you may have seen in the news after he escaped near fatal 

consequences for the second time and has been injured as a result of insurgent action on this and the previous tour. 

Al from first impressions does not strike you as a man of courage and strong leadership, that said I couldn't tell you what a person with 
those qualities would look like, although the 2nd Battalion the Mercian Regiment has several. A Senior Sergeant of good standing, Al 
has proved himself under fire on a number of occasions including the incident I would like to relay to you in this blog. A modest family 
man, quiet and unassuming Al is known to most - and liked by all. 

On our tour of the Helmand province in 2007 Al was badly injured in an incident that left a good friend and member of the Battalion 
dead. His recovery and determination to get back to work with his mates was nothing short of exceptional. Having spoken to Al about 
that incident, it is amazing to me that he would fight so hard and for so long to put himself back to a deployable level of fitness. A 

lesser man would perhaps attempt to avoid the current deployment and in his case would not be blamed for doing so. 

But Al is not that person, to my knowledge he never entertained the thought that others would go in his stead and this is typical of his 
type, in that he would never have another soldier do something he would not do himself and he would hate his Platoon to deploy 
without him into danger of any kind. 

On the morning of his latest incident Al was again in charge of a patrol in a territory hotly contested by the insurgents of that area. Such 
areas are a mixture of open sand covered expanses that are broken up by high walled compounds designed to keep herds and 
harvested crops in and intruders out. 

The walls of these compounds are made from age hardened mud and are virtually impenetrable. It is very easy to become disorientated 
in these areas as pretty much everything looks similar. There are few tracks that even resemble roads in these areas and movement is 
often restricted to moving on foot. This presents its own security problems and calls for a high degree of control and communication. 
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The twisting narrow streets if they can be classed as such are pre-disposed to ambush by small, heavily armed groups of insurgents who 
choose the ground in advance, fire on the friendly forces and attempt to extract themselves before they can be out flanked and killed or 
captured. Unfortunately there is little option but to patrol these areas and in doing so the troops put themselves in danger time and time 
again. 

While patrolling on what seemed a perfectly routine day the troops very suddenly found themselves caught in a wave of enemy fire as 
they had walked into the insurgent ambush killing area. In an ambush every instinct and fibre in your body tells you to go back but it is 
often the case that this is the most dangerous thing to do. 

Any insurgent worth his salt will attempt to seal any ambush exits with deadly rifle fire, so conventional wisdom is to try and fight 
through to break free. Sitting at my table in the light this is easy to say, however, on the ground with rounds flying past your head it 
takes an iron will to grip the situation and lead your troops to safety. 

The patrol is now firing at the insurgents in an attempt to pin them sufficiently to allow them enough movement to escape the ambush. 
Conventionally this means you have to fire more rounds at your enemy than he can at you, thereby forcing him into taking cover. This, 
however, must be balanced by the urgent need to conserve precious ammunition as there is no time limit on an engagement with the 
insurgent forces. 

It does not take Al and his troops long to earn a brief lull in battle and they use this to gain entry by force into a compound. Once 
inside they take precious seconds to take stock of their situation which is grim. Still under fire they are now virtually cut off and the 
insurgents are moving around them in an effort to surround the patrol. At this time Al is given scant seconds to radio a situation report 
to his headquarters, tell them what is going on and what he intends to do about it. Clearly all efforts will be made to assist the patrol but 
this will take time and it is time they have not got. 

Murphy's Law states "that if anything can go wrong it will" and this maxim holds true even in Afghanistan. Barely has Al appraised his 
superiors when disaster happens. As he tries to move forward with an Afghan soldier, in an attempt to stop them being a static and 
therefore easier target, a rocket propelled grenade strikes the ground only meters ahead of Al. When the smoke and dust clears he finds 
himself partially buried and having felt a sharp pain and heard a loud snap believes he has shattered his arm. 

Now almost fully pinned down by a force of insurgents determined to overrun the patrol Al has seconds to decide his and his troop's 
next actions, while he has been on the floor injured his troops have been frantically trying to find another way to exit the compound 
that initially seemed like a refuge but is quickly becoming a trap. Eventually one of his troops finds and kicks through a door leading to 
a track that may facilitate extraction. 

Still fully in command and still engaging the insurgents as they appear with one arm, Al and his troops fight desperately out of the 
compound and continue to fight until the insurgents eventually give up and allow them to break clean. 

After this engagement the troops fought all the way back to their patrol base from which Al would eventually be flown out injured but 
glad that he was able to escape the clutches of the determined insurgent force with the lives of all of his men. Many others 
distinguished themselves that day and it was the aggression of the Infantry soldier, his determination and his refusal to be beaten that 
won the day.' 

Alan has spent the last five years recovering from the physical and psychological scars brought about as a result of the wounds he 
received in Afghanistan. For him it has been a long road to recovery. He left the army in September this year after 20 years service and 
is 'looking forward to a new start with his family away from the military.'

The outstanding post-war C.B., "Operation Torch" C.B.E., Bailiff Grand Cross St. John, and White Sea operations 1918 
D.S.C. group of twenty to Rear-Admiral Sir Royer Dick, Royal Navy: first seeing action off the Falklands as a 
Midshipman in H.M.S. Carnarvon, and afterwards at Jutland in the Barham , he won his D.S.C. for command of the 
gunboat Razlyff in the River Dvina and Tchamova operations in 1918, and served with equal distinction in the 1939 
-45 War on "ABC" Cunningham's staff, when he was present in the Warspite at Calabria, Cape Matapan and off Crete, 
where 'the grand old lady' was severely damaged - post-war, he rose to flag rank himself and added the C.B. and 
Bailiff Grand Cross of St. John to his accolades, the latter for his services as Chief Commissioner of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade

In command of the river gunboat Razlyff during the Dvina operations, he saved a number of boats and a barge from falling into the 
enemy's hands, the ship being repeatedly fired on. In the Tchamova operations he handled the ship with conspicuous success.' 

Royer Mylius Dick was born in October 1897, the son of L. H. Dick, Secretary of the Royal National Pension Fund for Nurses, and 
attended the R.N.Cs Osborne and Dartmouth - a glimpse of Dick's time at Osborne is to be found in The Sailor's War 1914-18, by Peter 
Liddle, in which he is noted as having won the Bantam Weight Boxing Semi-Final in the summer of 1911. 

The Falklands and Jutland 

Appointed a Midshipman in the cruiser H.M.S. Carnarvon on the outbreak of hostilities, aged 16 years, he quickly saw action, being 
present at the battle of the Falklands in December 1914, when Carnarvon lent valuable support to the Invincible and Inflexible in their 
spirited engagement with the Scharnhorst and Gneisenau, and was present at the final exchange of fire in the early evening, in addition 
to assisting in picking up some 20 German survivors. Mention of Dick's account of proceedings appears in The Sailors War 1914-18: 

1 don't mind admitting freely that I was in the deuce of a funk when we sallied out. I hope I did not show it. But I got so excited that I 
soon forgot all about the purely personal view before we were an hour out of the harbour. I think these remarks apply to most people. 
The long wait was rather trying but once we got firing we had no time to think.' 

The Midshipman was rightly proud of Carnarvon's gunnery, stirred by the King's congratulatory message ('I am swelling 'visibly' with 
pride'), but he returned again to the aftermath of battle. As Gneisenau vanished, she left 'a great mass of floating wreckage with funny 
black dots bobbing up and down seen as we reached the crest of the wave. I told my coxswain to steer towards the edge because being 
a small boat in a heavy sea, if we had gone to the middle we might have been swamped by a rush and I had to consider my own men. 
When we got to the spot, there was a huge quantity of wreckage: stools, hammocks, baulks of timber, life buoys and all sorts of things, 
all bearing a freight of men. Most of them could not climb into the boat and we had the most awful job to get them in.' Then, on having 
to take extra men in: 'They fought, and bit and held onto one's legs ... one in particular who apparently took a dislike to me rose at me 
with a mad grip and eyes starting nearly out of their sockets. I said: "Sitten sie down" with great firmness in my best German but with 
little effect.' 

In July 1915, Dick removed to the Barham, the flagship of the Fifth Battle Squadron, and he was subsequently present at Jutland, when 
she was heavily engaged with Hipper's battle cruisers, scoring hits on the Lutzow, Derfflinger and Seydlitz, but was herself badly 
mauled in the process, several hits causing her serious casualties, among them four officers and 22 ratings killed. 

White Sea - North Russia operations 1918 - D.S.C. 

Having in the interim served as a Sub. Lieutenant for General Staff Duties to Vice-Admiral Sir Dudley de Chair in the Dreadnought, 
Dick joined H.M.S. Attentive, under Captain Edward Altham, R.N., in May 1918, which ship was ordered to Archangel in support of 
the North Russia Expeditionary Force and arrived at Murmansk in the following month, from whence operations were undertaken in the 
White Sea, including shore bombardment work before returning home in October. However, assorted river craft were also manned by 
officers and ratings from Attentive, and other ships, to assist in the operations on the Dvina. 
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Four craft, including the paddle steamers Advokat, Gorodok and Kazlyff, each armed with 12-pounders, were manned by White 
Russian volunteers under British command, and, together with M. 25, and two small seaplanes from Nairana, were placed under the 
immediate command of Captain Altham, with orders to co-operate with Army. M. 25 drew 9 feet of water, and it was not possible to 
reduce her draft materially, so only abnormally high water in the river during the summer permitted her employment. During the latter 
half of August, September and until the advent of ice-conditions in October caused the flotilla to be withdrawn to Archangel, it was in 
constant action with the enemy gunboats and shore batteries, including engagements at Bereznik, Troitsa, Borka and Chamovo. Three 
enemy ships were sunk and twenty-four mines swept up. Much zeal and gallantry was shown by the flotilla, and the value of their 
services in assisting the Army to establish themselves in their advanced positions some 200 miles up the river before winter was warmly 
appreciated by the General Officer Commanding. 

And, as cited above, Dick distinguished himself in command of the Kazlyff, in which capacity he saved boats and barges from falling 
into Bolshevik hands, in addition to lending valuable support to the landings at Tchamova. He was awarded the D.S.C. 

The Second World War - "ABCs" Deputy Chief of Staff in the Mediterranean - C.B.E. and a brace of "mentions" 

Advanced to Lieutenant-Commander in November 1926 and to Commander in June 1933, Dick was appointed a Staff Officer (Plans) to 
the C.-in-C. Mediterranean on the renewal of hostilities, in which capacity he joined Admiral "ABC" Cunningham's flagship, the 
Warspite, at a time of crisis in respect of the fate of the French Fleet. As a fluent French speaker, Dick's role in forthcoming events was 
to prove crucial and, as is evident from Cunningham's autobiography, Sailor's Odyssey, he won his senior's admiration and respect. 
The feeling was mutual, for in refusing to repeat events that took place at Mers-el-Kebir, and convincing the French Admiral at 
Alexandria to peacefully scuttle his ships, Cunningham proved himself to be an expert diplomat - and an effective opponent of bullying 
directives from his seniors in London. Dick later wrote: 

'ABC's moral courage and width of view of this period is the moment when one first realised his qualities of greatness. Of course we 
knew him as a fine, dashing leader, but his handling of the French problem was masterly and one wonders how many others would 
have had the breadth of mind let alone the moral 'guts' to disregard his instructions. That was truly Nelsonic.' 

Dick was subsequently present with Cunningham at Calabria in July 1940, when Warspite obtained one of the longest range gunnery 
hits of the war, disabling the Italian battleship Giulio Cesare from a distance of 24 kilometres, in operations in support of the Taranto air 
strike, and at Cape Matapan on 28-29 March 1941, when the Italian Fleet paid dearly with the loss of two cruisers and two destroyers. 

But in May 1941, while acting as a floating A.A. battery off Crete, Warspite was herself heavily damaged by enemy aircraft - one 5001b. 
bomb ripped open her side, killing 38 men - and she was compelled to make for the west coast of America for extensive repairs. For his 
own part, Dick was appointed Cunningham's Deputy Chief of Staff and advanced to Captain, in addition to being mentioned in 
despatches ( London Gazette 1 July 1941, refers). 

Having then returned to an operational footing in Warspite under Admiral Sir James Somerville, Dick was ordered to the U.S.A. in June 
1942 as Deputy C.O.S. of Saker II in Washington, the base for personnel standing by ships under refit of construction. He was again 
mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 11 June 1942, refers). 

Returning to the Mediterranean for "Operation Torch" in November of the same year, when he served as Chief of Staff to the Naval 
Commander Expeditionary Force at Algiers, Dick was awarded the C.B.E. 'for his skill and judgement in the organisation of the landing 
of the Allied forces in North Africa' (his service record refers), which distinction he received at a Buckingham Palace investiture on 
returning home in April 1944; so, too, awarded the American Legion of Merit ( London Gazette 7 September 1943, refers), and French 
Legion of Honour and Croix de Guerre. 

In July 1944, he was given command of the cruiser Belfast in the rank of Commodore 1 st Class, and he remained so employed until the 
War's end, latterly in the British Pacific Fleet - in early September 1945, the Belfast arrived off Shanghai, where she was greeted by 
hundreds of thousands of cheering people lining the waterfront. 

The post-war years 

A Director of Tactical and Staff Duties at the Admiralty 1947-48, and Chief of Staff to the Flag Officer, Western Europe 1948-50, Dick 
was advanced to Rear-Admiral and next served as Fleet Officer of the Training Squadron, in which capacity he was awarded the C.B. - 
a distinction he received at a Buckingham Palace investiture held in February 1951. Having then served as Standing Group Liaison 
Officer to the North Atlantic Council, he was placed on the Retired List in August 1958. 

Subsequently employed as Deputy Commissioner of the St. John Ambulance Brigade, he was appointed a Commander of the Order of 
St. John ( London Gazette 9 July 1957, refers), and a Knight ( London Gazette 6 January 1961, refers), and, having then served as Chief 
Commissioner 1962-67, he was advanced to Bailiff Grand Cross in the latter year. 

The Admiral, who was a member of the St. John Council for London 1971 -75, died in 1991. His extensive career papers are held in the 
collection of the National Maritime Museum, including letters from Cunningham, Mountbatten and Eisenhower (reference code GB 
0064 DCK); sold with a file of research. 
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A rare Zulu War C.M.G. group of four awarded to Major-General W. P. Collingwood, Royal Scots Fusiliers, late 37th 
Foot, who commanded the 2nd Brigade of Newdigate's Division in South Africa in the early summer of 1879: by 
curious coincidence he was senior officer aboard the steamer Spartan when she was wrecked on the Dog Rocks off 
the coast of Africa on returning from the Crimea in July 1856, and aboard the steamship City of Paris when she was 
wrecked on entering Simon's Bay with the 2/21 st in March 1879 - the former occasion leading to a special mention in 
General Orders 'for the high courage which animated all ranks on that fearful night'

William Pole Collingwood was born in November 1829, the third son of H. J. W. Collingwood of Cornhill House, Northumberland. 
Appointed an Ensign in the 37th Foot in March 1847, he was present at the rebellion in Ceylon in the same year. 

Exchanging in the rank of Lieutenant to the 21 st Regiment in November 1851, he was advanced to Captain in July 1854 and witnessed 
active service in the Crimea, being present at the siege and capture of Sebastopol and at the capture on Kinburn, latterly with command 
of a battalion of the Land Transport Corps (Medal & clasp; Turkish Medal). And, as cited above, he was present in the steamer Spartan 
when she was wrecked on Dog Rocks off the coast of Africa on 5 July 1856, on which occasion he was senior officer of the troops 
embarked and won a mention in General Orders: 

'Colonel McMurdo, Deputy-General, Land Transport Corps, desires to express to Captain Collingwood and those he commanded the 
pride he felt in transmitting to H.R.H. the Commander-in-Chief the proofs given of high courage which animated all ranks on that 
fearful night, and which were rewarded by the safe rescue of all from their perilous situation.' 

H.R.H. the Commander-in-Chief and Lord Panmure, the War Minister, were equally impressed, and Collingwood was given the Brevet 
of Major in December 1856. 

Having then served as an A.D.C. to the Major-General, Infantry Brigade, Shorncliffe and Dover, and as a D.A.Q.M.G. in Egypt, he was 
advanced to the substantive rank of Major in April 1867. 

Having then been promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel in May 1874 and been given the Brevet of Colonel in October 1877, he was 
embarked for South Africa as C.O. of the 2nd Battalion, 21 st Foot and, as cited above, was aboard the steamship City of Paris when she 
was wrecked on the Roman Rocks on entering Simon's Bay on 21 March 1879 - 'Such an incident was well calculated to cause alarm 
and confusion on board. The good discipline of the Fusiliers was shown on this occasion by the steadiness and ready obedience to 
orders, which called forth the praise of their commanding officer, Lieutenant-Colonel Collingwood, and Captain Fulton, commanding 
the ship.' 

Once ashore, Collingwood was given command of the 2nd Brigade in Newdigate's Division, but in late June he was detached to 
assume command of Newdigate and Marshall Forts (Medal & clasp). And he was nominated for the Companionship of the Most 
Distinguished Order of St. Michael & St. George in October 1880. 

Placed on the Retired List as a Major-General in January 1886, Collingwood served as a J.P. for Sussex and died in April 1898.

Stuart Macdonald was born at Elgin on 14 April 1861, educated at Elgin Academy and Aberdeen University, and qualified as M.B. at 
Aberdeen in 1884. 

Appointed a Surgeon in the Army Medical Service in February 1887, he first witnessed active service in the Punjab Frontier operations 
of 1897-98 (Medal & clasp), and was advanced to Major in February 1899. Next actively employed in South Africa, where he served at 
No. 14 General Hospital at Newcastle in 1902 (Medal & 2 clasps), he was serving as a Lieutenant-Colonel by the outbreak of hostilities 
in August 1914. 

Quickly embarked for France, he commanded No. 1 General Hospital from October 1914 until April 1915, in which capacity he was 
mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 17 February 1915, refers). And for his subsequent services on the Staff as Assistant Director 
of Medical Services to 1 Division, April 1915 to November 1916, he was awarded the C.M.G. and another "mention" (London Gazette 
1 January 1916, refers). His final appointment in France was as Deputy Director of Medical Services, November 1916 to April 1918, in 
which capacity he was awarded the C.B. and three further "mentions" (London Gazettes 4 January 1917, 24 December 1917, and 25 
May 1918, refer), in addition to the French Croix de Guerre. 

Returning home to take up appointment as an Honorary Physician to H.M. the King, MacDonald was placed on the Retired List in 1920 
and died in May 1939; sold with copied research.

He received his first commission in 1904 and joined the 34th Sikh 
Pioneers , Indian Army in 1905. Served in the Great War in France, 1914-15 and in Mesopotamia, 1916-19. For his services he was 
twice mentioned in despatches and awarded the Military Cross. Transferred to the Cantonments Department in 1919. Awarded the O. 

B. E. in 1926. Appointed Director of Military Lands and Cantonments, Defence Department, Government of India, 1935. Awarded the 

C. I.E. in 1937 and retired from the Indian Army in 1942.

Displaying exceptional initiative, tact and professional 
ability, Group Captain Fressanges acted in an advisory and liaison capacity in connection with the preparation of air units of that Force 
for escort of convoy operations in the North Atlantic and, by his tireless efforts and unfailing co-operation, contributed in large 
measures to the rapid development of air units for participation in safe delivery of vital munitions to the United Kingdom when the 
Support Force became actively engaged in escort operations. His sound judgement and conscientious devotion to the varied and 
complex details of his assignment were essential factors in the successful prosecution of the war/ 


Francis Joseph Fressanges, who was born in February 1902, was commissioned as a Pilot Officer on graduating from the R.A.F. College 
Cranwell in August 1923. 

Shortly thereafter he joined No. 27 Squadron in India, the commencement of extended service in that country which included 
operational employment as a Flight Lieutenant on the North West Frontier in 1930-31 (Medal & clasp). 

Returning to the U.K. in late 1932, he was advanced to Squadron Leader and appointed to the command of No. 84 Squadron, but was 
serving as a Staff Officer, Directorate of Training, on the outbreak of hostilities.

In January 1940, however, in the rank of Wing Commander, he took command of No. 210 Squadron, a Sunderland unit of Coastal 
Command, in which capacity he was actively employed in the Battle of the Atlantic, but his subsequent mention in despatches 
(.London Gazette 1 January 1941, refers), may well have been in respect of a hazardous sortie flown to a lake at Biscarose in France as 
late as 19 June 1940, his V.I.P. passengers including the First Lord of the Admiralty and the Secretary for the Colonies, both of whom 
engaged in secret discussions with their counterparts in respect of the fate of the French Fleet. No. 210 moved to Oban in the following 

month, where it began to re-equip with Catalinas, and in January 1941 three of its old Sunderlands were ordered to West Africa to form 

No. 95 Squadron, which unit Fressanges briefly commanded before being attached to the U.S. Fleet on the Atlantic-run, which 
appointment, as cited above, led to the award of his Legion of Merit. 

Back in the U.K. by early 1942, and by now an Acting Group Captain, Fressanges was appointed Deputy Director of Overseas 

Operations and, in December 1943, the Director. Then in June 1944 he was appointed A.O.C. of No. 47 Group, in which capacity he 
was awarded the C.B. 

Post-war, he gained advancement to Air Commodore in July 1947 and, having attended the Imperial Defence College, became A.O.C. 
British Forces Aden, in the rank of Air Vice-Marshal, in 1950. 

Having then served as Assistant Chief of the Air Staff (Intelligence) from May 1952, Fressanges became C.-in-C. Far East Air Force, and 
British Military Adviser to S.E.A.T.O., in late 1954 - here, then, senior command at the time of the Malaya Emergency. He was 
appointed K.B.E. 

Placed on the Retired List as an Air Marshal in October 1957, Sir Francis died in October 1975.

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'In distant retrospect it seems strange how fully one became conditioned to an existence in which one could as Kipling 
put it , 'jest at the dawn with Death.' One accepted the brutal philosophy that 'the only good Huns are dead Huns.' 
Equally; one acquired a fatalistic attitude about one's own chances of survival - disregarding , for instance, the whip- 
crack of a stray high-velocity bullet coming past in the open at night (if one's ear sang it had probably been close); and 
preserving stoical calm under bombardment in which the next 'crump' might obliterate one's own section of trench. 
One became hardened to seeing men killed or wounded\ and to hearing that another friend had gone; we buried our 
dead as best we could. Danger apart, we endured days and sometimes weeks of discomfort when our trenches were 
kilt-deep in liquid mud. Yet with it all we usually remained cheerfulwith a sense of humour tending to the macabre.'

Arthur Landsborough Thomson was born in Edinburgh in October 1 890, the son of a Professor of Natural History, and was educated at 
the Royal High School, Aberdeen Grammar School and the universities of Aberdeen, Heidelberg and Vienna - he was in the latter city 
when Archduke Franz Ferdinand's body was returned for state mourning, of which event, and his subsequent flight to Switzerland, he 
later wrote. 

A pre-hostilities member of the University Company of the 4th Battalion, Gordon Highlanders (1909-12), Thomson also served in 
Aberdeen University's O.T.C. and was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Argyll & Sutherland Highlanders in May 1915. 
Ordered to France with the 11th Battalion that October, he remained actively employed until invalided home suffering from trench 
fever in June 1916, having in the interim seen much fighting and served as Battalion Bombing Officer - 'in the Hohenzollern Redoubt I 
was the third to be Battalion Bombing Officer within a single day.' 

Returning to active service with the 10th Battalion before the year's end, he transferred to an appointment in 9th Division in March 
1917, and was serving as an Acting Lieutenant-Colonel and Deputy Assistant Controller of Salvage by November 1918. He was 
awarded the O.B.E. and twice mentioned in despatches ( London Gazettes 20 December 1918 and 5 July 1919, refer). 

Resigning his commission in September 1919, Thomson joined the Medical Research Council, in which capacity he served on many 
leading committees and government studies, ultimately as the Council's 2nd Secretary, and was awarded the C.B. in 1933 and knighted 
in 1953. Thomson, who was a keen mountaineer and member of the Alpine Club, and also renowned in the field of ornithology, died 
in 1977.

Ornithologist's Life , in which several pages are devoted to his Great War experiences.

John Crosby Halahan was born in 1878, one of six sons of Surgeon-Colonel Samuel Halahan of Sydenhurst, Chiddingford - two of 
whom went into the Royal Navy, two the Army and two the Royal Air Force. Young John, like his brothers, was educated at Dulwich 
College, and commenced his military career on appointment as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Dublin Fusiliers in May 1899. Quickly 
witnessing active service in South Africa, where he was present in the relief of Ladysmith operations and at Val Krantz, Pieter's Hill and 
the Tugela Heights (Medal & 2 clasps), he gained advancement to Lieutenant in February 1900. Appointed Adjutant of the 4th Battalion 
in March 1907, Halahan was advanced to Captain in June 1908 and placed on the Reserve of Officers in June 1912, following which 
he gained attachment to the fledgling Royal Flying Corps and took his Royal Aero Club Certificate (No. 354) in October the same year. 

Following the outbreak of hostilities, Halahan went out to France as a pilot in No. 4 Squadron in August 1915, flying the unit's B.E. 2s 
in a reconnaissance and bombing role, and, as verified in R.F.C. Communiques of the same year, quickly fought his first combat: '11 
September 1915: Captain Halahan (pilot) and Lieutenant Evans (Observer), No. 4 Squadron, in a B.E. 2c with Lewis gun and rifle, when 
on reconnaissance north of Bapaume were attacked by a hostile machine, probably an Aviatik, which bore down on the left rear of the 

B. E. 2c firing from a distance of half a mile. It was this premature opening fire which attracted the attention of Captain Halahan, who 
put his Observer on the alert. About half a drum was fired at the Aviatik, which sheered off and flew round the B.E. 2c being much 
faster: during this the Observers were firing at one another. After a short time the German threw overboard two silver balls which burst 
into a shower of white puffs. Thinking this was a sign to the A.A. guns giving the height of his machine, Captain Halahan dived to 200 
feet when seven shells burst just above and all round his machine. After further shooting between the aeroplanes, the German dived 
and went quickly to ground in a long circular glide, landing in a field three miles south of Bapaume.' 

And the same source reveals another combat fought by Halahan in the following month: '28 November 1915: Captain Halahan and 
Captain McLeod, in a B.E. 2c of No. 4 Squadron, while taking photographs of Clery, and the Observer doing a special reconnaissance, 
encountered a Fokker about 200 yards away. The enemy approach was at first unnoticed, but the Lewis gun was soon brought to bear 
on him and the B.E. 2c headed straight for him. The enemy, after a few rounds, turned sharply to his left and headed for Peronne, 
followed by the B.E. 2c. The hostile machine eventually disappeared apparently without sustaining damage.' 

Halahan, who also participated in some of the earliest bombing raids of the War, departed No. 4 Squadron at the end of the year, but 
returned to France as C.O. of No. 12 Squadron at Avesnes-le-Comte in 1916, as part of Twelfth Wing, III Brigade, and subsequently 
commanded it throughout the Somme operations. In the following year, Halahan served as C.O. of No. 39 and No. 78 Squadrons, 
while in August 1917 he was appointed Wing Commander of No. 50 Wing and, in March 1918, No. 48 Wing, most of these senior 
commands being on the Home Establishment. He was awarded the C.B.E. and A.F.C. and attained the rank of Group Captain before 
being placed on the Retired List. 

His only son, Squadron Leader P. J. H. "Bull" Halahan, gained fame as C.O. of No. 1 Squadron out in France in 1939-40. 
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A post-war C.B.E. group of seven awarded to Commander Sir Hugh Dawson, Bt v Royal Navy, who served in 
destroyers throughout the Great War, seeing action at Dogger Bank and off the Belgian coast - in later life he was 
involved in much work on behalf of naval associations and served on the councils of the Navy League, Sea Cadet 
Corps, and the Shipwrecked Fishermen and Mariners Royal Benevolent Society

Hugh Trevor Dawson was born in January 1893, the son of Sir Arthur Trevor Dawson, Bt., and succeeded to his father's title in 1931. 

Appointed a Midshipman in September 1911, and advanced to Sub. Lieutenant on the eve of the Great War, he was serving in the 
destroyer H.M.S. Mastiff on the outbreak of hostilities, in which capacity he was present in the Dogger Bank action in January 1915, 
prior to being employed in the Dover Patrol. His subsequent wartime appointments were in the destroyers Mansfield (1916-17), 
Lightfoot (1917), Shakespeare (1917-18), and Valkyrie (1918), and included further service in the Dover Patrol, including operations off 
the Belgian Coast. Meanwhile, he had been advanced to Lieutenant in May 1916. 

Placed on the Retired List as a Lieutenant-Commander in February 1924, Dawson was recalled on the renewal of hostilities, originally 
with an appointment in the Naval Intelligence Department. Remaining employed at the Admiralty for the rest of the War, he was 
employed in anti-submarine and coastal defence planning and reverted to the Retired List as a Commander in September 1945. 

Post-war, in addition to holding senior appointments in the Decca Navigator Company and Decca Radar, Dawson was actively 
concerned with naval and yachting activities and for many years served on the Councils of the Navy League, Sea Cadet Corps, and 
Shipwrecked Fishermen and Mariners Royal Benevolent Society - his time as Chairman of the Sea Cadet Corps gaining him 
appointment as C.B.E. in 1950. 

He also served on the Sailing Committee of the Royal Yacht Squadron and as a Commodore of the Bembridge Sailing Club, and his 
yacht Verity acted as Committee Boat at the London Olympic Games in 1948. Sir Hugh died in April 1976; sold with copied research.

Malcolm Kirkwood King, who was born in October 1886 and educated at Strathbungo Public School, was serving as a C.Q.M.S. in the 
1st Battalion, Argyll & Sutherland Highlanders, in India, on the outbreak of hostilities, but was quickly embarked with his unit for 
England and went out to France in late December 1914. Remaining actively employed in the same theatre of war until November 
1915, he was embarked for Salonika with the 1st Battalion in the following month, and was commissioned in the Field as a 2nd 
Lieutenant in September 1916. Remaining similarly employed until the War's end, King was awarded the M.B.E. and twice mentioned 
in despatches (London Gazettes 30 January and 5 June 1919, refer), in addition to the Greek Military Cross (London Gazette 21 July 
1919, refers). He was placed on the Retired List with the rank of Captain in December 1923; sold with copied research. 
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A Second World War glider operations and Transport Command M.B.E. group of four awarded to Warrant Officer E. 
W. Burrow, Royal Air Force, who, having won a "mention" for operations in 1940, was decorated for his services in 
No. 298 Squadron at the time of the D-Day, Arnhem and Rhine operations - although by trade a fitter, he was 
'invariably chosen to proceed on mass glider flights'

He has at all times set a fine example to those working 
with and under him.' 

Edgar Whittaker Burrow, a native of Montrose, Angus, was mentioned in despatches for his services in 1940, quite possibly as a 
member of ground crew during the Battle of Britain (London Gazette 1 January 1941). More certain is the fact he served on the strength 
of No. 298 Squadron from March 1944, a Halifax unit based at Tarrant Rushton, Dorset. Otherwise charged with dropping S.O.E. 
agents and supplies, 298 towed Hamilcar and Horsa gliders during the D-Day, Arnhem and Rhine "Varsity" operations. Burrow was 
awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in September 1949.

Whitworth Charles Crosse, who was born in Plymouth, Devon in June 1879, the son of a Lieutenant in the 97th Regiment and a brother 
of Lieutenant-Colonel R. M. Crosse-Kelly, was originally commissioned in the West India Regiment in August 1899, but transferred to 
the Army Service Corps early in the following year, and witnessed active service out in South Africa from October 1900 until March 
1902 (Queen's Medal & 5 clasps). 

Advanced to Major on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, Crosse first went out to France in 7th Divisional Train that October, 
but it was for his services in 17th Divisional Train from June 1916 that he was awarded his D.S.O. and a brace of "mentions" (London 
Gazettes 29 May 1917 and 25 May 1918 refer); and for subsequent services in the Archangel operations of July-September 1919, he 
won another "mention" (London Gazette 3 February 1920 refers). 

Advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel in January 1921, Crosse was placed on the Retired List in April 1925, and died in October 1948; sold 
with copied service record. 
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'Goering had stepped up to make a radio broadcast on Sunday 31 January 1943 during a weekend of celebrations of 
Hitler's accession to power 10 years earlier. Hitler had cried off with a sore throat hours before >, so to Goering fell the 
task; at 11 a.m., of telling the Germans what towering achievements the Reich had made. 

Flags flew , soldiers gathered to listen , as orderedcommunally , and over the airwaves from the headquarters of 
Grossdeutscher Rundfunk, the state radio station , in Berlin's Wilhelmstrasse sounded a fanfare of trumpets. They had not 
reckoned on Sismore, painstakingly plotting his course with a primitive tin-box calculator several times bigger than a 
present-day mobile phone , a ruler , a map , dividers, and a mental picture in his head of landmarks as seen from a 
Mosquito aircraft flying at wave-top and then tree-top height to avoid detection. The aircraft was in constant danger not 
only from anti-aircraft fire but from bird-strikes. 

Sismore and his pilot, Squadron leader Reggie Reynolds, were that morning leading three of the De Havilland plywood 
planes that had been introduced to the R.A.F. little over a year before. Sismore picked up landmarks easily and halfway 
through the five-hour trip emerged on course over the Berlin lakes, guiding Reynolds to arrive over Wilhelmstrasse dead 
on II a.m. As the trumpets faded the Mosquitos dropped their 500lb. bombs close to the radio building. The explosions 
were heard across Germany and by monitors in Britain, and caused the speech to be delayed for an hour ... ' 

The Independent's obituary notice for Reynolds' navigator, "Daisy" Sismore, 25 June 2012, refers. 

The outstanding Second World War D.S.O. and Bar, D.F.C. and Bar group of six awarded to Wing Commander R. W. 
"Reggie" Reynolds, Royal Air Force, who won his first decoration for an operational tour in Hampdens of 144 
Squadron in 1940: but it was for his much celebrated partnership with ace Mosquito navigator "Daisy" Sismore in 105 
and 139 Squadrons, and 140 Wing, that he won enduring fame, leading-in the famous daylight raid on Berlin in 
January 1943, when Hermann Goering was left speechless by the sudden arrival of their bomb load (immediate D.S. 
O.), the spectacular low-level daylight strike against the Carl Zeiss Works at Jena, near Leipzig, in May 1943 
(immediate Bar to D.S.O.), and the rooftop-level daylight strike on the Aarhus Gestapo H.Q. in October 1944 
(immediate bar to D.F.C.) - wounded by flak in the Jena raid, Reynolds somehow coaxed his Mosquito back to base, 
where it was also discovered a splinter had severed a lead just below his right ear and torn the collar of his 
battledress, just one of several close calls in a remarkable wartime career that was approaching the 100-sortie mark 
when he was "grounded"

operation largely depended on the attack being made at a precise time, and for this reason, it had to be carried out regardless of 
weather conditions and the pre-flight plan had to be adhered to in every detail. 

The outward journey involved a trip of over 500 miles, most of which were over German territory and into the heart of the defences, 
both fighters and anti-aircraft, of the country. Further, the length of the trip was such that only economical cruising speed could be 
maintained, since the conservation of petrol was an important aspect. The advantage of the high speed of the aircraft was therefore 
largely lost, except over the target itself. 

In order to get under the enemy warning system, two thirds of the flight was carried out at very low-level. This later necessitated a long 
climb, during which period, the aircraft was particularly vulnerable to fighter interception and attack. In addition the crew were well 
aware of the acknowledged strong anti-aircraft defences against a daylight attack. 

All these hazardous aspects made it necessary for the mission to be carried out with the utmost skill and determination. As is well 
known, it was carried out precisely as planned and the attack delivered within seconds of the specified time. 

Squadron Leader Reynolds has now completed 55 sorties and has always shown keenness to attack the enemy, particularly in his own 
country.' 

Bar to D.S.O. London Gazette 18 June 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'On 27 May 1943, Wing Commander Reynolds was captain of the leading aircraft of the formation of 14 detailed to attack targets at 
Jena, Germany, in daylight. 

The flight involved a route of over 500 miles across occupied and German territory, which was heavily defended both from the ground 
and the air. 
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Weather conditions were clear over most of the route, but deteriorated very badly near the target. In the target area itself, visibility was 
approximately half a mile. 

The country was mountainous, and very skilful leadership was required to enable the formation to keep together at low-level. 

Visibility was such for the last 50 miles that navigation lights had to be used in order to keep other aircraft in view. 

An accurate run up was made but, at the same time as the target was sighted, intense and accurate light flak was experienced, and 
balloons which had not been expected were seen. 

In spite of this, Wing Commander Reynolds pressed home his attack from low-level and obtained hits on the target. 

As he was about to release his bombs, a light anti-aircraft shell burst in the cockpit and wounded him; at the same time, a piece of his 
airscrew 6 by 3 inches flew into the cockpit. Unperturbed, the pilot kept control of his aircraft and finally returned safely to base. 

This officer was awarded the D.S.O. after a successful raid on Berlin in daylight. 

Since then, he has made 11 successful sorties, the majority as leader of formations of aircraft. Among them was a most successful attack 
in daylight on the railway workshops at Thionville; subsequent photographic cover of this target revealed considerable damage. 

I consider Wing Commander Reynolds to be an outstanding operational commander and strongly recommend that he receive the 
immediate award of a Bar to his D.S.O/ 

D.F.C. London Gazette 13 September 1940. The original recommendation states: 

'This officer has completed 24 night flying operations against the enemy, with the greatest courage and devotion to duty. These 
operations include bombing raids, mine laying and attacks on canals from very low altitudes. He has always shown great resolution 
and determination when carrying out raids, often in the face of very severe enemy opposition and adverse weather. He never fails to 
complete his task. A Captain of Aircraft of the most efficient and determined type who has a splendid influence on the high morale of 
his squadron.' 

Bar to D.F.C. London Gazette 15 December 1944. The original recommendation states: 

'Wing Commander Reynolds has been Wing Commander Flying in 140 Wing since January 1944. He has behind him a most 
distinguished bomber record, and he has further improved it while with this Wing. 

Since D-Day he has carried out sorties against the German Army in the West, and during the battles of the Seine crossings he made two 
sorties in a night, bombing barges and M.T. from low-level despite determined flak opposition. On 14 July he took part in a successful 
raid on Gestapo barracks at Bonneil Matours, and his victims in Holland include barges and trains. 

On 31 October, he led the Wing in an attack on the Gestapo H.Q. at Aarhus. The sterling fighting qualities of this officer, and his sound 
leadership, were much in evidence in this attack, and the complete destruction of the pinpoint target direct tributes both to his tactics 
and the training he has put his pilots through. 

He is an officer of powerful and aggressive character and strongly recommend him for the immediate award of a Bar to his D.F.C.' 



An enduring and highly successful partnership: "Daisy" Sismore and "Reggie" Reynolds , right 


Reginald Wilfred "Reggie" Reynolds was born in Cheltenham in January 1919 and, after attending Clifton College, 
worked for an aircraft company. One year later, however, he resigned his post in order to join the Royal Air Force and, 
on qualifying for his pilot's licence in October 1937, he was commissioned as a Pilot Officer. 
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No. 144 Squadron - Hampdens - first operational tour - D.F.C. 

By the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, he was serving in No. 144 Squadron, a Hampden unit based at Hemswell, and 
remained similarly employed until October 1940, in which period he was advanced to Flying Officer and completed his first 
operational tour - thus a brace of 'security patrols' in early 1940, followed by a succession of regular bombing strikes on such targets as 
Aachen, Dortmund, Essen, Hamburg, Kiel, Lubeck and Munster, in addition to the occasional target in France - in fact 34 operational 
sorties that resulted in the award of his first D.F.C. 

No. 207 and No. 455 (R.A.A.F.) Squadrons - further operations in Hampdens and in Manchesters 

Having then been rested as an instructor, in which period he enjoyed an outing in an Anson with one Flight Lieutenant Guy Gibson, 
Reynolds was advanced to Flight Lieutenant in March 1941, and joined No. 207 Squadron, a Manchester unit at Waddington in the 
following month. 

Thus ensued operational sorties to Boulogne, Hamburg, Kiel, and Munchen Gladbach, prior to his transferral as an Acting Squadron 
Leader to No. 455 (R.A.A.F.) Squadron, a Hampden unit at Swinderby, in July 1941, in which capacity he carried out two strikes 
against Berlin, in addition to trips to Cologne, Kiel and Hamburg in the period leading up to the year's end. 

No. 105 Squadron - "Daisy" Sismore partnership - the Berlin daylight raid - D.S.O 

Again rested as an instructor at an O.T.U. at Honeybourne, although in common 
with other such units called up to participate in two of the '1000 Bomber raids' 
in the summer of 1942, he returned to an operational footing as a Temporary 
Squadron Leader in No. 105 Squadron, a Mosquito unit at Marham that 
December. Here, then the commencement of his partnership with "Daisy" 
Sismore as his Navigator, the pair of them having met up Honeybourne. 

First up was a strike on the marshalling yards at Ghent on 14 December, where, 
as Sismore later recalled: 

'We ran in for a shallow dive attack and I was in the nose to release the bombs. I 
pressed the release, looked down - nothing! I said 'down to the deck and turn left 
to 180 degrees' to give me time to check the circuits. I found a loose plug and so 
we made a second run. This time the guns were firing at us, but we bombed 
successfully. At the debriefing we were reminded forcibly that the rule was one 
run only - no repeats.' 

Their next trip, on the 20th, was even more hair-raising. Mosquito Thunder , No. 
105 Squadron R.A.F. at War 1942-45 , by S. R. Scott, quotes Sismore: 

'Our next operation was to attack railway targets in the Oldenburg-Bremen area. 
Near Delmenhorst [where, at 10.28 hours, their four 5001b. bombs left a 
gasometer on fire], we were hit by 40mm. flak, holing the port radiator and 
leaving us on one engine. We came home by way of Wilhelmshaven Bay, where 
a cruiser tried to "splash" us into the sea with its main armament. Our No. 2, 
Warrant Officer Ray Noseda, bravely stayed with us until we were clear of the 
coast. We had lost the hydraulics so we had to land wheels up. The drama 
continued when the escape hatch failed to release and we had to resort to the 
fireman's axe.' 

Having then attacked the engine sheds at Laon, and the marshalling yards at 
Amiens in early January 1943, Reynolds and Sismore famously led in the first 
wave of the first daylight raid on Berlin, an achievement that quickly hit the 
home press: 

'BERLIN, 30 January 1943 ... Berlin, the heart of Hitler's Germany at the height of 
the war ... Berlin on the tenth anniversary of the German Army. A big military 
parade has been planned to celebrate the occasion and from early dawn Nazi 
troops have been assembling in the capital ready to stage a mighty demonstration 
of their omnipotence. It is announced that Reichsmarschall Goering will 
broadcast at 11 a.m., to be followed at 4 p.m. by Propaganda Minister Goebbels: 
It should be a big day for the Nazis. 

But the anniversary has not gone unnoticed in England. In the chilly air of early morning three Mosquito aircraft are warming up their 
engines on the runway at Marham airfield. Shortly after half-past eight Squadron Leader R. W. Reynolds strides up to the leading plane 
with his navigator, Pilot Officer E. B. Sismore. A last-minute check on the Met. report - it seems O.K. - and then Reynolds turns to the 
two other crews of 105 Squadron. "All right, chaps," he says. "Let's go." 

The R.A.F. is off to drop its own highly individual birthday present on the Reich. This is the first raid on Berlin ever made in daylight 

and no one knows quite what to expect. Reynolds is relying on the high speed of the Mosquito to keep him out of trouble from German 

fighters but on the five hour round trip there will not be much fuel to spare for evasive tactics. The plan is to drop the bombs dead on 
11 o'clock to coincide with the beginning of Goering's speech and this will require some pretty accurate navigation. Sismore is 
confident that he can do the job: he is the squadron's ace navigator and is later to lead the Pathfinders in some of the war's most 
devastating raids. 

Germany basks in brilliant sunshine on this January morning. The three Mossies have flown at low-level over the North Sea, then high, 
higher into the heart of Germany. A few minutes before 11 o'clock the tell-tale lakes around Berlin show up as bright white patches as 
they glint in the sunshine. Dead on target come the Mossies and at 11 o'clock precisely Sismore says "Bombs away." There are no 
enemy fighters, very little flak. The Germans have been taken completely by surprise. They upset Goering. The timing could not have 
been better. At 11 o'clock listeners to the German radio are told by the announcer to stand by for an important speech by Goering. At 
one minute past 11, accompanied by the explosion of bombs around the broadcasting studio, the programme fades out. There is a long 
pause. Then, "There will be some delay," apologises the announcer. Gramophone records fill the gap. It is not until an hour later that 
the voice of Goering, plainly harassed and angry, comes on the air. By then the three Mosquitos are winging their way safely back 
home. Opposition has been practically negligible: only Flight Lieutenant J. Gordon, flying back over Bremen in error, receives the 
violent reception from the ground defences that is his due.' 

Reynolds was awarded an immediate D.S.O., and Sismore the D.F.C., and they were quickly back in action in February, carrying out a 
brace of low-level strikes on the railway station and marshalling yards at Tours on the 15th and 18th, while in March they attacked 
similar targets at Le Mans, Tergnier, Liege, Louvain and Paderborn. 

Having then flown successful sorties to target the railway engine sheds at Namur on 3 April, and at Thionville on 2 May, Reynolds was 
appointed to the command of No. 139 (Jamaica) Squadron in the latter month - and took Sismore with him. 
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A telling souvenir of the Jena raid - 'the airscrew received a direct hit. "There was a violent explosion in 
front of my eyes and I felt something tug at my hand and leg but took no notice for the time being. 

Things were too hot." 

No. 139 Squadron - the Jena daylight raid - Bar to D.S.O. 

First up was a return trip to Berlin on 13 May, but it was for their next outing that pilot and navigator won further accolades - namely 
the spectacular strike on the Carl Zeiss Works at Jena on the 27th. Reynolds takes up the story in Edward Bishop's Mosquito - The 
Wooden Wonder: 

1 was leading in B for Beer, No. D.Z. 601, a particularly fine Mossie ... We formed up in the circuit area of the airfield and then set 
course on what was to be the deepest low-level daylight penetration we have yet undertaken, and also one of the most eventful - for 
me, anyway. 

The North Sea was crossed at wavetop height and on approaching the enemy coast, always the most tense moment, speed was 
increased and the formation closed up for the quick dash across. Once over, the trip becomes more interesting. One sees such things as 
cyclists jumping off their cycles to have a look round to see what is coming. Children look up at us, then put their heads down and run 
as hard as they can. 

Frequently one has narrow squeaks with birds - an enemy of the low-flying aircraft. If they do hit the kite serious damage is almost sure 
to be caused. 

There were no further incidents until we ran over one of Germany's reservoirs, when the Hun pushed up some accurate flak at us. 
Fortunately no one was hit but shortly afterwards two of the formation collided and crashed. It was another 50 miles or so further on 
when bad weather was encountered. Firstly, thick industrial haze and then heavy low clouds covering the tops of the hills over which 
we had to fly. Of course we had to enter cloud and climb to safety height, i.e. high enough to clear the hills with a margin of safety. As 
soon as we estimated that we should have cleared the high hills, we descended into the gloom beneath the clouds. 

To enable the other chaps to pick me up again, a very difficult job under the existing weather conditions, I put on my navigation lights 
for a short while. This was also done by the leader of the second section, Squadron Leader Blessing. Crews afterwards stated that this 
was a great help for them to regain formation. At this stage we had arrived at a point approximately 20 miles from the target and we 
turned to our run-up, increasing speed and then opening bomb doors. We picked up various landmarks which we were looking for, 
and knew from these that we were dead on track. The visibility was now down to about 1,500 yards - not much when one is travelling 
at such high speed. 

The target was now only two miles away but not yet in sight. At a thousand yards I picked up the tall chimneys and opened up to full 
throttle. My observer pointed out the balloons, and immediately the flak came up at us in bright red streams and unhealthily close. I 
could see one gun on a flak tower firing away as hard as he could at someone on my right. Now it was every man for himself. I picked 
out a tall building and went for it, releasing my bombs at point-blank range, yanked the stick back to climb over the building, and as I 
topped it, the airscrew received a direct hit. There was a violent explosion in front of my eyes and I felt something tug at my hand and 
leg but took no notice for the time being. Things were too hot. 

Now we were in a veritable hail of tracer shells, dodging and twisting for dear life. More balloons ahead, which we missed by the 
Grace of God, and now, apart from a few inaccurate bursts, we were clear and I was able to survey the damage. My left hand was 
bleeding freely, as was my left leg. The kite was vibrating considerably and I could see holes in the fairing immediately in front of the 
radiator. Flak had pierced a hole just aft of the port radiator and close to one of the main tanks. There were two large holes in the 
fuselage close to the throttle box, where some fittings had been blown away. My intercom had packed up and I discovered later that a 
splinter had severed the lead just below my starboard ear. The collar of my battledress was torn too. This wasn't noticed until I arrived 
back at base, when Flight Lieutenant Sismore, my navigator, asked me what I had done to get that. 

However, to continue. After that one violent explosion it seemed a miracle that the aircraft could keep in the air. I was especially 
anxious about my port radiator with that hole so near and constantly checked the temps to watch for any rise. Fortunately it remained 
constant at 97°C and the vibrating got no worse, so the need to feather the damaged propeller never arose. 

We were now returning individually, and so I nipped into the low cloud for safety - to clear hills and avoid any flak that may have been 
put up. My observer bound up my hand and then we settled down to the long journey home with a frequent apprehensive glance at the 
engine instruments and fuel. I personally felt satisfied that I got the target with my bombs and later one of the boys said that he saw 
them go in, followed by a sheet of flame a hundred feet high-and it would be some time before they actually exploded. 

On the way back we ran into more trouble by entering two more defended areas. The second one was very hot and it was with luck 
that we escaped by means of violent evasive action combined with full throttle and fine pitch. 

From now on the return journey was uneventful. Petrol was checked and we decided that we should have sufficient. On arrival back at 
base we discovered that there was not much left. But our worries were over now so we did not bother any more. Even though B for 
Beer was badly damaged she behaved magnificently throughout and is now being repaired, which will take a few days. One of the port 
engine bearers had a large hole through the middle of it but the vital parts of the engine were sound.' 

Three of the 14 Mosquitos which set out for Jena failed to return, and two more were written off and their crews killed while landing. 

Reynolds was awarded an immediate Bar to his D.S.O., and Sismore the D.S.O., and they completed two more sorties against Munich 
and Lubeck in July, prior to Reynolds being rested as Satellite C.O. of R.A.F. Stanton Harcourt in September.

Aarhus: 

high-precision , low-level daring of the hair-raising kind 


No. 140 Wing - the Gestapo H.Q. Aarhus raid - Bar to D.F.C. 

In January 1944, however, he was appointed 2nd-in-command 140 Wing in 2nd T.A.F. and, having re-enlisted Sismore as his 
Navigator, was quickly back on operations. Thus strikes against the electrical works at Hengeld and the construction works at Dieppe 
in March. 

The Wing having relocated to Gravesend, and thence to Thorney Island, Reynolds and Sismore carried out a strike on the heavy coastal 
battery at Fecamp on 23 May, prior to attacking enemy communications in Normandy in June, including strafing a train and bombing a 
bridge on D-Day. 

About this time 2nd T.A.F. undertook a number of strikes against Gestapo and S.S. establishments in revenge for the murder of 
members of the S.A.S., Reynolds and Sismore attacking the Gestapo barracks at Bonneil Matours on 14 July, but it was for their part in 
the spectacular low-level strike against Gestapo H.Q. at Aarhus on 31 October - after several more sorties to France - that Reynolds 
and Sismore were to win further accolades. 

The Aarhus sortie was the first of three high precision low-level attacks on Gestapo H.Qs in Denmark, Reynolds and Sismore leading 
the attacking force drawn from 21, 464 and 487 Squadrons - although Air Vice-Marshal Basil Embry came along for the ride under the 
pseudonym 'Wing Commander Smith'. He later wrote: 

That day the weather was ideal for a low attack, cloud base being twelve hundred feet and in the target area visibility about a mile and 
a half, making interception by enemy fighters unlikely. We flew the whole way at about fifty feet, as was usual for this type of mission. 
As we approached Aarhus I noticed a German transport aeroplane flying on a reciprocal course to ours and about two hundred yards to 
one side. If the occupants saw us, they must have had quite a shock. 

We approached the target so low that we were well below the level of the roof and had to pull up to clear it as we released our bombs. 
All eighteen aircraft bombed accurately and, looking back, Peter told me the building was wrecked. We continued flying as low as 
possible and at a high cruising speed until well out to sea on the way home. The aeroplane on my right had actually touched the roof 
of the university, knocked off half its elevator and tail wheel, and ripped a gash in the bottom of the fuselage in which was lodged a 
lump of masonry. The pilot had spotted a German shooting at us and, trying to silence him with return fire, had misjudged his height. 

Reports from the Danish patriots were awaiting us when we reached home; they were delighted with the complete success of the raid. 
It transpired that the Gestapo Chief for Jutland had called a conference of his subordinates from all over the province and that they 
numbered two hundred and forty, all of whom perished in the attack. Yet miraculously certain prisoners who were in the building 
survived the ordeal.' 

Reynolds, who was now effectively "grounded" with around 90 sorties to his credit, was awarded an immediate Bar to his D.F.C., as 
was Sismore. 

Attending Staff College in the first half of 1945, he was sent to H.Q. No. 45 Group as a member of the Air Staff (Operations), from 
which duties he was released in January 1946, having visited Canada and the U.S.A., and he is believed to have settled in the former 
country in later life.

D.S.O. London Gazette 13 April 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'Since the award of the Distinguished Flying Cross, Squadron Leader Woodman has completed numerous bomber support operations. 
He has destroyed three enemy night fighters and damaged another, which has brought his total victories to six enemy aircraft destroyed 
and one damaged. He has flown on many varied operations, high and low-level sorties with both day and night missions. At all times 
Squadron Leader Woodman has set a magnificent example of courage, superb tenacity and unfailing devotion to duty.' 

D.F.C. London Gazette 9 June 1944. The original recommendation states: 

This officer and his Observer have shown exceptional ability and determination in the special intruder duties in which they are 
employed. Flight Lieutenant Woodman has now destroyed four enemy aircraft. 

On 25 February 1944, on his first success, his own aircraft was badly damaged by debris, but he landed it safely. 

On 18 April 1944, he was engaged in a continuous A.I dogfight for 40 minutes - which was so strenuous that he almost had to give up 
after half an hour - before he shot down his opponent. 

Four nights later, when partially blinded by a faulty gunsight, he closed into 20 yards in order to make certain of destroying the enemy 
aircraft, again being struck by much flying debris when it exploded. 

On 9 May, while on a Ranger patrol, he made contact on an enemy night fighter which he chased and obtained a visual on an Me. 110 
which was about to attack three Halifax bombers. The enemy was made to desist from his attacks and was chased to ground level, 
where, at heights varying from 50-150 feet, strikes were obtained on the 110 until it began to break up, and the remains were seen to 
crash into a building and burst into flames. 

The keenness and determination of this crew have been a magnificent example to the rest of the Squadron. They have now completed 
ten sorties in this unit, in addition to several successful offensive sorties on Ranger operations in their previous squadron.' 


Ronald George "Tim" Woodman was born in Trowbridge, Wiltshire, in June 1914, and was employed as an engineering apprentice at 
Hadens in Trowbridge until 1936, when he joined the Air Ministry's Mechanical and Electrical Design Staff. 

Early days -410 and 96 Squadrons - cross-Channel offensive patrols in Beaufighters 

Selected for pilot training in 1940, he went out to Canada and, on gaining his "Wings", was commissioned as a Pilot Officer in early 
1941. Back in the U.K. by June, he attended No. 52 O.T.U., prior to being posted to No. 410 (R.C.A.F.) Squadron, a Defiant unit 
operating out of Drem at the year's end - among other duties the unit intercepted the occasional mine-laying enemy Heinkel. 

In April 1942, 410 Squadron converted to Beaufighters, Woodman gaining his first dual instruction with Peter Townsend, the station C. 
O., and in June he was seconded to Bristol Aircraft as a production test pilot, returning to his squadron in August. 

The Beaufighter Mk. II had a poor reputation for safety, Woodman discovering as much when he arrived at High Bercall to collect one 
of them - several of the local unit's crews had been killed whilst converting, in addition to a test pilot sent up from Farnborough. But 
410's determination to overcome such losses was shortly dispelled, Woodman recalling how on going out to receive a newly delivered 
Beaufighter at Drem, he was stunned to see 'a pair of legs clad in silk stockings' emerge from the cockpit - 'it was an Air Transport 
Auxiliary girl pilot... if she can fly them thought 410, then so can we.' 

In December 1942, Woodman was posted to No. 96 Squadron, another Beaufighter unit, and in that capacity he completed a number 
of cross-Channel offensive patrols, a case in point being 15 April 1943, when he strafed the Paris-Rouen midnight train, which was 
invariably packed with German troops returning from leave - taking care to hit the rear carriages of the train, where, according to the 
French Resistance, enemy troops preferred to congregate. 

No. 169 Squadron - Mosquitos - ace - D.F.C. 

In November 1943, Woodman was posted to No. 169 Squadron, a Mosquito unit of 100 Group, the commencement of a successful 
partnership with Flight Lieutenant "Pat" Kemmis as his Navigator. Spurred on by the unit's motto, "Hunt and Destroy," they claimed 
their first victim on the night of 24-25 February 1944, south-west of Mannheim, during a main force bombing raid on Augsburg. 

Flying towards a vertical searchlight beam, Kemmis picked up a number of Serrate contacts indicating the presence of orbiting enemy 
night fighters. Moments later Woodman had A.I radar contact and sighted an Me. 110 against the snow covered terrain below, and, 
firing a three second burst of 20mm. cannon shell into enemy night fighter's port engine and wingroot, sent it down in flames to 
explode on impact with the ground, but not before his Mosquito had been showered in debris - on returning to base at Little Snoring, it 
was found a large chunk of the Me. 110 had ripped a long gash along the starboard wing. 

On the night of 18-19 April 1944, over the Compeigne area, south-west of Paris, Woodman and Kemmis fought a 40 minute long 
combat with another Me. 110 - a combat 'which was so strenuous that he almost had to give up after half an hour - before he shot 
down his opponent.' 
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On the night of 22-23 April, flying ahead of a main force raid on Dusseldorf, Woodman went hunting in the Munich area and was 
rewarded with strong Serrate contacts. Discerning four enemy night fighters flying in loose formation, Woodman targeted the white tail 
light of the formation's leader but was partially blinded by a faulty gunsight - so to be sure of success he closed to just 20 yards, 'stirring 
the stick to spread the cannon shell', as a result of which the enemy aircraft blew up, debris pitting the wings of his Mosquito and 
covering the windscreen in oil. By now in the Ruhr flak zone, Woodman was coned by searchlights and compelled to break away from 
the scene of the action. 

On the night of 8-9 May, in a Serrate Ranger sortie over France and Belgium, Woodman tracked another Me. 110 about to attack three 
Halifax bombers. A long range burst of cannon fire having compelled the enemy night fighter to break off its attack, he set off in pursuit 
- a 10 minute pursuit of the low-level kind, sometimes, as confirmed by the treetops that appeared in his gun footage, as low as 50 feet. 
The Me. 110 burst into flames and crashed into a building near Chievras airfield in the area of Braine-le-Comte. 

Woodman was awarded the D.F.C. and appointed a Flight Commander, and gained a confirmed Fw. 190 east of Abbeville on the night 
of 8-9 August, while supporting a bomber strike on V.1 sites in the Pas de Calais - after being hit by a couple of bursts, the Fw. 190 
'went down hill like the clappers.' 

A shot at Goering's country residence "Karinhall" 

Aside from night bomber escort work - he would later claim an Me. 110 over the Ruhr on 4 November, and a damaged Ju. 88 over N. 
E. Germany on the 10th - Woodman carried out a number of daylight intruder missions. A case in point was an assignment to locate 
and strafe Karinhall, Goering's country residence, some 40 miles north-east of Berlin, on 1 7 October 1944. 

Taking off with one other 169 crew, Woodman set off over the North Sea at 50 feet, but some way into the journey, Flying Officer 
Pierre Dils, D.F.C., the Belgian pilot of the escorting Mosquito, informed Woodman that he had spotted two men adrift in a dinghy - 
"Krauts!" exclaimed his leader after a cursory look. Nonetheless, Woodman ordered Dils to return to base to report the position of the 
dinghy, while he and his Navigator, Squadron Leader Mike O'Brien, D.F.C., pressed on alone - contrary to standing orders. 

Coming under fire from several ships, they finally crossed the north German coast and, about half way to Karinhall, at tree top height, 
shot up a tanker train - cannon shell overshooting the target ploughed into a nearby field, where a startled farm worker was tilling with 
a horse. But with visibility improving by the minute, and the prospect of clear skies, Woodman decided it would be pure folly to 
proceed further and fall foul of the German day fighters. Instead, he attacked the Heinkel factory at Barth, before a hasty low-level 
return to base. 

Five days later Woodman and O'Brien made another attempt to reach Karinhall, this time with an escorting Mosquito piloted by a West 
Indian - 'rare birds in those days' as Woodman later observed. On this occasion a navigational error sent them heading up the 'main 
street' towards the enemy fighter base at Westerland and, after turning back across Schleswig Holstein, they passed over the seemingly 
deserted enemy airfield at Eggeberg - only to be met by a bank of tracer fire. 'All hell broke loose,' recalled Woodman, and he ordered 
his West Indian companion to break starboard, hit the deck and 'get the hell out of it!' Himself clearing the tracer, Woodman was 
amused to find it took him sometime to catch up with his escort, who appeared 'to be heading back to Barbados' at break neck speed. 

This second operation aborted, it fell to Mike O'Brien to make another attempt with a new pilot, but he was killed in the attempt. So 
Woodman's wish 'to see gross Hermann outside in the sun, white uniform and all, entertaining some of his fighter aces, holders of the 
Knight's Cross, then see them scampering for shelter as I slammed cannon shell into the building', never came about. 

Further successes - 85 Squadron - D.S.O 

Instead he attended a War Commander's Course at Cranfield, and was briefly attached to No. 85 Squadron, thereby gaining another 
confirmed victory - a Ju. 188 near Frankfurt on the night of 2-3 January 1945, while flying in support of a main bomber forces targeting 
Nuremburg and Ludwigshaven. 

By now a Squadron Leader, his final wartime appointment was at the B.S.D.U., and in this latter capacity he claimed a Me. 109 west of 
Magdeburg on 4 April 1945, thereby confirming the 'magnificent example of courage, superb tenacity and unfailing devotion to duty' 
that resulted in his award of the D.S.O. 

The post-war years 

After the War Woodman was sent to Germany to recover Luftwaffe night fighters and equipment, a flight in a Ju. 88 in September 1945 
ending in a crash-landing at Foulsham. Having then been briefly attached to Fighter Command H.Q. and attended the Empire Test 
Pilots' School at Cranfield and Farnborough, he became a test pilot at Boscombe Down in early 1948. One of his final appointments 
was as Deputy Superintendent at Boscombe 1950-52, although he went on to attend the Officers' Advanced Training School at 
Bircham Newton, and appears to have retired in the mid-1950s. 

A post with Shell Aviation having followed, during which he built up the company's international standing, he retired to Wiltshire.

'For most conspicuous gallantry and leadership during the operations S.E. of Flavrincourt on 27 September 1918, when in command of 
a company. Fie led his men with the utmost gallantry and skill, advancing in command of his company to a depth of 3,000 yards under 
extremely heavy artillery and machine-gun fire, and capturing his objective at the head of only 40 men. During the greater part of his 
advance he was engaged by enemy machine-guns, not only from the front, but from his right flank and right rear. Fie displayed 
throughout leadership and initiative of the highest order.' 

Walter Gresty, who was from Pendleton, Manchester, first entered the Egypt theatre of war in January 1916, as a Lieutenant in the 1 /7th 
Battalion, Manchester Regiment, but was awarded his M.C. and bar for subsequent acts of gallantry in France in the summer of 1918. 

Subsequently joining the Auxiliary Air Force, he was commissioned as a Pilot Officer in 924 (East Lancashire) (Balloon) Squadron, A.A. 
F., in February 1939. Advanced to Flight Lieutenant before the year's end, he presumably saw active service with the B.E.F. in 1940 
and, having then gained advancement to Squadron Leader, was awarded the Air Efficiency Award in March 1947. 

Sold with original 42nd Division citations for his M.C. and Bar, signed by the Major-General Commanding and as cited above. 
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An outstanding father and son M.C. family group: 

'To be at large for thirty-six days before escaping from the country , to have been so frequently seen , sometimes certainly 
to have aroused suspicion , and yet to have evaded recapture , might perhaps be attributed to Turkish lack of 
organisation. Our escape from armed villagers; our discovery of wells in the desert, of grain in an abandoned farmhouse, 
and of water (which just lasted our stay) in the ruined wells on the coast; and finally; the timely reappearance of the 
motor-tug with all essential supplies for the sea voyage - any one of these facts , taken alone, might possibly be called 
"luck/' or a happy coincidence; taken in conjunction with one another; however; they compel the admission that the 
escape of our party was due to a higher Power.'

Kenneth Darlaston Yearsley, who was born in April 1891, was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers in December 
1910 and advanced to Lieutenant in December 1912. 

First entering the Mesopotamian theatre of war in September 1915, he was employed in operations with General Townsend's Anglo- 
Indian Corps and, following the unsuccessful attack on Ctesiphon, among those to retreat to Kut. Subsequently surrounded by Turkish 
forces under Marchal von der Gotz, the garrison was compelled to surrender in April 1916, having endured five months of appalling 
conditions - owing to the poor health of the survivors, and their subjection to Turkish ill-treatment over the coming months, nearly half 
of their number were destined to die in captivity.

450 Miles to Freedom 

For his own part, Yearsley was originally incarcerated in camp at Kastamoni, thence at Changri from September 1917 and, from April 
1918, at Yozgad - the scene of his escape with seven other officers and a 'home-run' to Cyprus, and the subject of his future memoir 
450 Miles to Freedom, co-written with fellow escaper, Captain (afterwards Brigadier) M. A. B. Johnston, M.C., a gunner who added a 
D.S.O. to his accolades at Dunkirk in 1940. 
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Yearsley, Johnston, and six other officers broke out of their camp on the evening of 7 August 1918, their ensuing journey to freedom 
being fraught with hardship and danger, partly owing to a shortage of funds and provisions, the former being necessary to pay off 
suspicious Turkish peasants and, on one occasion, to bribe a policeman who had been informed of their whereabouts. 

The quest for food and water often lured them into dangerous situations, but such was their need that on one occasion three of the 
party dressed up as German troops, entered a Turkish store, and billed the Kaiser for one week's rations; on another they were pursued 
by armed tribesmen from a village well, but fortuitously the latter were poor shots - but for the likes of Yearsley, who was nicknamed 
"Looney" by his comrades, running away from said rifle fire in his 'iron-clad ammunition boots' must have been heavy going. 

After all manner of hair-raising episodes, however, the party reached the coast, where the search began to obtain a vessel to take them 
across the 120 miles of water to Cyprus - the first such search nearly ending in disaster after a sentry was alerted by a chain that slipped 
over the gunwhale. At length, however, a motor boat was procured and Yearsley and his companions safely reached Cyprus in mid- 
September. 

On arrival back in England, the escapers were individually received by the King, Yearsley noting 'his kindly welcome and sympathetic 
interest in what we had gone through will ever remain a most happy recollection.' He was awarded a Bar to his earlier M.C. for the 
defence of Kut, in addition to being mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 19 October 1916, refers). 

Post-war, he served as a Staff Captain at the War Office in 1922-26, gaining advancement to Major in April of the latter year and, 
having then been promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel in October 1934, was granted the honorary rank of Brigadier on ceasing to be a 
member of the Regular Army Reserve of Officers in April 1949.

M.C. London Gazette 5 October 1944. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On 7 June 1944, in the Imphal area, Lieutenant Yearsley was in command of a party of sappers whose task was to sweep a track with 
mine detectors prior to an advance by tanks. The track was in full view of at least three enemy positions at a range of not more than 
100 yards. The sappers were accompanied by a section of infantry who went up the track with them. 

The party had gone about 20 yards when one of the men operating a mine detector was hit. The whole party took cover along the 
shallow bank of the track. Lieutenant Yearsley dressed the wounded sapper and then at once got up and set the sapper party to work 
again. 

The party was forced to take cover in the lee of the track a second and third time by bursts of fire from the enemy positions which were 
well concealed on the crest of a small spur. On each occasion as soon as the fire died down, Lieutenant Yearsley immediately got up 
and set the party to work, despite the fact he knew he was in full view of a concealed enemy at very close range. 

On the fourth occasion when the enemy fire broke out Lieutenant Yearsley was hit and seriously wounded. Though very weak he 
continued to direct operations until he became unconscious from loss of blood. 

Lieutenant Yearsley must have been apparent to the enemy as the only officer present. The fact that he was prepared repeatedly to 
expose himself to what therefore amounted to a certain hit, was largely instrumental in enabling the enemy positions to be located and 
silenced by tank fire. 

His magnificent example of coolness under fire and his devotion to duty in almost suicidal conditions was an inspiration to the men 
with him.' 


John Kenneth Noel Yearsley was serving on attachment to 20 (Indian) Field Company, Royal Bombay Sappers & Miners, at the time of 
the above cited deeds, and added a mention in despatches to his accolades before the War's end ( London Gazette 5 April 1945, refers).

Melville Gordon Anderson, a native of Goderich, Ontario, was born in December 1891, and attested for the Canadian Overseas 
Expeditionary Force in January 1915. Embarked for England, he first went out to France as a Lance-Corporal in the Canadian Engineers 
that September, where he served in the 4th Field Company and in the 2nd Entrenching Battalion, and was wounded in the right forearm 
in March 1916, and in his back in July of the same year. 

Subsequently commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in early 1917, he joined the 20th Battalion, Canadian Infantry out in France, and was 
similarly employed at the time of winning his M.C. on Hill 70 on 15 August 191 7, on which occasion he was severely wounded by a 
gunshot to the face and evacuated to No. 20 Casualty Clearing Station. Having then returned to his unit in the Field, Anderson was 
gassed in the fighting at Drocourt-Queant on the Canal du Nord on 14 September 1918, and evacuated to No. 5 British Red Cross 
Hospital at Wimereux, and thence to England. He was discharged in Ottawa in March 1919, and died there in October 1963.

John Boyd, son of Robert Boyd of Scone, Scotland, was born in October 1888. As a young man he emigrated to Canada and was 
subsequently employed as a Foreman Carpenter with the Canadian Pacific Railroad at Chapleau, Quebec. On 25 March 1915 he 
enlisted as a Private in the Canadian Railway Construction Corps, and a month later was advanced to Serjeant. With the Corps he 
embarked for England from St. John, New Brunswick, on 14 June 1915 and arrived at Southampton on 25 June. Serving then in France 
and Flanders, he was mentioned in Haig's despatches of 13 November 1916. Boyd was commissioned a Lieutenant in February 1917. 
As an officer he continued his work with the Canadian Overseas Railway Construction Corps, overseeing the construction and repair of 
railway lines and gun emplacements. The difficulties of this work, often near the front, were only made worse during the German 
Spring Offensive of 1918. 

On 22 March 1918, whilst under fire, he and his men, removed guns and rolling stock from Velu and repaired track between 
Fremicourt and Velu, being forced to return to Fremicourt 'cross country'. On 25 March he was ordered to mine bridges, culverts, 
water and signalling equipment in and about Achiet-le-Grand. During this work, he received a slight wound to the wrist. For his 
services during 22-25 March, he was awarded the Military Cross. On 19 September 1918 Lieutenant Boyd was accidentally injured 
while inspecting track on the Le Translay-Miraument Line. At the end of the war, Boyd was posted to the 3rd Reserve Battalion and was 
struck off the strength in Canada on 2 April 1919. Following his discharge he resumed work with the Canadian Pacific Railway. He 
died on 25 November 1936. Following on from his injuries whilst on war service, his mother applied for and received, the Canadian 
Memorial Cross.

M.C. London Gazette 4 March 1918. 'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. He twice led patrols under heavy fire through 
the enemy front line posts and located and reconnoitred the enemy second line, which was strongly held. On several other occasions 
he gained valuable information by reconnoitring the enemy's position often under most difficult conditions. He showed splendid 
courage and initiative.' 

M.I.D. not confirmed. 

2nd Lieutenant F. Walker of the 1 /7th Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers embodied at Cross Lane, Salford on 4 August 1914. This battalion 
served in the Middle East, 25 September 1914-2 March 1917, when it left Egypt for Marseilles. 2nd Lieutenant Walker earned his M.C. 
by leading patrols, under heavy fire, through the enemy's front line, near Cambrin, N.E. France, on 26 January and 1 February 1918.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. When all other officers had become casualties, he took charge and displayed great 
courage and skill in dealing with a very difficult situation.' 

Stephen Forester Knight, who was born in Collingwood, Ontario, in June 1888, enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force 
at Vernon, B.C., in August 1915, stating he had previous service in the 35th Regiment of Canadian Militia. 

Having then been commissioned from the ranks of the Canadian Mounted Rifles and embarked for England, he joined the 102nd 
Battalion out in France in November 1916, in which capacity he won his M.C. at Vimy Ridge on 9 April 1917 - according to the 
battalion's war diary, he was a Lewis Gun Officer in command of a party of men sent forward with fresh ammunition, but owing to 
heavy sniper fire it took four attempts to get through to the party's objective. 

His service record reveals that he was admitted to No. 14 General Hospital at Boulogne with influenza and trench fever one week later, 
and then evacuated to England, and he does not appear to have witnessed further active service, being employed at the regimental 
depot of the British Columbia Regiment and later still attached to the Canadian Army Pay Corps. Knight was discharged at Ottawa in 
April 1920. 

Sold with copied service record. 
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An outstanding Second World War M.C. and Bar group of nine awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel N. J. Gell, Royal 
Engineers: originally decorated for his 'magnificent example of coolness and courage' in vital mine clearance work on 
the opening day of El Alamein, he added a Bar to his M.C. for 'a most remarkable standard of personal bravery' 
during "Operation Goodwood" and beyond, up until being severely wounded in a minefield in Holland in October 
1944 - post-war he became a building conservationist and one of the founding fathers of the Bath Preservation Trust, 
'property sharks and others intent on ruining the city finding themselves up against a formidable opponent'

M.C. London Gazette 18 March 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'On 23 October 1942, near El Wiska, while Major GelI's Field Company were clearing gaps in the enemy minefields to permit the 
advance of an armoured division, the Officer Commanding became a casualty. Major Gell at once took over. His unit was working 
three different routes and W./T. communications had failed. He constantly visited each section under shell and machine-gun fire 
showing complete disregard for his own safety, encouraging and leading his men on to their dangerous work. On one occasion, when 
a section had been forced to take cover owing to heavy fire, by his personal example he led them into the minebelt and successfully 
opened the gap. He displayed a magnificent example of coolness and courage during the minefield clearance operations.' 

Bar to M.C. London Gazette 22 January 1946. The original recommendation states: 

'This officer has shown a most remarkable standard of personal bravery in leading his troops throughout the four months during which 
he commanded 246 Field Company, R.E. Amongst examples of courageous leadership his actions at Escoville, Sanneville, the Escaut 
crossing, Overloon and Verais are characteristic. 

At Escoville on 18 July 1944, the attack of the leading company of the Infantry and its supporting armour was held up by an anti¬ 
personnel minefield. Major Gell, who was close at hand, immediately went forward, carried out a personal examination of the field 
under shell and small arms fire, started a party of his men on clearing a lane and personally directed the flails upon their arrival to 
sweeping the lanes which allowed the attack to continue. 

Between 19-24 July, his company was engaged in shifts on opening heavily damaged routes in the Banneville-Sanneville area. Both of 
these places and the roads into them were under heavy shell and Nebelwerfer fire for a great part of the time. Major Gell was 
indefatigable in directing the work at which he was almost always present. It was a particularly unpleasant task and called for great 
leadership and determination. 
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Prior to the crossing to the Escaut canal, Major Gel I, whose company was allotted the tasks of handling the assault rafts and the Class 9 
Bridge, carried out a daring reconnaissance of the canal in daylight and directed the operation from the towpath under small arms and 
shell fire. 

During the attack on Overloon on 14 October, the leading tanks were held up by extensive minefields 300 yards short and in full view 
of the village. Major Gell's Recce. Officer was blown up on a mine and became a casualty. Under sniper and very heavy Nebelwerfer 
and shell fire, Major Gell personally set out the lane to be cleared and led the party. He organised the lane clearance and continued to 
direct mine clearance on the two axes for which his company was responsible until the operation was successfully completed, despite 
enemy defensive fire which was repeatedly brought down on the axes. 

During the attack on Venraij on 17 October, the armour was held up by minefields covering the Molenbeek. Major Gell, with another 
Engineer Officer, went forward on to the open banks of the Beek to recce the minefield and the crossing. Enemy defensive fire was 
focussed on the only possible crossing place and the place was under short range enemy small arms fire. Major Gell knew that Shu 
mines were probably incorporated in the field. 

Despite these conditions, the two officers examined the field with the utmost coolness and Major Gell himself uncovered several mines 
including Shu mines. In the process he was able to discover a gap between the minefield and the road through which the vehicles 
subsequently passed. During that recce the second officer was mortally wounded by small arms fire and Major Gell was himself 
wounded in the hand and leg. In a very weak condition he nevertheless made his way to a nearby tank and insisted on reporting details 
of the situation, and the result of his recce before allowing himself to be evacuated.' 

Note: the Nebelwurfer was a particularly vicious piece of artillery, being manned by a crew of four and equipped with six barrels 
capable of firing 75lb. 5.9-inch rockets to a range of 7,500 yards - the resultant impact and blast of these projectiles was particularly 
effective against infantry, both physically and psychologically. 

Nigel James Gell was born in December 1918, the son of a naval officer who would later be responsible for organising the Jubilee Fleet 
Review in 1935, and the scion of a family with long military and imperial traditions. Educated at Wellington College and the R.M.A. 
Woolwich, he was commissioned in the Royal Engineers in August 1938 and went up to Corpus Christi where, although he had not 
come from a rowing school, he stroked the 1 st VIII in the May 1939 races. 

Having then been involved in a government research programme into the experimental use of petroleum-based substances in warfare, 
under Geoffrey Lloyd and his team, the outbreak of hostilities necessitated his transfer to regular duty with the 1st London Motor 
Division, R.E., in which capacity he was sent on detachment to the B.E.F. during the retreat to the coast, and was eventually evacuated 
from Boulogne in company with the Duke of Gloucester - and a canvas grip full of Champagne. 

A Flame Warfare Officer to the R.E. in Kent in the interim, where he was employed in preparing coastal defences, Gell was ordered to 
North Africa in early 1942, where initially he was employed in the construction of a 30-mile long water pipeline from Tobruk to the 
Free French Forces. This task successfully completed, he joined 572nd Army Field Company, R.E., as an Acting Major, and it was in 
this capacity that he won his M.C. for the above cited deeds on the first day of the Battle of El Alamein. 

In January 1943, Gell was posted to H.Q. 8th Army as a Staff Officer and was involved in the planning for the invasion and subsequent 
conquest of Sicily. Ordered home to attend Staff College, Gell pulled some strings and managed to get himself appointed a Brigade 
Major in 12 Army Group R.E., in which post he was given the responsibility of constructing the forward fighter airfields in Normandy, 
coming ashore on D-Day plus one. In July 1944 he took command of 246th Field Company, R.E., a component of 3 British Division, 
and within a fortnight of his arrival the Company was heavily involved in "Operation Goodwood", the subsequent award of his second 
M.C. reflecting further - numerous - acts of gallantry in mine clearance operations. 

Having recovered from his wounds, Gell was appointed a Staff Officer to the Chief Engineer at 14 Army H.Q. in Burma in early 1945, 
quickly adding a mention in despatches to his accolades (London Gazette 20 March 1945, refers), and becoming one of a handful of 
recipients to win the distinction of wearing the Africa, Italy, France and Germany and Burma Stars. 

Post-war, Gell was employed at the School of Military Engineering, Middle East and, on its closure, was appointed D.A.A. & Q.M.G. of 
a Brigade in Palestine (Medal & clasp). But he saw no further active service, being invalided out of the Army on account of his war 
wounds in 1951. 

On his retirement he settled in Bath, taking up employment in the printing and publishing business, but he also became a noted 
building conservationist and a founding father of the Bath Preservation Trust: 

'With his background and temperament, he found the transition to civilian life difficult, as somebody who needed a good cause to 
fight, but he found one in resisting what is now called the Sack of Bath. In the late Fifties and early Sixties the city suffered quick-money 
property development and streets of smaller houses from the Georgina period were bulldozed ... In his old age he was a marvellous 
ambassador for the city, installed at exactly the same time each evening on the bar of the Lansdown Grove Arms with a glass of white 
wine and a pink tonic, immaculately dressed, answering endless local queries from visitors of every nationality. Bath owes him a great 
deal and will be a much poorer place without him, as will the correspondence columns of the Bath Chronicle, where he was never 
slow to point out what he considered to be the erroneous views of others, in particular the city planning committee' (his obituary notice 
in The Independent refers). 

The Colonel died in November 1993. 
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The exceptional Second World War path finder pilot's D.F.C. and Bar, North Africa operations D.F.M. group of seven 
awarded to Flight Lieutenant A. P. Mountain, Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, who completed 113 operational 
sorties, the vast majority of them in Mosquitos of No. 109 Squadron and many of these as marker 

Distinguished Flying Cross, G.VI.R., with Second Award Bar, the reverse of the Cross officially dated '1945', and the 
reverse of the Bar '1945'; Distinguished Flying Medal, G.VI.R. (944424 Sgt. A. P. Mountain, R.A.F.); 1939-45 Star; AirCrew 
Europe Star; Africa Star; Defence and War Medals 1939-45, together with the recipient's Path Finder Force metalled badge, 
cleaned and lacqueredgenerally good very fine (8) £5000-6000 

Just 1 6 R.A.F. aircrew were awarded the combination of a D.F.C. and Bar, and D.F.M. in the 1939-45 War. 

D.F.C. London Gazette 17 July 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'Flight Lieutenant A. P. Mountain has flown a total of 105 sorties in Bomber Command. In his first tour he did 39 sorties on 
Wellingtons. Since then he has put in a further 66 operational flights in the Path Finder Force on Mosquitos. Of these, 49 were as target 
marker, and the remainder consisted of bombing attacks on small targets or as a leader of bombing formations. Most of his trips were 
done against heavily defended German strategical or tactical targets. 

Flight Lieutenant Mountain has always shown a most commendable sense of devotion to duty and has coolly pressed home his attacks 
under the most difficult conditions. He has taken off and landed when weather conditions have been atrocious, and has generally 
shown a splendid example. I strongly recommend him for the non-immediate award of the Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

Bar to D.F.C. London Gazette 26 October 1945 The original recommendation states: 

'Flight Lieutenant A. P. Mountain has flown a total of 113 sorties, comprising three operational tours. The first tour was flown in 
Wellingtons in the early days of the War. The second and third tours were completed in this squadron and consisted of 74 sorties. Of 
these, 55 were flights in which he was employed as target marker. Because of his exceptional operational experience, he was often 
chosen to open the more important heavy raids by marking the aiming point. 

Flight Lieutenant Mountain held a consistently high record of successful sorties and produced outstandingly good results; he never 
allowed the enemy's anti-aircraft fire - normally uncomfortably accurate - to affect his bombing run. 

Flight Lieutenant Mountain was a fine captain and has been an invaluable asset to the Squadron. I strongly recommend for the award of 
the Bar to the Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

D.F.M. London Gazette 7 April 1942. The original recommendation states: 

'This airman has carried out 34 long distance sorties, involving 393 hours flying. These raids include attacks on objectives in enemy 
occupied territory in France, Cyrenaica, Syria, Greece and the Dodecanese Islands. He also participated in a raid on the Corinth Canal 
area. Throughout he has displayed a high standard of skill and determination and he is regarded as one of the best of captains.' 

Allan Percival Mountain enlisted in the R.A.F. in June 1940 and commenced pilot training at the E.F.T.S. Brough a month or two later. 
Having then qualified for his 'Wings' in Canada in February 1941, he returned to the U.K. and was posted to No. 15 O.T.U., where he 
converted to Wellingtons prior to joining No. 37 Squadron in the Middle East in May 1941. Here, then, as cited above, the 
commencement of a tour of operations encompassing well over 30 sorties against enemy targets in occupied territory in France, 
Cyrenaica, Syria, Greece and the Dodecanese Islands, the first dozen or so as 2nd pilot. He was awarded the D.F.M. 

Tour expired, he returned to the U.K. was commissioned as a Pilot Officer, and served as an instructor at No. 22 O.T.U., in which 
capacity he piloted Wellingtons in the 'Thousand Bomber Raids' on Cologne and Essen in May-June 1942, and against Dusseldorf on 
10 September - 'Tanks holed. Elevator damaged. Wings riddled' (his flying log book refers). 

Having then attended a Mosquito conversion unit, he joined No. 109 Squadron, a component of No. 8 Group (Path Finder Force), at 
Little Staughton in June 1944, and flew his first mission before the month's end. His next two sorties, flown in early July, were of the 
eventful kind - thus an outing to Homberg on the 1st, when his Mosquito was coned by searchlights on its bombing run and hit by flak, 
a piece of which entered through the nose of the aircraft 'and passed between Freddie and I and disappeared through the roof over my 
head'; while on a trip to Schloven two nights later, his aircraft was 'hit again by flak in odd places'. 

Invariably detailed to attack a number of French targets around this time, Mountain averaged around eight sorties a month in the period 
leading up to the completion of his third operational tour, but it was the heavily defended German targets that made up much of 109's 
operational agenda - thus two, three and even four trips to such targets as Cologne, Duisburg and Essen. And, as cited above, Mountain 
ended his wartime career with a tally of 113 operational sorties, 55 of them flown as marker - an exceptional record which resulted in 
the award of his D.F.C. and Bar. 

Post-war, Mountain served in No. 162 Squadron and No. 98 Squadron, but he was killed while serving in Mosquitos of the latter unit in 
Germany on 23 September 1946. He is buried in Hanover War Cemetery.

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'It was Geoff Howitt and his operator who won the Squadron's first victory on Havocs. A waxing moon near to full and 
the air as clear as crystal made for better sighting - not only for the night fighter, but for the enemy upper and lower rear 
gunners on the look-out. After the G.C.I. - call sign Cranford - had guided Geoff for some time out to sea, a good blip 
came up on Reed's cathode tube, and at 9,000 feet he guided his pilot in from astern, when Geoff had a good 'visual' of 
a Heinkel 111, its crew evidently unaware of their impending fate. An excellent pilot, cool and matter-of-fact, Geoff sent 
a deadly stream of fire into the bomber; he could see flashes of his De Wilde bullets as they struck home, tearing off bits 
of metal which flashed past dangerously close to the Havoc. The Heinkel dived steeply and crashed into the sea. One 
enemy aircraft destroyed.' Peter Townsend's Duel in the Dark, refers. 

The exceptional Second World War night fighter ace's D.F.C. and Bar group of six awarded to Wing Commander G. L. 
Howitt, Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, who, having honed his skills in Hurricanes of No. 245 Squadron and No. 
615 Squadron over Dunkirk and in the Battle of Britain, established himself as a successful night fighter pilot in No. 85 
Squadron under Peter Townsend and "Cat's Eyes" Cunningham - gaining the unit's first "kill' in Havocs in April 1941, 
his subsequent victims included the first Me. 410 "Hornet" to be downed over England and an He. 177 "Griffin" long 
range bomber, in addition to a brace of V. Is for good measure, the latter claimed in Mosquitos of No. 456 (R.A.A.F.) 
Squadron, prior to his taking command of No. 125 Squadron at Coltishall in late 1944 and raising his operational 
sorties to around 300: and his post-war career was no less distinguished, encompassing as it did much work as a test- 
pilot for the Air Registration Board and the award of the Queen's Commendation for Valuable Services in the Air. 
Distinguished Flying Cross, G.VI.R., with Second Award Bar, the reverse of the Cross officially dated '1941' and the 
reverse of the Bar '1943'; 1939-45 Star, clasp, Battle of Britain; Air Crew Europe Star, clasp, France and Germany; War 
Medal 1939-45; Air Efficiency Award, G.VI.R., 1st issue (Fit.

D.F.C. London Gazette 30 September 1941. The original recommendation states: 

'This officer has been engaged on night flying duties since November 1940, and has proved himself to be a relentless and skilful night 
fighter pilot. Since 7 April 1941, when the Squadron became operational on Havocs, Pilot Officer Howitt had destroyed two and 
damaged one enemy aircraft. 

On the night of 9-10 April he attacked and destroyed an He. 111 which crashed in the sea east of Southwold. 

On the night of 11-12 June he damaged a Ju. 88, the starboard engine of the E./A. being well on fire when he had to break off the 
combat owing to stoppages in his guns, and on the night of 13-14 July, he destroyed an H.E. Ill east of Clacton. 

Pilot Officer Howitt has set a splendid example of keenness and devotion to duty.' 

Bar to D.F.C. London Gazette 26 October 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'Flight Lieutenant Howitt returned to this Squadron for his second tour of operations in April 1942, since when he has flown a large 
number of operational sorties, and has destroyed a further four E./A. at night. 

On the night of 14-15 April 1943, Flight Lieutenant Howitt shot down a Do. 217 after a long chase in which the E./A. took violent 
evasive action. The Do. 21 7 crashed near Clacton, one of the crew being killed and the remainder taken prisoner. 

On the night of 16-1 7 May 1943, he shot down an Fw. 190 fighter bomber in flames, into the sea south of Hastings. 

Flight Lieutenant Howitt was promoted to the rank of Acting Squadron Leader in June 1943, on being appointed to command 'B' Flight. 
On the night of 22-23 August 1943, Acting Squadron Leader Howitt shot down an Me. 410 in flames, which crashed near Harwich. 
The Observer baled out and was taken prisoner but the pilot was killed. This was the first Me. 410 to be brought down on land over 
this country. 

On the night of 6-7 September 1943, he shot down an Fw. 190 fighter bomber in flames off Clacton. 

Altogether Acting Squadron leader Howitt has now destroyed six E./A. at night and damaged one.' 

Remarks of Squadron Commander, Wing Commander J. Cunningham: 'Over a long period this officer has proved himself to be a 
relentless and skilful night fighter pilot. He has set a splendid example to the pilots in his Flight by his calm and unflurried outlook and 
grim determination to destroy the enemy. I strongly recommend the immediate award of a Bar to the D.F.C.' 
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Geoffrey Leonard Howitt, who was born in Wallington, Surrey, in January 1914, obtained a private pilot's 'A' licence in 1933, while 
attending the College of Aeronautical Engineering in Chelsea and, having been a Class 'F' Reservist, transferred to the Royal Air Force 
Volunteer Reserve in October 1937. 

Dunkirk and the Battle of Britain 

Called up in September 1939, Howitt attended No. 10 Fighting School and was posted to No. 245 Squadron, a Blenheim unit based at 
Leconfield, in November. Converting to Hurricanes in the new year, 245 went operational at Hawkinge in May, the recently 
commissioned Howitt participating in several scrambles and at least six sorties to Dunkirk; so, too, in early June, when he returned to 
the beleaguered French town on four further occasions. 

Moved to Aldergrove in late July, 245 carried out extensive convoy patrol work, in addition to working up all manner of recruits and, in 
common with the latter, its pilots were gradually posted to frontline service as casualties mounted - in Howitt's case to No. 615 (County 
of Surrey "Churchill's Own") Squadron on 9 October 1940, the day before it flew south to Northolt. Thus a flurry of scrambles and 
sorties over the coming month, many of them over the Thames and Croydon areas and at least one close-call on the 20th - 'Patrol. 
25,000 feet. Shot up by 109 in port wing. Landed O.K. at Northolt' (Howitt's flying log book refers). More relaxing was a visit paid by 
Churchill to see 'his boys' on 1 November. 

No. 85 Squadron under Peter Townsend - emerging night fighter ace - D.F.C. 

Posted to No. 85 Squadron at Debden in mid-November 1940, a pioneering night fighter unit under the redoubtable Peter Townsend, 
Howitt teamed up with Sergeant Reed as his Navigator and flew several sorties before the year's end. 

In early 1941, the Squadron converted to Havocs and moved to Hunsdon in Hertfordshire. The arrival of the American Havoc - a night 
fighter variant of the Boston - was greeted with some optimism, though as described by Peter Townsend in Duel in the Dark, it did not 
live up to expectations, the replacement of the nose compartment with heavy radar equipment and a dozen machine-guns causing the 
aircraft to be slow and tricky to handle, while the later Turbinlite version with a searchlight fitted in place of the nose compartment 
made an excellent target for enemy gunners. Moreover, as Townsend wrote: 'The tips of the propeller blades whirled round within a 
few inches of the pilot's ears. Climbing into an aeroplane cockpit was one thing; getting out - in a hurry - was quite another problem. I 
did not fancy the prospect of baling out of a Havoc.' 

An early casualty was the popular ace "Sammy" Allard, who was killed while delivering the second Havoc to Hunsdon, when the gun 
inspection panel became detached and struck the aircraft's tail plane. 

Notwithstanding the perilous nature of operating in Havocs, Howitt and Reed quickly made their mark, claiming their first - and 85's 
first Havoc victory - an He. Ill, 15 miles east of Dunwich, on the night of 9-10 April 1941, in addition to damaging a Ju. 88 east of 
Foulness on the night of 11-12 June - this latter last being seen with its starboard engine ablaze. Then on the night of 13-14 July, over 
Shoeburyness, they claimed their second confirmed victory after firing 1650 rounds into an He. 111. 

Howitt was awarded the D.F.C. and rested as an instructor at No. 51 O.T.U. 

No. 85 Squadron under "Cat's Eyes" Cunningham - fully fledged ace - Bar to D.F.C. 

In April 1942, he returned to No. 85 Squadron for a second tour of operations, this time under the command of Wing Commander 
Raphael, D.S.O., D.F.C. But it was not until the Squadron had converted to Mosquitos that he, and his new Navigator, Flight Lieutenant 
George "Red" Irving, notched up their first victory - a Do. 21 7 which crash landed in a field five miles west of Clacton on the night of 
14-15 April 1943. 

Meanwhile, in January 1943, Wing Commander John "Cat's Eyes" Cunningham had taken command of No. 85, a period of command 
described at length by his Navigator Jimmy Rawnsley in Night Fighter - thus early mention of Howitt as 'a solid and imperturbable 
individual' and of the above Do. 21 7 - 'a strange thing about that episode was that the pilot crashed with his aircraft and lived whereas 
the rest of his crew, who had baled out, were all killed.' 

In late April 1943, the Luftwaffe introduced a new form of attack, using fast Fw. 190 fighters carrying a bomb beneath the fuselage and 
drop tanks beneath the wings - a new challenge for the pilots and navigators of No. 85, for once free of its bomb load and tanks, the 
Fw. 190 was, according to Rawnsley, 'quite a fair match even for a Spitfire' and 'it could easily run away from us if it chose to do so, or 
make rings around us if we caught it.' 
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To be in a better position to catch the Fw. 190s, No. 85 moved to West Mailing, and on the night of 16-17 May the Squadron was 
responsible for one of the most noteworthy night-fighter successes of the War, when it claimed five Fw. 190s between Beachy Head 
and the Forland - Howitt and Irving downing one of them over the sea off Hastings. According to Jimmy Rawnsley: 

Their customer was a little more wily, and was diving for home at high speed, taking evasive action as he did so. But they chased on 
out across the Channel after him. Before he could reach the safety of the French coast they shot him down. He crashed into the sea, 
and they pulled up only just clear of the waves.' 

Having then damaged another Fw. 190 in June 1943, Howitt and Irving were lucky to survive a sortie in July, when they, and one other 
85 crew, were 'scrambled to meet a wave of sneak raiders coming in under cover of bad weather'. According to Jimmy Rawnsley, in 
the Mess, 'we looked out of the windows and then at each other. The cloud seemed to be almost down to the ground, and none of us 
envied those crew their job.' Their fears were well-placed, for although Howitt just managed to creep back in from the sea under the 
weather to land at Bradwell Bay, the other 85 Mosquito crew crashed into the ground and were killed. 

Soon after this incident, Howitt and his fellow pilots were introduced to the Luftwaffe's latest development - the Me. 410 "Hornet". 
Mosquito , by Sharp and Bowyer, takes up the story: 

'Although the summer raids did not mount to the expected degree, interest amongst the Mosquito crews rapidly increased with the June 
appearance of the Me. 410 over Britain. Powerful and fast - it had a top speed of 388 m.p.h. at 21,980 feet - the 410 had a 13mm. M. 
G. 131 gun on each side of the rear fuselage mounted in a remotely controlled barbette. In addition to two forward-firing 20mm. 
cannon and two 7.9mm. machine-guns it carried a bomb load of 500kg.' 

Notwithstanding the strengths of the new Me. 410, on the night of 22-23 August, Howitt, on this occasion with Pilot Officer J. C. O. 
Medworth, one of 85 Squadron's most skilfull and experienced Night Interception Operators (see following lot), shot one down over 
Chelmondiston, near Norwich, after it had crossed the coast at Clacton, the first of its type to be brought down in England. The Men 
Who Flew the Mosquito, by Martin Bowman, takes up the story: 

'On 22-23 August, Geoff Howitt of 85 Squadron, now Squadron Leader, D.F.C., and Pilot Officer J. C. O. Medworth, took off from 
West Mailing at 23.30 hours in their NFXII and went on patrol. Off Harwich they zeroed in on Feldwebel Walter Hartmann and 
Obergefreiter Michael Meurer's Me. 410 A-1 of 15/K.G. 2. Howitt got a visual on the Messerschmitt's bright yellow exhaust emissions 
and closed in for the kill. It was difficult to get a sight of the silhouette and at first Howitt thought his prey was a 210. Almost at once a 
stray searchlight illuminated the aircraft and he could quite easily see that it was a 410. With the German crosses easily visible, Howitt 
gave the Messerschmitt a short burst, and it immediately burst into flames with a brilliant flash. Showers of burning pieces flew past the 
Mosquito in all directions. The Me. 410 A-1 fell away, its entire starboard wing on fire, and crashed at Chelmondiston. Meurer baled 
out and came down at Stratton Hall, while Hartmann's body was later found in a field, his parachute unopened.' 

And for good measure, Howitt, back with George Irving as his Navigator, downed another Fw. 190 in a combat on the night of 7-8 
September - the enemy aircraft coming down three miles east of Clacton. 

Awarded a Bar to his D.F.C., and the Air Efficiency Award in November 1943, Howitt was rested as an instructor at No. 63 O.T.U. 

No. 456 (R.A.A.F.) Squadron - further victories - command of No. 125 Squadron 

However, in April 1944, he commenced his third tour of operations, this time in Mosquitos of No. 456 (R.A.A.F.) Squadron, and on the 
night of 10-11 June, operating out of Ford in Sussex, he claimed a convincing probable off Brighton - an He. 177 "Griffin", the largest 
German aircraft to operate over Britain in the Second World War but not, as it transpired, an example of vorsprung durch technik: 

'The e./a. was identified by the pilot and navigator using night binoculars as a He. 1 77 (no bombs) and was flying straight and level due 
East. Pilot at 600 feet gave two short bursts of about 1.5 seconds, dead astern, and strikes were seen on the port wing, fuselage and port 
engine; the latter streamed smoke immediately and the e./a. dived steeply and pulled out at about 3,000 feet below. 
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Howitt emerges from the cockpit of Mosquito HK 249B at Ford in June 1944 


Fighter followed it down, the target gaining. Closing to 600 feet pilot again opened fire from dead astern (height 5,000 feet) with three 
second burst, observing a number of strikes concentrated in a bunch on the fuselage and starboard engine nacelle; many sparks and 
pieces were seen to fly off, and e./a. flew steadily for a very short time and then, turning very slightly to starboard, its nose dropped 
vertically. Fighter followed down and pulled out sharply at 2,500 feet when the visual was lost. The heavy trail of smoke from the e./a's 
engine was seen coming out the whole of this time. Navigator followed target throughout on Al. After the second burst the range 
increased rapidly to 4,000 feet 10-15 degrees below when it vanished suddenly dead ahead/ 

Otherwise engaged on "anti-buzz" operations, Howitt downed a brace of V.ls in early August, one of them, taken out at 700 yards 
range on the night of 12th-13th, causing bomb fragment damage to his Mosquito - see accompanying souvenir. 

Appointed C.O. of No. 125 Squadron at Coltishall at the year's end, he was similarly employed at the War's end, and raised his tally of 
operational sorties to the 230 mark. 

Post-war test pilot - Queen's Commendation 

Released from the Royal Air Force in the rank of Wing Commander in October 1945, Howitt joined the Air Registration Board, work 
which required him to fly many types of aircraft - in fact he raised his types flown score to well-over the 300 mark, and undertook some 
test flying at Shoreham in the late 1940s. Invariably such work involved considerable risk, for his work was largely testing aircraft for 
Certificates of Airworthiness, a case in point being an outing in a Vickers Viscount on 22 August 1956, the airframe suffering serious 
damage as a result of the Viscount going into a spin. 

Awarded the Queen's Commendation for Valuable Services in the Air in 1958, Howitt remained similarly employed until 1965, but 
continued to fly occasionally to keep his licence up until 1972, when he joined a Hovercraft business. Finally retiring in 1976, he 
settled on the Sussex coast.

John Charles Oswald Medworth was born in Tooting, London, in October 1918 and enlisted in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve 
as an A.C. 2 in October 1938. Mobilised on the renewal of hostilities, and trained as an Air Gunner, he commenced his wartime career 
in No. 600 "City of London" Squadron, a Blenheim unit then based at Hornchurch, flying a number of convoy patrols in the New Year 
and going into action in an attack on Zeebrugge-Flushing on 10 May 1940. 

Transferred to No. 25 Squadron, another Blenheim unit based at North Weald, in June 1940, Medworth flew three X-Raid sorties in the 
following month, including, on the 4th, with Flight Sergeant Lingard as his pilot, a successful interception of an He. 115 seaplane, The 
first bag by No. 25 Squadron' (his flying log book refers). Remaining similarly employed until the end of the Battle of Britain, Medworth 
completed further X-Raid and convoy sorties, including an encounter with three bandits on 10 September - 'shot at one long range' (his 
flying log book refers). 

Having then completed several night sorties in the Squadron's newly arrived Beaufighters, Medworth transferred to No. 29 Squadron in 
May 1941, in which capacity he continued to fly night sorties out of West Mailing until transferring to instructional duties at an O.T.U. 
in September, his 'A' Flight C.O. at this time being Guy Gibson. 

Advanced to Warrant Officer in March 1942 and re-mustered as a Navigator (Radar) that July, he returned to an operational footing in 
September, when he joined No. 85 Squadron under Wing Commander Raphael, D.S.O., D.F.C., and quickly increased his earlier tally 
of night sorties - initially in Havocs but from October in Mosquitos. In the New Year, Wing Commander John "Cat's Eyes" Cunningham 
assumed command of No. 85, and the unit's night fighting agenda gathered momentum, Medworth and Flying Officer Sutcliffe 
damaging a Fw. 190 in June.

It was, however, as Navigator (Radar) to Squadron Leader G. L. "Geoff" Howitt, D.F.C. (see previous Lot), that he contributed to the 
destruction of the first Me. 410 to be downed over British soil - the Hornisse (Hornet) was a twin-engined heavy fighter and 
Schnellbomber , and oft proved an elusive target, even to the very best of our Night Interception aircrew. The Men Who Flew the 
Mosquito , by Martin Bowman, takes up the story: 

'On 22-23 August, Geoff Howitt of 85 Squadron, now Squadron Leader, D.F.C., and Pilot Officer J. C. O. Medworth, took off from 
West Mailing at 23.30 hours in their NFXII and went on patrol. Off Harwich they zeroed in on Feldwebel Walter Hartmann and 
Obergefreiter Michael Meurer's Me. 410 A-1 of 15/K.G. 2. Howitt got a visual on the Messerschnitt's bright yellow exhaust emissions 
and closed in for the kill.

Having by now been commissioned as a Pilot Officer in the R.A.F.V.R., Medworth was posted to No. 9 Group in October 1943, and 
thence to further operational duties at the Fighter Interception Unit at Ford, Sussex, where he served until March 1944. And he ended 
the War with an appointment as a Flight Lieutenant at H.Q., No. 84 Group, including service in the North-West Europe operations. His 
Air Efficiency Award having been approved in December 1945 ( AMO No. 1355 refers), shortly thereafter he was demobilised. 

However, in August 1947, Medworth re-enlisted in the Royal Air Force as an A.C. 2, was commissioned as a Flying Officer in the 
Fighter Control Branch in December 1949, and finally retired as a Flight Lieutenant in August 1964.

Allan William Martin, a native of Bounds Green in North London, who was born in 1914, entered the Royal Air Force Volunteer 
Reserve in February 1939. 

Qualifying as an Observer, and commissioned as a Pilot Officer in late March 1940, a week later he joined No. 235 Squadron, a fighter 
reconnaissance unit of Coastal Command equipped with Blenheims. Based at Bircham Newton, the Squadron flew sorties over Holland 
during the German invasion of the Low Countries and, during the Battle of Britain, convoy protection and reconnaissance patrols over 
the North Sea. 

Martin, who was advanced to Flight Lieutenant in March 1942, was next posted to No. 502 (Ulster) Squadron, another Coastal 
Command unit, equipped with Halifaxes, and it was in this capacity, as a member of Flying Officer A. van Rossum's crew, that he 
participated in a memorable action in the Bay of Biscay on 30 July 1943 - on which date two U-Boats were destroyed by Coastal 
Command aircrew and a third by Captain "Johnnie" Walker, R.N. 

Arriving over the Bay after a general action had commenced with all three U-Boats, van Rossum carried out a determined and accurate 
attack on the U-462. Conflict Over the Bay , by Norman Franks, takes up the story: 

The American Liberator made another attack, also from low level and was hit by gunfire from U-504. This smashed the Liberator's 
release gear, causing the D/Cs to hang-up. Van Rossum then dropped his third bomb on U-462 , but his first bomb had caused enough 
damage already and she had begun to sink. About 40 of her crew were taking to dinghies or diving into the water. The American pilot 
made another run but even when they used the jettison mechanism, the D/Cs failed to release. Van Rossum recorded: 

"We were right over it as it began to go down slowly. As it sank lower and lower more and more men came running along the deck 
and jumped into the water. When only the conning tower was left above water we saw shell splashes off to one side. The Navy had 
arrived and the sloops were shelling our sinking U-boat. They were too late for this, though, and all the men had jumped overboard." 

By this time, Captain Walker's ships were fast approaching -just five miles off. Seeing these on the horizon, U-504 crash-dived, ending 
the air action which had lasted just eighteen minutes from van Rossum's first bomb. 

The Escort Group radioed van Rossum, asking what was happening. He replied that two U-boats had been sunk and that the third had 
dived, on a westerly heading. The hunt was started for U-504 and at 12.34 am an asdic contact was made. However, asdic conditions 
were not good and D/C attacks were not made until 1.49. These lasted for some time until, in the mid-afternoon, oil, wreckage and 
human remains came to the surface, confirming the death of U-504. The Bay's air and surface forces had destroyed completely, a 
whole U-boat group. With the last kill confirmed, Walker's ships returned to the area of U-461 and 462's sinkings to pick up the 
survivors, H.M.S. Woodpecker taking Stiebler and his men on board/ 

Martin was awarded the D.F.C. 

Having then added a mention in despatches to his accolades before the War's end ( London Gazette 1 January 1945, refers), he was 
released from the R.A.F.V.R. in the rank of Squadron Leader and received his Air Efficiency Award in August 1948.

Force, a veteran of two operational tours in Blenheims, Bostons and Mitchells of No. 226 Squadron - 'his leadership is 
such that there is competition amongst crews for a position in his formation' - this despite the fact his aircraft was 
holed by intense flak on more that one occasion

Bar (S./L. V. J. Faurot), mounted court-style as worn, together with his Operational Wings, with Bar, attached to a tie- 
clip, embroidered R.C.A.F. Pilot's and Parachute Wings, metalled identity discs, and a Polish Flying Badge, gilt metal, 
unmarked, plated Canadian-style, otherwise very fine or better (Lot) £2200-2500 

D.F.C. London Gazette 11 August 1944. The original recommendation states: 

This officer has completed one tour of operations, including several low-level shipping attacks, and is now in the middle of his second 
tour. He has proved himself to be an exceptional leader during high level formation sorties, and has always pressed home his attacks 
with the greatest determination, thereby being a source of inspiration to the other members of his squadron.' 

The covering remarks of the Station C.O. further state: 

This young officer is doing extremely well in every respect. His first tour was completed during a period of heavy losses. After excellent 
work at O.T.U. during his rest, he is now an outstanding captain and leader in his squadron. His experience and example have been of 
inestimable value to the numerous fresh crews in the Squadron. His leadership is such that there is competition amongst crews for a 
position in his formation, which he leads remarkably well with the sole object of hitting the enemy as hard and as frequently as 
possible. His level-headed courage, his fine example and the service he has given and is giving, deserve recognition in the award of the 
Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

Vincent Joseph James Faurot, who was born at Niagara Falls in 191 7 and educated at Mt. Carmel College, Ottawa, enlisted in the Royal 
Canadian Air Force in July 1940. Selected for pilot training, he graduated in February 1941 and was embarked for England, where, 
having attended an O.T.U. and converted to Blenheims, he was posted to No. 226 Squadron. 

Flying his first sortie - a "Circus" - in early August, he went on to complete five more missions by the end of October, including further 
"Circus" operations to Le Trait and Le Havre, in addition to shipping strikes. The Squadron then having moved to Northern Ireland, 
Faurot was attached to No. 21 Squadron at the year's end, and made a return trip to Malta, via Gibraltar, before rejoining No. 226 at its 
new base at Swanton Morley, where it had re-equipped with Bostons. 

On 12 February 1942, he carried out an attack on the Scharnhorst and Gneisenau, while in March he returned to Le Havre to attack a 
10,000-ton armed merchant cruiser, in addition to carrying out a brace of strikes on power stations at Lille and Ostend - departing the 
latter scene with flak damage. A "Circus" to Flushing having followed in April, Faurot flew a similar operations to Boulogne in May and 
June, as well as a return trip to the power station at Ostend and, on 20 July, a low-level strike on the Kuhlmann Chemical Plant force 
leader. 

Tour-expired, he was rested with an appointment in a calibration flight of 74 Wing, in which period he notched up many hours in 
Hurricanes, but in the summer of 1943 he returned to an operational footing in No. 226 Squadron, which unit had now converted to 
Mitchells. Thus, following aborted trips to Dunkirk and Flushing in August, a strike on the synthetic petrol plant at Lens on 19 
September 1943 - 'heavy flak south of Boulogne. One engine landing at Wingnorth, Kent.' A number of A.S.R. missions having been 
undertaken in the interim, Faurot was next detailed to attack Schipol airfield in Holland - 'Flak intense-accurate. One a/c lost - F./O. 
Witt', while on 8 November, in an attack on the railway works at Mimoyecoues, further heavy flak was encountered and another crew 
lost. By now Faurot was regularly leading six-formation flights, and before the month's end he carried out four strikes in the Cape Gris 
Nez area, in addition to a trip to Cherbourg. Recommended for the D.F.C. in early December, the relevant paperwork was not signed- 
off by Leigh-Mallory until May 1944. 

Meanwhile, Fouret had flown another 15 operational sorties in the period leading up to March 1944, following which he returned to 
Canada to become an instructor at Boundary Bay. And those sorties included strikes against V.1 sites in the vicinity of Rouen, 
Abbeville, Boulogne, St. Omer, Dieppe and Calais (on three occasions), in addition to a similar target near Fruges on 9 February 1944 - 
'Heavy, accurate and intense flak, five a/c holed.' Moreover, he had latterly led formations of 12 and 24 aircraft. 

Fouret remained in the R.C.A.F. until the mid-1960s, when he retired as a Squadron Leader.

The original recommendation states: 

'Master Engineer Ledingham has flown 20 sorties involving 213 flying hours in the Korean campaign and has at all times show 
enthusiasm and efficiency of the highest order. His skill, cheerfulness and high morale has greatly contributed to the high operational 
efficiency of his crew.' 

Loggie George Ledingham, a native of Keig, Aberdeenshire, was a Blacksmith before enlisting in the R.A.F. in the late 1930s, and 
commencing training as an Air Gunner in Sunderlands of No. 228 Squadron in the Middle East in June 1939. Returning to the U.K. 
with the Squadron later in the year, he flew his first operational sortie out of Pembroke in November. 

Ordered back to the Middle East in September 1940, Ledingham flew further sorties off Malta and over the Ionian Sea, prior to 228's 
return to the U.K. at the year's end. Once more ordered to the Middle East in May 1941, he flew a number of reconnaissances in the 
Eastern Mediterranean, prior to 228's move to West Africa in July, and thence back home to Stranraer. And from January to 1942 until 
April 1943, he raised his operational flying time to 880 hours, around 150 of them at night. Having then been rested at an O.T.U., he 
commenced his second operational tour with No. 204 Squadron in West Africa, a tour completed in May 1945. He was mentioned in 
despatches (London Gazette 1 January 1946, refers). 

Post-war, Ledingham's first appointment was in No. 201 Squadron at Calshot, followed by a stint at another O.T.U. at Kinloss from June 
1947 until November 1948. Then in January 1949 he was ordered to the Far East, where he served in No. 209 Squadron at Seletar until 
November 1951 - here, then, the period of his D.F.C.-winning exploits, namely 20 plus anti-bandit "Firedog" operations in the unit's 
Sunderlands. 

Returning to an appointment at Kinloss at the end of 1951, he received his D.F.C. at a Buckingham Palace investiture in March 1952, 
and afterwards served in No. 88 Squadron 1953-54 and No. 205/209 Squadron 1954-56, including further "Firedog" operations in 
Malaya.

Isaac Barton was born in Ely, Cambridgeshire, and enlisted in the Manchester Regiment in June 1890, aged 18 years, direct from the 
4th (Militia) Battalion. Embarked for India in early 1892, he served there until returning home as a recently promoted Sergeant at the 
end of 1898, but saw no active service. 

In March 1900, however, he was embarked for South Africa in the 2nd Battalion, where he was actively employed in the Mounted 
Infantry and awarded the D.C.M., in addition to gaining entitlement to the clasps for Johannesburg and Diamond Hill - regimentally 
rare distinctions verified on his service record. 

Advanced to Colour-Sergeant in October 1905, Barton added the L.S. & G.C. Medal to his accolades in 1908 {AO 554 of 1908 refers), 
and was finally discharged at Grouville Arsenal, Jersey in June 1911; sold with copied attestation and discharge papers. 
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An extremely rare Boer War D.C.M. pair awarded to Lieutenant J. W. Porter, 3rd New South Wales Imperial Bushmen 

Distinguished Conduct Medal, E.VII.R. (Serjt.-Maj. J. W. Porter, N.S. Wales Cont.); Queen's South Africa 1899-1902, 3 
clasps, Cape Colony, Orange Free State, Transvaal (R. Sjt.

James William Porter was born at St. Pancras, London, in November 1865, but his family later settled in Australia. 

Volunteering for active service in South Africa in Sydney, he was embarked with the New South Wales Citizen's Bushmen Contingent 
as a Sergeant aboard the steamship Ranee in March 1901, but was appointed Regimental Sergeant-Major in the 3rd New South Wales 
Imperial Bushmen on arrival at Klerksdorp in early May. 

Subsequently present at his unit's many actions in western and eastern Transvaal over the coming months, his D.C.M.-winning exploits 
may well have been in connection with the Bushmen's attacks on Muller's Commandos at Kaultsfont on 27 October 1901, and 
Trichart's Commandos on 20 February 1902, in which latter engagement 164 Boers were taken prisoner. 

Be that as it may, Porter was commissioned in the Field in early May 1902 and mentioned in Lord Kitchener's despatch dated at Cape 
Town, 23 June 1902 {London Gazette 29 July 1902, refers). He returned to Sydney aboard the Drayton Grange in July 1902; sold with 
copied research. 


785 A Great War D.C.M. awarded to Serjeant T. Jenner, 7th Battalion Somerset Light Infantry 

Distinguished Conduct Medal, G.V.R. (13980 Sjt. T. Jenner, 7/Som. L.l.) good very fine £550-650

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. At a critical moment he showed great personal courage and initiative by collecting 
stragglers and attacking a strong machine-gun post which was bringing flanking fire to bear on the remainder of his company, who 
were engaged in attacking another post. He captured the post and took the garrison prisoners. 

Thomas Jenner came from Bexley Heath, Kent. As a Lance-Corporal in the Somerset Light Infantry, he entered the France/Flanders 
theatre of war on 24 July 1915. Awarded the D.C.M. for his distinguished conduct in action whilst serving with the 7th Battalion. 
Transferred to Class 'Z' Reserve on 31 March 1919. With copied m.i.c.

Though wounded, he returned a second time and succeeded, under very heavy shell fire, 
in getting rations up to the detachments serving the mortars in action. The village was cleared of the enemy shortly afterwards.' 

Driver Thomas Daly, 28th Brigade R.F.A. entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 19 August 1914. With copied gazette extracts 
and m.i.c. - entitled to a 1914 Star trio of medals.

Richard George Pavey was born in Cranbrook, Essex and enlisted at Canterbury, Kent. As a Gunner in the R.F.A. he entered the 
Egyptian theatre of war on 2 April 1915. Awarded the 1914-15 Star trio of medals. Awarded the D.C.M. for gallantry and devotion to 
duty during the bombardment in the Beaumont Hamel sector between 24 June-1 July 1916. As a Sergeant in "Y" 29th Trench Mortar 
Battery, R.F.A., he died of wounds on 6 July 1917, aged 26 years. He was buried in the Mendinghem Military Cemetery and his name 
is also on a memorial in the Iden Green Congregational Church. He was the eldest son of R. G. and and Elizabeth J. Pavey, of The 
Mounts, Beneden, Cranbrook. With copied research. 
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A rare Second World War G.M. group of three awarded to Flying Officer H. V. McLean, Royal Canadian Air Force, 
who added first degree burns to his multiple injuries while rescuing a pupil pilot from their burning Harvard trainer

This instructor was carrying out an authorised training exercise with a pupil in a Harvard aircraft when, as a result of causes unknown, 
his aircraft crashed and immediately burst into flames. Flying Officer McLean was severely injured in the crash, suffering fractured 
vertebrae, a broken nose, lacerations of the head and face and severe shock. Despite these injuries, the flames from the burning aircraft 
and the great danger of the fuel tanks exploding, this officer succeeded in rescuing his pupil pilot, who was in an unconscious 
condition, from the burning aircraft without assistance, and dragging him clear of danger. While rescuing his pupil, Flying Officer 
McLean received first degree burns on his legs and further lacerations. Flying Officer McLean's great courage, devotion to duty, and 
complete disregard for his own personal safety undoubtedly were responsible for saving the life of his pupil. The great gallantry 
displayed by this officer throughout the incident in question is beyond all praise.' 

Howard Vincent McLean enlisted in the R.C.A.F. at Ottawa in July 1942 and, having graduated as a pilot in October 1943, served as an 
instructor in Canada. He was serving at No. 14 Service Flying Training School at the time of the above cited incident near Woolfe 
Island, Lake Ontario, on 18 July 1945, by which date he had amassed 938 hours flying time as an instructor. McLean died at Belleville, 
Ontario, in November 1998.

'Action of Got-el-Hamari S.E. of Bir Hacheim on 27th May, 42. 

For leadership and devotion to duty. 

This N.C.O.'s troop received the initial weight of the tank attack. The two forward guns of his troop were continually under fire, after 
they had been seen by the first enemy tank recce, parties. He went round his gun positions while they were under fire and by his 
example gave the gun teams confidence. After his two forward guns had been over run by tanks and put out of action, he kept his two 
rear guns firing until he was forced to stop owing to the danger of hitting parties of our own prisoners. Later in spite of being forced to 
surrender he made good his escape.' 

The following account of this action is taken from A History of The 2nd Royal Lancers (Gardner's Horse) from 1922 to 1947, Brigadier 
E. W. D. Vaughan, C.B., D.S.O., M.C., London 1951: 

'0800 hours. Mark III and IV German tanks were making a determined attack from the large concentration south-west of Lone Tree Hill 
on the right flank of 'B' Squadron and the 18th Cavalry. They advanced very slowly head-on. No. 1 Anti-Tank Troop commanded by 
Dafadar Ghulam Rabani [sic] was next to the 18th Cavalry left-hand Anti-Tank Troop. Both these Troops opened up at very close range 
and continued firing until completely overrun. There were about ten tanks knocked out in front of No. 1 Troop area. During this action 
Dafadar Ghulam Rabani showed fine leadership in command of this Troop, which was isolated from the remainder of the Regiment 
owing to the absence of 'B' Squadron's carrier Troops, which had been allotted to this area. After his two forward guns had been 
overrun, he kept his two rear guns firing until he was forced to stop owing to the danger of his hitting parties of our prisoners which 
were being collected. Lance-Dafadar Mehbub Ali Khan was in command of the leading gun in this Troop and came under very heavy 
fire. His No. 2, A.L.D. Abdul Rehman, was killed, and No. 3, Sr. Mohd Ayaz, badly wounded. Lance-Dafadar Mehbub Ali then called 
up his No. 5 to assist him in firing the gun and they continued to do so until a direct hit killed Lance-Dafadar Mehbub Ali and set fire to 
the gun.' 

Ghulam Rabbani was originally enrolled into the Scinde Horse on 6 May 1931. He was transferred to the Ranghar Squadron of the 2nd 
Royal Lancers, as part of a reinforcement after its decimation at Mechile in April 1941, and served overseas with the regiment from 23 
March 1942. He was a member of 'A' Squadron which consisted of four troops (two Mohammedan, one Rajput and one Jat). Each 
troop of this anti-tank squadron was equipped with four 2-pounder anti-tank guns and, during the action at Got-el-Hamari, Dafadar 
Ghulam Rabbani was in command of No. 1 Troop. He was promoted to Jemadar on 2 April 1943. 
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790 A Burma campaign I.D.S.M. group of five awarded to Subedar Aslam Khan, 10 (Pathan) Battalion, Indian Engineers, 
for the capture of the Sagaing and Ava Bridge; the gallant subedar features in a film taken after the action now held by 
the Imperial War Museum

I.D.S.M. C.C.O. 264-H/1943; London Gazette 16 December 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'At Letpangaing pt 16 (Burma) on night 4/5 May 1943. 

During the night 4/5 May the positions of Sub. Aslam Khan's Coy of Engineers were rigourously attacked by the enemy and the 
proposed relief of troops located in front could not take place. 

Under enemy pressure a Coy of an infantry unit in front of his positions withdrew and the Subedar gathered many of these withdrawing 
troops into his Coy's own defensive area during the battle, regardless of personal danger, and allotting them positions controlled their 
fire. The position was consequently held and the enemy repulsed, their attempt at infiltration prevented. 

The conduct of the Subedar throughout the whole night was exceptionally cool and courageous although under fire. 

The fine example he set influenced not only his own men but all others in the vicinity and contributed mainly to the success of the 
defensive action.' 

This I.D.S.M. was awarded for the capture of the Sagaing and Ava bridge, the aftermath of which is featured in a film available at the 
Imperial War Museum - http://www.iwm.org.uk/collections/item/object/1060028794. Subedar Aslam Khan is shown on the Ava Bridge 
with Captain Baker, commander of "B" Company, 10th (Pathan) Engineer Battalion.

'For conspicuous gallantry in action. 

At Sausage in the Imphal area on the 24th of June 1944, Sepoy Gul Amir was a No. 1 Bren Gunner on the Northern side of a company 
defensive position. 

Throughout the night of the 24th/25th enemy attacked the position in strength on four separate occasions, most of the main attacks 
being made on the north side of the perimeter in the area of Sepoy Gul Amir's bunker. 

Each attack was preceded by a heavy enemy gun and 3" mortar barrage which killed and wounded the supporting riflemen on the 
flanks of his bunker, the bunker itself being greatly weakened by direct hits and near misses. 

Throughout two heavy enemy attacks in his area Sepoy Gul Amir by his gun No. 2 and a rifleman in the bunker stopped every enemy 
attempt to get into the perimeter, each time forcing the enemy back with heavy casualties. 

During the third and most determined enemy attack Sepoy Gul Amir's bunker received a direct hit from an enemy 75mm gun and 
collapsed. Both his guns No. 2 and the rifleman were seriously injured and he himself sustained a severe head wound. 

Sepoy Gul Amir then, though wounded and badly shaken, cleared the debris away from the loophole of his bunker, and got his gun 
into action and again engaged the enemy. 

After thirty minutes fierce fighting the enemy in a desperate charge burst through the wire and overran his position. 

Undismayed by this and displaying determination and courage of the highest order, he remained at his post and again smashed every 
enemy attempt to reinforce those who had already penetrated into the position. Eventually the enemy were thrown back from the 
position by a counter attack from the inner perimeter and the position was restored. 

After one hour the enemy again attacked his bunker and during a fight which lasted twenty minutes he again stopped every attempt to 
enter his area and enemy were again forced to retire. 

Throughout this battle which lasted for nine hours Sepoy Gul Amir, wounded and unaided, fighting from a crushed bunker repulsed 
three enemy attacks. His fine courage and spirit and devotion to duty have proved to be an example to all ranks.' 
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792 A Great War Mediterranean operations D.S.M. group of four awarded to Petty Officer Telegraphist S. T. Chandler, 
Royal Navy, who witnessed extensive action aboard the battleship H.M.S. Agamemnon , not least during the 
Dardanelles campaign

Sidney Tom Chandler was born in Manchester in October 1887 and entered the Royal Navy as a Telegraphist in November 1907. 
Advanced to Leading Telegraphist in the following year, he served aboard H.M.S. Fox from May 1910 until February 1912, in which 
period he qualified for the Naval General Service Medal for operations in the Persian Gulf (Medal & clasp), the whereabouts of which 
remains unknown. 

A Petty Officer Telegraphist serving aboard the battleship Agamemnon by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he remained 
similarly employed for the remainder of the War and, in addition to his D.S.M., would have been awarded the 1914-15 Star. Ordered 
to the Dardanelles in early 1915, the Agamemnon was quickly in action, participating in at least four major bombardments of the 
Turkish forts and supporting the main landings on 25 April. Hit by large calibre shells on several occasions, she suffered a number of 
casualties and considerable damage, so much so that she was withdrawn to Malta for a refit in May 1915. 

Returning to the fray as part of the Eastern Mediterranean Squadron, later to be re-designated the Aegean Squadron, Agamemnon 
remained actively employed in support of the Salonika operations, and as a guardship against any attempted break out by the Goeben 
and Breslau, and in May 1917, her gunners damaged the zeppelin LZ-85, forcing the enemy airship to crash land. Finally, in late 
October 1918, she hosted the parties who signed the Armistice of Mudros. 

Chandler, who was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in November 1916, and appears to have seen further action in North Russia in 
1919, was pensioned ashore in October 1923.

He was 
buried in the Essex Farm Cemetery, leper, West-Vlaanderen. With copied m.i.c. and casualty details. 
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An outstanding 'Bloody April' aerial combat M.M. group of four awarded to Sergeant R. E. Tollerfield, No. 11 
Squadron, Royal Flying Corps, when as Observer and Aerial Gunner he was engaged in a combat with 14 machines of 
Jasta 11, led by Baron Manfred von Richthofen

The following recommendation was submitted on 7th May, 1917, by Major C. T. Maclean, 
Commanding No. 11 Squadron, R.F.C.: 

'May I bring to your notice the very gallant work performed on many occasions by Corporal Tollerfield R.E. No. 1197 of No. 11 
Squadron, R.F.C. especially on 22/4/17 when on Photographic Reconnaissance with Capt. Manning he took photographs as ordered 
although attacked by 14 hostile machines and wounded in the hand. All the other machines of the formation were shot down and Capt 
Manning and Corpl Tollerfield successfully engaged the hostile machines until the rest of the formation had recrossed the lines; they 
then returned to our lines with engine damaged and controls shot through. 

Corpl Tollerfield although wounded kept a rapid and accurate fire on the hostile aircraft and enabled his pilot to return to the lines 
safely. The photographs taken by this NCO under the above difficult circumstances were all successful and covered the correct area. 
Corpl Tollerfield did not go to Hospital but had his hand dressed at a C.C.S. daily and continued his work as an Observer. This NCO 
has done very gallant and useful work as an Observer with this Squadron for about 7 months and has had many successful combats 
with hostile aircraft. 

On 12/4/17 he was promoted Corporal from 2/A.M. in recognition of his gallantry and good service in the air on many occasions. On 
13/4/17 when flying with Lieut Savery he shot down a Hostile machine. Corp Tollerfield has always behaved with great coolness and 
gallantry on Reconnaissance and in combats with Hostile aircraft.' 

22 April - At around 2.30 pm six FE2b aircraft of No. 11 Squadron R.F.C. took off from Le Hameau on a Photographic Reconnaissance 
Patrol, one of the aircraft, 'A810', being flown by Captain E. R. Manning, with Corporal R. E. Tollerfield as his Observer and Aerial 
Gunner. What might have been expected to have been a routine operation soon turned into disaster when the formation was spotted by 
the exuberant Jasta 11, led by Manfred von Richthofen, already with 45 victories to his credit. Richthofen led his staffel down onto the 
pushers and made short work of the lumbering FE2b's, shooting down four aircraft, while the remaining two returned with wounded 
gunners. It is not possible to say with any certainty which of these aircraft was added to Richthofen's tally as his 46th kill. The most 
likely candidates are the aircraft of Paine/Rothwell and Fletcher/Franklin, whilst those of Parker/Hesketh and ManningATollerfield are 
also possibilities. (Ref Bloody April... Black September and Above the Trenches by Franks, Guest & Bailey). 

Reginald Edmund Tollerfield was born in Parkstone, in the Parish of St Clements, Dorset, on 6 February 1896. He was a Motor 
Mechanic and Chauffeur when he enlisted for the Royal Flying Corps on 20 April 1914. As 2/A.M. he went to France with No. 12 
Squadron on 9 September 1914, and transferred to No. 11 Squadron in September 1916. He was promoted in the field to Corporal in 
April 1917, and was wounded in action on the 22nd April. He was promoted to Sergeant on 16 May 1917, and two days later left 
France for England where he was posted to the Home Establishment for instruction in flying. Tollerfield eventually transferred to the 
Royal Air Force as Sergeant Mechanic (Pilot) in April 1918, and was discharged on 19 April 1922.

1914, aged 19 years. Serving with the 8th Battalion Royal Berkshire Regiment, he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 7

(.London Gazette 1 September 1916). He was returned to Englad and admitted to St. George's Hospital, London, S.W. for appendicitis, 
17 November-20 December 1916. On 17 February 1917 Ayres was transferred to the Royal Engineers serving with the Inland Water 
Transport Corps as Sapper 243961. He died from meningitis at No. 54 Casualty Clearing Station on 22 July 191 7 and was buried in the 
Merville Communal Cemetery Extension.

'Gunner J. A. King was wireless operator in an armoured O.P. during the enemy attack on Ed Duda on 29 November 1941. The O.P. 
was forward but to a flank of our tanks in an isolated position, and was suddenly blinded by an enemy smoke screen. Shortly 
afterwards, enemy tanks emerged from the screen and engaged the armoured O.P. at close range. Two hits were scored in the engine, 
thereby making the light tank immobile. Gunner King was quite unperturbed, and continued to pass fire orders until he was ordered to 
evacuate the tank. Even then he did not leave until he had made certain that his set was unserviceable to the enemy. He showed the 
very greatest bravery, devotion to duty and determination throughout the whole operation. The officer in the tank was wounded shortly 
afterwards, and therefore the account of Gunner King's gallantry has only recently been learnt.' 

The action at Ed Duda, one of many notable actions fought around Sidi Rezegh in November 1941, assisted in keeping open the 
"Tobruk Corridor". And specific mention of the recipient's battery at work is to be found in The Crucible of War, by Barrie Pitt: 

'The first move in the battle began late the following morning (29 November) when 15th Panzer, which had climbed the Escarpment 
east of Point 1 75, swept down the Sidi Rezegh valley to turn north around Abiar el Amar in a move reversing the sequence with which 
21st Panzer had opened their first attack on the airfield seven days before. By mid-afternoon they were facing north-east towards the 
defences of Ed Duda, which consisted of the infantry of 1st Essex, 2nd/13th Australians, a company of 1st Royal Northumberland 
machine-gunners and twenty-six 1' tanks of 4th R.T.R., all under command of Lieutenant-Colonel Walter O'Carroll of the R.T.R. In a 
three-hour attack, the leading Panzers rolled over two companies of the unfortunate Essex infantrymen, destroyed all the anti-tank guns 
in the area and knocked out fifteen tanks, but fortunately for O'Carroll, just behind his headquarters was a battery of Royal Horse 
Artillery. When, shortly after 1700 hours, the Panzers advanced again, they found themselves pinned down by a storm of fire which 
took them totally by surprise. 

Moreover, the bombardment increased as darkness thickened, for Brigadier Willison arrived and decided that shock tactics alone 
would rectify the situation. Just before midnight, after yet another crashing barrage from the R.H.A., the eleven remaining tanks of 4th 
R.T.R. lined up abreast with only a foot between their horns and advanced directly forwards with every gun firing as fast as it could be 
reloaded and two companies of Australians charging with the bayonet immediately behind. By 0200 hours, the Essex positions were re¬ 
established, 167 German prisoners were being led back towards Tobruk and the bodies of many more littered the area. Panzer 
Regiment 8 had been bloodily repulsed and the Tobruk "Appendix" still existed.' 

Sadly, however, John Arthur King, a native of Torquay, was killed in action in the Cauldron battle on 2 June 1942, by which date he 
had been advanced to Lance-Bombardier in B/O Battery, 1st Regiment Royal Horse Artillery. Buried in the Knightsbridge War 
Cemetery, Acroma, Libya, he left a widow, Mary King, who received her late husband's M.M. at a Buckingham Palace investiture held 
on 8 June 1943; sold with original investiture letter, with later inscription to reverse, and reference to The Sparks Fly Upward, by 
Geoffrey Armstrong, which contains a photograph of the recipient and mention of his gallantry. 
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A Second World War North Africa operations M.M. awarded to Corporal D. L. Wiggett, Oxfordshire & 
Buckinghamshire Light Infantry, who was decorated for his gallantry in the 7th Battalion's attack on the "Humps

leadership maintained the highest fighting qualities of his section, with the result that they captured a strong machine-gun position in 
the face of heavy opposition and accounted for ten of the enemy. Later when his section had occupied the right forward position he put 
out of action fourteen heavily armed enemy who threatened him to the rear with no casualties to his section. Throughout the action his 
conduct of leadership and personal courage were of the highest order/ 

The 7th Battalion, Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry, formed part of 167 Infantry Brigade in the 56th (London) Division. 
Wiggett's award was for gallantry in Operation "Light Infantry" in the Enfidaville area of Tunisia 8-10 May 1943. This was the last 
action of the North African campaign, the Germans surrendering on 13 May.

'At 1230 hours on 2 January 1942, Lance-Sergeant Marshall led his section of 2-pounder guns to within 1000 yards of a battery of 
enemy infantry guns scoring direct hits on two of the guns and setting one tractor ablaze. Both these guns and tractors were captured 
while the enemy withdrew with the other two guns. Lance-Sergeant Marshall then led his section forward close behind the retreating 
Germans and put another vehicle out of action, capturing two German officers and three other ranks. While under heavy fire from 
these light guns and other heavier guns behind, Lance-Sergeant Marshall showed conspicuous gallantry and leadership with his two 
guns, unaccompanied by any supporting troops except 25-pounder fire from guns behind him.' 

Jacob Louis Miller Marshall, a pre-war regular who had witnessed active service in Palestine, was a member of 'M' Battery, 3rd 
Regiment, Royal Horse Artillery, at the time of the above cited deeds. Most probably, therefore, he had been present in the unit's earlier 
actions at Sidi Rezegh in November 1941, when one of its number, 2nd Lieutenant G. W. Gunn, won a V.C. 

Marshall was still serving in 3rd R.H.A. when he was killed in action on 7 July 1942. The son of Mrs. Annie Marshall, of Blyth, 
Northumberland, he has no known grave and is commemorated on the El Alamein Memorial - his mother was sent his G.S.M. for 
Palestine in February 1943 (accompanying original War Office letter refers); also sold with a Roll of Honour newspaper cutting, quoting 
a former comrade ('I shall always remember his courage and coolness in action and his only thought was for me and his gun team'). 
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An unusual Second World War North Africa operations M.M. group of six awarded to Sergeant A. G. Mears, Royal 
Artillery - an award stemming from a recommendation for the American Silver Star 

Military Medal, G.VI.R. (1459584 Sjt. A. G. Mears, R.A.), in its original named card box of issue and forwarding box, 
with related Buckingham Palace letter; 1939-45 Star; Africa Star; Italy Star; Defence and War Medals 1939-45, good very 
fine and better (6) £800-1000 

M.M. London Gazette 23 September 1943. The original recommendation - for an American Silver Star submitted by a Colonel in the U. 
S. 18th Infantry - states: 

'At 1200 hours on 11 January 1943, a gun crew of Troop 'B', 51st Light Anti-Aircraft Regiment showed conspicuous gallantry in action, 
near Medjex El Bab, Tunisia. This gun was in a position near the H.Q. of 2nd Battalion, 18th U.S. Infantry when the area was bombed 
by 12 German dive-bombers with fighter escort. One bomb landed within 30 feet of the gun wounding six members of the gun crew, 
besides killing two infantrymen and wounding one officer and several men nearby. Despite their wounds, and with complete disregard 
for their own safety, this gun crew continued to fire on the enemy planes until the attack ended. 

The members of this gun were: 

Sergeant A. G. Mears - body wounds. 

Bombardier D. W. McKenzie - serious head wound (died). 

Driver S. W. Geering - leg wounds. 

Gunner F. Craddock - back wounds. 

Gunner G. Cooling - elbow wounds. 

Gunner E. A. Maloney - side wounds. 

Lance-Bombardier G. Little - not hit. 

Gunner S. F. Johns - not hit. 

I am recommending to the Commanding General, 1st U.S. Infantry Division, that all of these men be awarded the Silver Star citation for 
gallantry in action.' 

The above having been passed to the British authorities, Mears was recommended for the M.M.: 

'On 11 January 1943, near Medjex El Bab, for keeping his gun in action during a dive bombing attack by 12 German bombers with 
fighter escort, despite wounds to himself and other members of his gun crew.' 
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A Second World War Italy operations M.M. group of seven awarded to Private J. Hastie, Essex Regiment, who was 
decorated for his gallantry during the 5th Battalion's attack on Villa Grande in December 1943

'On 22 December 1943, Private Hastie belonged to a section of the leading platoon in the attack on Villa Grande. 

His Section Commander became a casualty, but this young soldier immediately took charge and himself led the section into the house 
which was their objective, killing two of the enemy garrison as he advanced. 

Subsequently when the Platoon was in danger of running out of ammunition Private Hastie, without waiting for orders, worked his way 
across open, bullet-swept ground and succeeded in getting further supplies from the casualties lying there. 

During the night when a house in the closest contact to the enemy was being held, and lights of any kind were naturally out of the 
question, the quiet good humour of Private Hastie did much to maintain the morale of those present. 

In the words of his Company Commander, "his coolness and courage throughout the day was an inspiration to us all." '

A rare Second World War Normandy operations M.M. group of five awarded to Bombardier J. R. Warner, 150 (South 
Nottinghamshire Hussars) Field Regiment, R.A., 6th Airborne Division, who was decorated for his gallantry in the 
assault on Pont L'Eveque in August 1944

M.M. London Gazette 21 December 1944. The original recommendation for an immediate award - approved by Montgomery - states: 

'At Pont L'Eveque on 23 August 1944, Bombardier J. R. Warner was detailed by his Troop Commander to return to the gun position and 
change a damaged wireless set. When he returned the Battalion had moved forward and so, having organised communication in the 
rear, he set out alone across the river and through the burning town to find his Troop Commander. 

The route forward was under fire from enemy mortars and automatic weapons, but this N.C.O. went forward and re-established 
communication between O.P. and guns. Fire was thus brought to bear on enemy positions which were harassing our forward troops. In 
the subsequent withdrawal Bombardier Warner remained with his Troop Commander and left with the last company. 

Throughout the action this N.C.O. displayed courage and initiative and his action in restoring communications greatly assisted the 
infantry in withdrawing from a very difficult situation. His conduct throughout was worthy of the highest praise.' 

John Robert Warner was serving in 150 (South Nottinghamshire Hussars) Field Regiment, part of 6th Airborne Division, at the time of 
the above cited deeds in August 1944. The unit came ashore with its 25-pounders at Colvile-sur-Orne on D-Day + 1 and remained 
actively employed in support of the 6th Airborne Division up until its disbandment in December 1944. 
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A Second World War Italy operations M.M. group of four awarded to Gunner J. Fleming, 53rd Field Regiment, Royal 
Artillery, who was decorated for his gallantry during the advance through Fornella in September 1944 

Military Medal, G.VI.R. (14364114 Gnr. J. Fleming, R.A.), in its named card box of issue and forwarding box, with 
related Buckingham Palace letter; 1939-45 Star; Italy Star; War Medal 1939-45, in their original addressed card 
forwarding box, together with a gilt and enamel Masonic 'Operative Lodge' Medal, with upper enamelled clasp '1939 
-1945' and the reverse inscribed 'Brother J. H. Fleming', extremely fine (5) £800-1000 

M.M. London Gazette 8 February 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On 2 September 1944, during the advance through Fornella, Gunner Fleming was one of an O.P. party with 6/13 Royal Frontier Force 
Rifles. The party was moving in a mule pack, and at one point came under heavy shell fire. A number of mules other than those of the 
O.P. party were in the same area and as a result of the shelling several bolted. Gunner Fleming who was in charge of two mules, 
succeeded in holding them on the track in spite of their attempts to stampede with the others and then single-handed, completely 
ignoring the shelling which increased in intensity as the German gunners realised they had got to their target, steadied the mules and 
re-loaded one on which the saddle had slipped when it fell during the shelling. 

As the advance continued, the party was repeatedly shelled, but Gunner Fleming retained control of his mules and was successful in 
getting the wireless set and other equipment to the O.P. After taking the mules back to the mule point, Gunner Fleming returned to the 
O.P. and took over his duties as O.P. signaller. The O.P. had to be moved on two occasions as shelling or mortaring made it untenable, 
but despite this, Gunner Fleming carried out his duties coolly and efficiently. 

During this period when the O.P. was subjected to the heaviest shelling experienced for a long time, Gunner Fleming by his courage 
and initiative not only ensured the safe arrival of the O.P. equipment, but also set an example which helped to steady his own party 
and also the infantry with whom they were working.' 

john Fleming, a native of Dumfries, was serving in 53rd Field Regiment, R.A., a component of 8th Indian Division, 13 Corps, at the 
time of the above cited deeds. 
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A good Second World War North-West Europe operations M.M. group of five awarded to Sergeant F. K. Bell, Royal 
Scots Fusiliers, who was decorated for his gallantry in the 6th Battalion's advance on Liesel, Belgium in October 1944 
- buried in a slit trench by heavy calibre shell, he dug himself out and ended the day with a score of two enemy 
soldiers

M.M. London Gazette 1 March 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'On 30 October 1944, 'D' Company, 6th Battalion, Royal Scots Fusiliers, was advancing on Liesel. Lance-Corporal Bell, who was 2nd- 
in-command of the rear section of No. 18 Platoon, came under heavy unlocated M.G. fire. He immediately got his Bren gun into 
action, firing in the general direction of the M.G. post. This fire effectively neutralised the enemy post for a long enough period to 
enable the Platoon to get to cover. 

Lance-Corporal Bell then made a quick recce for a better position for his Bren, being himself now under resumed fire. Having re¬ 
positioned his Bren, he moved round to the left in order to locate the enemy post, which he successfully did. He killed at least two of 
the enemy with his own rifle fire. He continued to engage the enemy post with his rifle despite M.G. fire directed against him from 
another enemy post on the left. He was then ordered to withdraw. 

Later in the same day a very heavy shell buried him and his Bren gunner in their slit trench. He managed to dig himself and his Bren 
gunner out and although badly shaken continued to display the highest courage and coolness throughout the remainder of the action. 

Lance-Corporal Bell throughout this day was an example and inspiration to his platoon both by his personal courage and the quality of 
his leadership and dash he displayed, which have constantly been of the highest standard.' 

Frank Kershaw Bell, a native of Stockport, first saw action with the 6th Battalion, Royal Scots Fusiliers during the Madagascar 
operations in 1942, and had a close call while manning a position with No. 5 Platoon, 'C' Company, a grenade landing between 
himself and a comrade - the latter managed to pick it up but it detonated as he threw it, seriously wounding him in the side and 
blowing off a foot. 

Following his gallantry at Liesel, Bell was invested with the riband of his M.M. by Montgomery in a parade held at Zomeron, and went 
on to see further action at the crossing of the Rhine on 26 March 1945, an accompanying regimental museum letter stating that he was 
wounded on the same occasion. 
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A fine Second World War battle of Kohima M.M. awarded to Private K. G. Williams, Royal Army Medical Corps 

Military Medal, G.VI.R. (7517259 Pte. K. G. Williams, R.A.M.C.), in its named card box of issue and forwarding box, 
with related Buckingham Palace forwarding letter, extremely fine £1600-1800 

M.M. London Gazette 22 March 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'Whilst at Kohima on 5 May 1944, Private Williams went forward with Staff Sergeant Davies on F.S.D. [Field Supply Depot] Ridge 
under heavy automatic weapon and mortar fire and succeeded in getting back a wounded N.C.O., Lance-Corporal Harris of the 1st 
Battalion, Royal Welch Fusiliers. 

On the same day, when it was impossible to evacuate casualties from the Advanced Dressing Station (A.D.S.), owing to small arms fire, 
on his own initiative he went alone down Hospital Hill and contacted a tank, which he brought back to the A.D.S. to give cover to the 
stretcher bearers while carrying down the hill. 

Note: Private Williams was recommended for a Mention in Despatches for services in the Arakan Campaign on 20 May 1943; this 
recommendation, however, was not approved by higher authority.' 

Kenneth George Williams, who was born in December 1917, enlisted in the Royal Army Medical Corps as a Nursing Orderly in 
September 1939. And by the time of the above cited deeds at Kohima in May 1944, he was serving in 6 (British) Field Ambulance, R.A. 
M.C., a component of 6th Brigade, 2nd Division, 33 (Indian) Corps. 

The Second Battle of Kohima, May-June 1944 

With the lifting of the siege of Kohima in mid-April 1944, another major battle for that famous ridge commenced, only on this occasion 
the British and Indian forces found themselves on the offensive against an enemy who excelled in defensive warfare. Defending every 
bunker with extraordinary determination, the surviving elements of Sato's 31st Division reaped heavy casualties on the men of 4th, 5th 
and 6th Brigades who had been allotted the unenvious task of taking the Allied advance forward. 

In scenes reminiscent of the famous siege, fierce hand-to-hand fighting, sniping, grenade and phosphorous bomb attacks, and bayonet 
charges were all part of everyday life, the Williams' 6th Brigade being given the task of clearing the area of the District Commissioner's 
bungalow, the scene of so much bloody fighting in the original siege. Unsurprisingly the men of the R.A.M.C. found themselves 
working round the clock, often in great danger and always in atrocious conditions. Of earlier exploits by the Medics on this very ridge, 
one historian described such courageous deeds being carried out amidst 'horrible scenes of carnage ... in a welter of severed limbs, 
blood, excrement and scattered entrails', facts no doubt well known to Private Williams. 

The 5th May found 6th Brigade embroiled in fierce fighting on the Field Supply Depot ridge, its component Infantry in the form of the 
Royal Welch Fusiliers, Royal Berkshires and Durham Light Infantry taking terrible casualties - it was on this day that Williams rescued a 
Lance-Corporal of the former Regiment, in addition to laying on protection for the gradual evacuation of the Advanced Dressing 
Station. But, as summed up in Kohima , by A. Swinson, worse was to come: 

'7 May and the three days that followed were probably the bitterest time in the whole battle of Kohima. After thirty-four days and nights 
of close and bloody fighting, after hunger, thirst, discomfort, after appalling casualties, the enemy still held the main bastions of their 
position. No bombs, shells, mortars, flame-throwers, or grenades could seem to shift them. The 3.7 howitzers which could have 
reached many of their positions were silent through lack of ammunition; no amount of railing, correspondence, argument or anything 
else, could produce any. The Japs had lost thousands upon thousands of men, and reports kept saying they were weak and diseased 
and running short of ammunition. But all the British, Gurkhas and Indians knew was that as soon as they got near a bunker, the fire 
poured out of it as mercilessly as ever. The British Battalions were now reduced to three or four hundred men; some had less ... It 
would be untrue to say that the Division had faltered; but in these days, Officers and men would sometimes look at the great ring of 
mountains encircling them, and wonder how on earth it could be taken, how flesh and blood could possibly stand much more'. 

It would not be until early June that General Sato and his 31 st Division were finally put to flight. 

Williams was discharged at Hereford in February 1946. 

Sold with the recipient's original Soldier's Release Book, Class 'A', together with a letter of reference from Major R. E. Johnson, R.A.M. 
C., dated 1 September 1944, in which he refers to Williams' gallantry in the Imphal and Kohima actions. 
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A Second World War Italy operations M.M. group of five awarded to Lance-Bombardier E. T. Mitchem, 91st Field 
Regiment, Royal Artillery, who was decorated for gallantry and awarded a "mention" in the period December 1943 to 
April 1944, including the Anzio operations

M.M. London Gazette 19 April 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'On 5 December 1943, Lance-Bombardier Mitchem, then a Gunner, was acting as O.P. Assistant of a party liaising with the 133rd 
Regiment, U.S. Army. The H.Q. areas in view of the enemy's O.Ps was subjected to continual shell fire. After one concentration which 
broke the line, two men left to repair it. While out a further concentration came down and it appeared that both men as well as the line 
were lost. Lance-Bombardier Mitchem, awaiting no orders, immediately went out and under further shell fire mended five breaks in the 
line and located the two men. 

At Tufo from 19-22 January 1944, when the O.P. on Point 201 was counter-attacked, Lance-Bombardier Mitchem displayed great 
courage. When the O.P. was finally overrun, he saved the wireless set and thus enabled his Troop Commander to establish a further O. 
P., which was again overrun. His officer being wounded and captured and the set destroyed, he conducted his party to safety through 
heavy shelling to our lines. 

At Anzio, between 16-30 April 1944, he again displayed on all occasions cheerful courage under fire.' 

Edward Thomas Mitchem enlisted in the 91st Field Regiment, R.A. (Territorials) in April 1939 and first saw action with the B.E.F. out in 
France in 1940. The Regiment was subsequently embarked for India, and thence the Middle East, but it was for his gallant deeds in Italy 
that he was awarded his M.M. and mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 24 August 1944, refers). He was demobilised in February 
1946. 



A fine Second World War Italy operations M.M. group of six awarded to Lance-Naik Dharamsing Gurung, 2/4th 
Gurkha Rifles - challenged by an enemy sentry he shot him dead, stormed the objective and, though wounded, refused 
to hand over command of his section

M.M. London Gazette 24 May 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On the night of 1 7-18 December 1944, Lance-Naik Dharamsing was commander of one of the sections of 'C' Company whose task 
was to occupy a bridge head on the west bank of the River Senio in the area of houses at 21 7244. 

While approaching his section's objective they were challenged by an enemy sentry. Lance-Naik Dharamsing immediately killed the 
sentry with a burst from his Tommy gun and, without hesitation, led the section in a charge straight at his objective. He captured it but 
was wounded in the knee during the assault. Despite his wound, Lance-Naik Dharamsing refused to hand over command of his section 
but again led them in an assault, in co-operation with another platoon, on the final company objective. 

Lance-Naik Dharamsing by his dashing leadership and refusal to be defeated was an inspiration to his men. He contributed very greatly 
to the success of his platoon in capturing their strongly held objective.' 
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A fine Second World War Burma operations M.M. awarded to Company Quarter-Master Havildar Qadar Baksh, 
Machine Gun Battalion, Jat Regiment, who moved around as bomb splinters peppered his position, shouting at the 
Japs in Urdu at the top of his voice - "Come here, come here!" 

Military Medal, G.VI.R. (11559 C.Q.M.H. Qadar Baksh, Jat. R.) impressed naming, contact wear , nearly very fine 

£800-1000 


M.M. London Gazette 24 May 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'On the night of 14-15 February 1945, on the eastern edge of the bridgehead on the south bank of the River Irrawaddy, C.Q.M.H. 
Qadar Bakhsh was commanding a section of M.M.Gs of the M.G. Battalion, 9/Jats, in an outpost, with one section of the 2nd Battalion, 
Border Regiment as protection. The outpost was about 80 yards outside the Battalion perimeter. 

During the night a large party of enemy infiltrated between the outpost and the perimeter and commenced to dig-in. Although engaged 
by heavy small arms and grenade-discharger fire, C.Q.M.H. Qadar Bakhsh engaged the enemy immediately. Further, his position was 
such that mortar fire directed on the enemy from the Battalion perimeter was constantly falling very close to his party, and bomb 
splinters were peppering his position always. 

With complete disregard for his own personal safety C.Q.M.H. Qadar Bakhsh moved around his position, indicating targets to his gun 
crews, and by his cheerfulness and coolness was a source of inspiration to his men. He shouted in Urdu at the Japs many times at the 
top of his voice, "Idhar-ao, Idhar-ao," in the hope that they would disclose their position further. By his coolness and initiative, C.Q.M. 
H. Qadar Bakhsh displayed courage and gallantry of a very high order.' 



An outstanding Second World War Burma operations M.M. awarded to Fusilier M. Wilson, Royal Scots Fusiliers, who 
was decorated for his gallantry in the 1st Battalion in April 1945 - owing to the nature of the ground he used his leg as 
a base for the platoon mortar and, much bruised, 'at the same time hurled derisive remarks at the enemy, thus 
drawing fire on to himself'

M.M. London Gazette 20 September 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'On 29 April 1945, No. 9 Platoon of 'A' Company, contacted a strong enemy position dominating a chaung in the hills east of 
Yinmabin. Fusilier Wilson was No. 1 of his platoon's 2-inch mortar. He, along with the remainder of his platoon, came under heavy 
and sustained rifle fire in the open chaung, which pinned them down in a place where casualties were inevitable sooner or later. 
Realising this, Fusilier Wilson immediately brought his mortar into action against the enemy positions, thus enabling the pinned 
sections and Platoon H.Q. to reach cover at the edge of the chaung without casualties. 

Owing to the nature of the ground, Fusilier Wilson was forced to fire the mortar using his leg as a base, through which he sustained 
severe bruises. Nevertheless, he continued to fire, at the same time hurling derisive remarks at the enemy, thus drawing fire on to 
himself. 

When his ammunition was exhausted he raced back across the open chaung to meet ammunition parties coming up, dashing back with 
a fresh load of bombs to continue firing. He remained in position firing until all his bombs were expended, by which time his platoon 
had established a secure position on the far bank of the chaung. Not until then did he return to the Platoon. 

Due entirely to Fusilier Wilson's personal initiative, great courage and complete disregard for his own safety, his platoon was able to 
establish itself without sustaining a casualty. His action set a fine example to the remainder of his platoon and deserves the highest 
praise.' 

Matthew Wilson was a native of Stevenson, Ayrshire.

Field Regiment, Royal Artillery

M.M. London Gazette 24 January 1946. The original recommendation states: 

'Lance-Bombardier Cameron, driver of an armoured O.P. in North-West Europe, has consistently shown the greatest skill and devotion 
to duty. In Normandy he drove a half-track into a minefield under fire to rescue wounded infantrymen. 

On several occasions, when casualties have occurred in the O.P. party, he has manned the telephone and wireless set for long periods 
and on one occasion, although wounded in the leg and in great pain, refused to leave until his work was completed. At St. Pierra Le 
Vielle, when an enemy counter-attack neared Battalion H.Q., he left the safety of his A.O.P., went forward and took a leading part in 
beating off the enemy with a Bren gun. 

His consistent bravery, cheerful acceptance of all hazards and total disregard for his own safety have always been a splendid 
inspiration to those around him.' 

James Cameron was serving in 90th Field Regiment, R.A., at the time of the above cited deeds. 
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7 was at times guilty of some bravado in an effort to draw the cunning enemy, such as sometimes standing in the section 
truck when passing through a regular ambush point and shouting a challenge in Malay - like a dog baying at the moon! 
It never worked. 

And there was a time when I was in charge of a newly-establishedsection-strength detachment, housed in a wooden 
Chinese social club hut, fortified at the front only with a rampart of sandbags. The place was called Kangkar Jemuluang, 
where a week before bandits had carried out a punitive execution of a Chinese storekeeper. The place was known to 
support the M.R.L.A. and there were many bandit sightings in the locality. So there we were, at section strength in a 
flimsy defence, on the edge of a fair-sized village whose community was at least in part hostile. We were there for a 
week or 10 days before relief from Mersing, some miles to the north. 

It was unsound militarily , but sound politically. On my first day I decided the only strength our vulnerable position had 
was to show that we were there and not afraid of them. With myself unarmed\ and just one Malay airman and his rifle, I 
slowly perambulated the whole length of the street and back three times in the course of our first stint. All we drew were 
dirty looks and women rushing their children inside. But our tour was quiet/

'During the period 20 July - 22 October 1951, Flight Sergeant Harris was the N.C.O. in charge of 'A' Flight, No. 95 Squadron, R.A.F. 
Regiment (Malaya), engaged in Anti-Insurgent Operations in the Sungei Besi district of Selangor. He undertook a great number of 
patrols and ambushes in a most cheerful manner, and very often under most trying conditions. Throughout, his example has been an 
inspiration to all who have served under him and the Squadron as a whole. 

Flight Sergeant Harris displayed courage, endurance and initiative in the line of duty and through his untiring efforts he discovered 
numerous food and equipment dumps, insurgent camps and resting places. His information and observance were responsible for 
further unit successes. 

Throughout this period of anti-insurgent duty, Flight Sergeant Harris displayed tremendous keenness, fortitude and fearless leadership 
far beyond the call of duty.' 

Leslie Charles Ewart Harris was born in Cranbrook, Kent, in December 1916, and enlisted in the Grenadier Guards in January 1935. 
Dissatisfied with 'the interminable bull-shit', however, he bought himself out of the 1st Battalion in August 1937 and returned to 
civilian life. With the advent of hostilities in September 1939, he volunteered his services and was drafted to the East Surrey regiment in 
March 1940, and on achieving a high score on a course at the Small Arms School, Hythe, he was appointed a Sergeant on the Training 
Centre Weapons' Staff and remained similarly employed until being demobilised in March 1946. 

In June 1948, he enlisted as a Gunner Instructor in the R.A.F. Regiment, and was immediately appointed to acting rank of Sergeant. 
Then in November 1949, he was embarked for the Far East, where he joined 'A' Flight of No. 95 (Rifle) Squadron in Malaya and was 
advanced to the acting rank of Flight Sergeant. Of subsequent operations undertaken by 'A' Flight, In Adversity - Exploits of Gallantry 
and Awards to the R.A.F. Regiment and its Associated Forces 1921-1995 , by Squadron Leader N. G. Tucker, states: 

'During the middle and latter parts of 1951 No. 95 Rifle Squadron, R.A.F. Regiment (Malaya), was particularly active, conducting anti¬ 
terrorist operations in the Sungei Besi district of Selangor. Patrols, up to flight strength, were mounted almost daily amongst the estates 
and jungle areas. The laying of ambushes to engage the terrorists, or searches to locate their jungle camps, were frequent tasks which 
brought the Squadron a good deal of success. All flights were engaged with equal vigour, and Flight Sergeant Harris was the Senior 
Non-Commissioned Officer in charge of 'A' Flight. He was awarded the Military Medal for his conduct throughout the three-month 
period of operation, between 20 July and 22 October 1951. 

'A' Flight was engaged in patrols and ambushes almost immediately, operating in difficult, jungle covered country. Flight Sergeant 
Harris led a flight-strength patrol within a week of assuming the tasks, and by the end of July 'A' Flight had found one bandit camp and 
engaged insurgents, retrieving clothing, ammunition and documents. During August, the Squadron as a whole operated with the 1st 
Suffolk Regiment and the Police Jungle Squad on a number of occasions. By the end of the month the intensity of the engagements with 
the insurgents, the Min Yuen, increased greatly. 'A' Flight conducted follow up patrols on two occasions after 'D' Flight had carried out 
3" mortar strikes, against terrorist bases in the Punchong area. 'A' Flight also discovered a further "resting place" for up to 10 men, 
following an engagement with the Min Yuen on 19 August. 

September was by far the most active month during this period of operation. 'A' Flight was particularly successful, discovering a total of 
10 camps, dumps or resting places, and recovering large quantities of terrorist material. In most of these food and Communist 
documents were recovered, and one included a printing press and equipment. The camps were usually large enough to hold between 8 
and 15 personnel, and there was evidence on a number of occasions, by documents and clothing, that female insurgents were active 
within these groups. There were a number of engagements, and the Flight was credited with the Squadron's first confirmed kill of a 
terrorist, following a night ambush. 

'A' Flight continued its record of success during October, with the Squadron's second kill at the beginning of the month, during a battle 
with Min Yuen bandits. The dead terrorist had been implicated in at least four murders. The patrol report for this action stated: 

"At about 1130, 3 bandits, dressed as tappers were contacted and fire was opened on them at a range of 40 yards. Two were seen to be 
wounded, one in the arm and the other in the right side. Two blood trails were followed and one disappeared in some baluker. On 
reaching this point, he stood up to throw a grenade and was killed instantly. The other blood trail disappeared about 20 yards further 
on down the hill. The other bandit was seen sky lined against the top of the hill momentarily. At this point a further blood trail was later 
found. A follow up was made but to no avail. 

On the bandit killed, one grenade, about 50 elastic bands, and a number of documents were found. He had no identity card or weapon 
apart from the grenade. The body was handed over to Sungei Besi Police Station at 1145 hours. Ammunition expenditure included 51 
x .303, 68 x 9mm, 3 grenades." ' 

Harris received his M.M. at a Buckingham Palace investiture held in February 1953, in which month he was transferred to the Reserve; 
sold with several photocopied congratulatory letters and messages.

Recommendation reads: 'At Letse .... on 23rd March 45 this sepoy took part in his coys attack on Pt.534, a strongly held Jap position. 
This sepoys Platoon was ordered to work its way round on the flank of the enemy position and it became held up by very intense L.M. 
G. & G.D. fire from a Jap post. The leading section was unable to extricate itself owing to the accuracy of the fire and was suffering 
casualties. Sepoy Sher Ali, with complete disregard for his own safety, stood up and immediately became the target for the 
concentrated fire of the Jap post, and firing his L.M.G. from the hip, emptied a full magazine into the post. This did not silence the L.M. 
G. and Sepoy Sher Ali then crawled forward underneath a stream of L.M.G. fire and grenades from other positions & lobbed three 
grenades into the post. The occupants then endeavoured to run away. This Sepoy was wounded in the stomach whilst crawling up to 
the post, but although in great pain he again stood up and with his L.M.G. killed all five of the Japs endeavouring to escape, thus 
enabling the Platoon to advance and capture its first objective. By his complete disregard for his own safety, courage, and tenacity this 
sepoy succeeded in removing a serious obstacle to the advance of his Platoon and heartened and inspired his comrades at a time when 
they were suffering casualties, and unable to advance.'

D.F.M. London Gazette 26 May 1942. The original recommendation states: 

'Sergeant Hall has taken part in 30 operational sorties and his technical ability is proved by the fact that not once has his aircraft 
abandoned its mission through wireless failure. He has participated in attacks upon all the heavily defended targets and in mining 
sorties and five times on daylight raids. One of these latter was the raid on the Gneisenau at Brest and another the attack on a French 
power station. Sergeant Hall has been a great success throughout his operational tour, performing always his duties with courage and 
consistent reliability.' 

Philip Myers Peel Hall commenced his operational career as a Wireless Operator with No. 106 Squadron, a Hampden unit based at 
Coningsby, in late May 1941, and he remained in Hampdens for the duration of his tour of duty, an aircraft with striking deficiencies 
that have been summed up by Max Hastings in Bomber Command : 

The Hampden was the most urgent candidate for replacement: cruising at only 155 m.p.h., 10 m.p.h. slower than the other two [the 
Wellington and Whitley], this grotesque-looking flying glasshouse could stand little punishment, lacked power-operated turrets, and 
could only carry a 4000-lb. maximum bomb load.' 

Notwithstanding such deficiencies, Hall went on to complete 30 sorties in the period leading up to March 1942, five of them of a 
daylight nature, not least the Squadron's attack against the Gneisenau at Brest on 24 July 1941, when he flew in Wing Commander R. 
S. Allen's aircraft - despite intense and accurate heavy flak a box of six 106 Hampdens led in the attacking force, all of them being 
damaged by shrapnel. Allen was awarded the D.S.O., and Hall accompanied him on the unit's second daylight raid - against the power 
station at Gosnay, France - in August. 

Otherwise employed on 'gardening' and regular bombing operations, Hall's targets included Aachen, Bremen, Cologne, Duisburg, 
Dusseldorf, Essen, Frankfurt and Kiel, some of them on more than one occasion. Awarded the D.F.M. on completing his operational 
tour in March 1942, about the time Guy Gibson arrived to take over command of 106 from Wing Commander Allen, he was 
commissioned as a Pilot Officer in February 1944 and advanced to Flight Lieutenant in early 1946; sold with a complete run of copied 
O.R.B. entries in respect of his time in No. 106 Squadron.

'Sergeant Murray has now completed 65 operations against the bandits in Malaya. Before joining No. 88 Squadron, he was a Signaller 
with No. 84 Squadron with whom he carried out 29 of these operational sorties. Notwithstanding the fact that, in the Flying Boat Wing, 
a large percentage of his time is spent away from this area of operations and that he has also operated in the Korean theatre with the 
United nations Forces, this N.C.O. has completed a further 36 sorties in Sunderland aircraft over Malaya. His great experience on this 
type of operations has proved invaluable. His keenness, his quiet efficiency as Signaller, Gunner, and in charge of "bombing up" in the 
air have proved of great assistance in the war against the Malayan terrorists. Sergeant Murray has an excellent record of determination 
and skill during a period of protracted operations of different types over the Malayan jungle.' 

john Murray qualified as a Wireless Operator in May 1944, although whether he flew operationally remains unknown, or indeed 
whether he remained in the R.A.F. after the War. More certain is the fact he attended No. 4 Radio School in March-April 1951, prior to 
being ordered to the Far East in May, where, as cited above, he joined No. 84 Squadron, a Brigand unit actively engaged in Malaya - 
he flew his first operation as a Signaller against a target near Kluang and, by the time of his transfer to No. 88 Squadron in September of 
the same year, had flown a further 28 sorties; for further details of Brigand operations in Malaya, see the D.F.C. awarded to Wing 
Commander A. P. Norman, onetime C.O. of No. 84 Squadron, ex-DNW, 19 June 2013 (Lot 800). 

Immediately back in action in 88's Sunderlands - he flew his first "Firedog" sortie on 15 September 1951 - Murray raised his Malayan 
operational tally to the 65 mark by mid-February 1953, these in addition to a further 24 operational sorties flown in support of the 
United Nations Forces in Korea in the same period; moreover, by the time of his return to the U.K. to take up an appointment at R.A.F. 
Kinloss in March 1954, he had flown another 14 sorties on the Korean front. 

His subsequent postings included No. 210 Squadron, flying Neptunes, 1954-56, the Station Flight Gibraltar 1957-58, and No. 224 
Squadron, flying Shackletons, 1958-59, followed by service at the Air Sea Warfare Development Unit 1959-62, again flying 
Shackletons. And his final 'airborne appointment' was in the M.O.T.U. up until late 1965.

Frederic Pierre Gardel Henri Fortoul was born in Toulon in 1910. Dismissed from the Military Academy at La Fleche for inciting 
rebelliousness. Founder of a small Gau I list group in 1942, 'The Liberation of the Var'. Arrested on 13 August 1942 for producing 
Gaul list propaganda leaflets and on 1 October 1942 sentenced to 6 months in prison. Upon his release he became a member of the 
guerilla fighters. Became the departmental chief after the arrest of Uhlmann and the Toulon regional chief in June 1943. Member of the 
Regional Directory of the M.U.R. in the Summer of 1943 until the 'Liberation', responsible for maquis activities, underground resistance 
fighters, parachute drops etc. Settled in Meounes in the Spring of 1944. Arrested in Theze, near to Sisteron and held, 24-30 July 1944. 
Returned to Meounes where he participated in the 'Liberation' and the setting up of resistance municipalities. 

Was one of the founders of the Pionniers de la Resistance in 1945 and was general secretary and editor of their journal. Was President 
of Medailles de la Resistance organisation and founder of I'Union Nationale Collectiviste Party in February 1945 which merged with 
the French Labour Party. Candidate for the 'Mouvement Frangais du Travail in June 1945. Joined the Gaul list Union in October 1946. 
Author of Doctrine des Nations Collectivistes (1939) and Le Capital Humain (1958). 

The King's Medal for Courage in the Cause of Freedom with original type-written letter to accompany the medal from the British 
Embassy, Paris, dated 10 February 1949, addressed to Monsieur Fortoul, 12 rue de I'Abbe de I'Epee, Toulon'. Together with an extract 
from, Biographies de Resistants , by Jean-Marie Guillon, with an approximate English translation, giving Fortoul's wartime services.

This Private was a prisoner of war in Thailand. During the cholera epidemic in the Summer of 1943, he did marvellous work. He 
nursed hundreds of cholera cases quite fearlessly, washed fed and cleansed them without any regard for his own safety, in the most 
indescribably filthy conditions. He was always cheerful, worked tirelessly and must at times have gone for days without sleep. Mere 
words cannot do justice to the work he carried out or the fine example he set, and by his personal care many lives were saved.' 

Arthur Edward Pitman, a native of Weymouth, Dorset, was born in March 1914 and enlisted in the Royal Army Medical Corps in 
December 1936. Taken P.O.W. at the fall of Singapore in February 1942, while serving in No. 18 Field Ambulance, R.A.M.C., he was 
initially incarcerated in Changi, but afterwards was held at assorted camps in Thailand - we may be sure, therefore, that his skills were 
called upon to nurse those employed on the "Railway of Death". His final camp was at Nakhom Pathon, where Colonel Coutts of the 
R.A.M.C. was the Senior British Officer (S.B.O.). 

Sold with a bamboo stemmed lighter, the metalled ends inscribed 'God Save The King' and 'Burma-Siam Railway', and sleeper and 
dog-spikes taken from the bridge over the River Kwai and from the railway line about 8km. north-west of Kanchanaburi - these items 
added later by Ron Penhall.

D.S.C. London Gazette 1 October 1917: 

'For services on patrol duties and submarine searching in Home Waters.' 

The original recommendation states: 

The Commanding Officer would like to submit his opinion that both pilots and crews of airships have behaved exceedingly well, and 
that if it can be proved that C-22 actually sunk the submarine, the conduct of Flight Lieutenant C. S. Coltson, R.N., should be specially 
recognised, as it would be a great encouragement to Airship Pilots. 

It may be pointed out that this officer has shown exceptional coolness and ability in flying since he has been at this station, and the 
Commanding Officer would further mention that lately the weather has been far from ideal for airships flying owing to strong N.E. 
winds and low visibility, the position of the station taken into consideration.' 

Charles Sydney Coltson, who was born in October 1896, entered the R.N.C. Dartmouth as a Naval Cadet in 1911, and was awarded 
the King's Gold Medal on his graduation in the summer of 1913. 

Having then gone to sea as a Midshipman in the battleship Hibernia in May 1914, he transferred to the Royal Naval Air Service and 
went out to France as a trainee airship pilot in October 1915, gaining flying time in the 55-/5 at Marquise. 

Returning to the Home Establishment, he was appointed a Flight Sub. Lieutenant at Pembroke Airship Station in March 1916, and a 
Flight Lieutenant at Kingsnorth Airship Station in September 1916.

Transferred to Mullion Airship Station, Cornwall, in early 1917, under Squadron Commander Hon. C. M. P. Brabazon, Coltson was 
awarded his D.S.C for his command of the C-22 on a patrol in February 191 7. His official report takes up the story: 

'On Monday 12 February 1917, while on patrol in H.M. Airship C-22, about 10 miles E.S.E. of Falmouth at 0845 I sighted a Norwegian 
steamer on my port bow with boats lowered. Proceeding over the vessel I noticed a pulling boat returning to the ship and, looking in 
the direction from which she had come, noticed a large patch of oil on the surface of the water. This I discovered to be the remains of a 
ship apparently torpedoed, a large quantity of wreckage marking the spot. By this time two trawlers had arrived and, descending to 200 
feet, I was able to communicate with them by Semaphore, thus learning that the wreckage was the remains of a vessel torpedoed three 
quarters of an hour beforehand. I also learnt that the submarine had been sighted for a few minutes, but no information could be given 
concerning her course. 

I reported my information by wireless to the station, and then started to sweep to the West and South. 

At 1030, while on a course E.S.E. from the Manacles, and position 59 L.F.R., both by D.R. and from the Lizard Wireless, I spotted a 
submarine coming to the surface one mile on my port bow. She was apparently proceeding West. When her conning tower was above 
the surface, and the wash of the hull just becoming visible, she must have sighted the airship, and made all haste to submerge again. 
She had just succeeded in submerging when I got over the spot and the first bomb I dropped fell some way ahead of her and failed to 
explode. By putting the helm hard over I was able to release my second bomb almost immediately after; this was as near a direct hit as 
possible, the bomb exploding with delay action fuse directly over the swirl left by the conning tower of the submarine. A large quantity 
of oil came to the surface as well as numerous small bubbles. Nothing further was seen of the submarine. The bombs were dropped 
from a height of 1,000 feet. 

A large steamer of 7-8000 tons was approaching, proceeding up channel, and I signalled "Submarine" to her by flash lamp; whether 
she took in the message or not I cannot say. It is possible the submarine spotted this vessel and was lying in wait for her. After this I 
reported by wireless and suggested trawlers should be sent; I then remained in the immediate vicinity for close on two hours, and later 
for another two hours swept an area with a radius of about 15 miles from the spot. There were, however, no signs of the submarine, 
which I believe to have been sunk by the second bomb. 

Eventually I was obliged to return to base owing to trouble with both engines, and the wind increasing, landing at 1505. During the 
patrol the weather was thick, visibility being between two and three miles, and occasional drizzling rain/ 

C-22 was lost in the Channel midway between Land's End and Ushant on 21 March 191 7 - but pilot and crew were rescued. 

Appointed C.O. of the C-2 in August 1917, Coltson remained similarly employed until May 1918, accompanying research revealing 
numerous patrols out of Mullion. He was recommended for advancement to the rank of Captain in the Royal Air Force, his 
Commanding Officer reporting: 

This officer has flown over 1300 hours on patrol. He has shown considerable initiative and sound judgement in all his work. He has 
flown in very rough weather, fog and mist, navigating his ship with great skill. He has carried out successfully a large amount of convoy 
work, and has engaged the enemy on several occasions. In view of this officer's services and conduct, I strongly recommend him for 
promotion to Captain, R.A.F.' 

Of those engagements, relevant Observer's Reports reveal Coltson and the C-2 carrying out an attack on an enemy submarine on 9 
August 1917 - 'Dropped two 1001b. bombs about 300 yards and 200 yards ahead of swirl left by submarine ... Landed at 1400. Very 
gusty wind 25-30 m.p.h. Rough landing, broke forward propeller, two feet tear in envelope forward. Time in Air: 5 hours and 55 
minutes. Distance Flown: 200 miles.' 

Sadly, however, Coltson's gallant and promising career was curtailed in November 1918, when he fell victim to the influenza 
pandemic. He is buried in Berechurch (St. Michael's) Churchyard, Essex.; sold with extensive copied research.

D.F.C. London Gazette 21 September 1918: 

'A bold and skilful airman who in recent operations has destroyed six enemy aeroplanes, accounting for two in one flight. He displays 
marked determination and devotion to duty.' 

Gordon Frank Mason Apps, who was born in Lenham, Kent, in May 1899, was educated at Sutton Valence School and enlisted in the 
Artist's Rifles in February 1917, direct from an engineering apprenticeship at the Tilling-Stevens Motor and Munition Factory. 

Transferring to the Royal Flying Corps that April, he qualified as a pilot and was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in August 1917, 
following which he was ordered to Italy to join No. 66 Squadron, a Sopwith Camel unit. 

Carrying out his first offensive patrols in January 1918, he was to remain similarly employed until being wounded by A.A. fire in his 
right leg on 17 July 1918 - a period encompassing well in excess of 100 operational sorties, 10 confirmed victories and a considerable 
amount of work alongside the Canadian ace, Captain W. G. "Billy" Barker, V.C., D.S.O., M.C., and Lieutenant Alan Jerrard, V.C. 

Apps gained his first confirmed victory, a Berg Scout north of Valstagna, on 11 March, while flying with Alan Jerrard and Captain P. 
Carpenter, the latter stating that he last saw the Berg 'going down absolutely out of control, but was not seen to crash as it had 
disappeared, spinning slowly into a deep ravine, but would almost be certain to crash as apparently no machine could have landed 
safely in such a place.' 

On 28 March, in a combat over the locality of Oderzo, Apps destroyed an Albatross D. Ill, the relevant report stating 'Lieutenant Apps 
followed his E.A. down to about 400 feet, firing about 300 rounds into the E.A., which crashed at 3.20 p.m. However, Apps low-level 
tactics were not without cost, for 'machine-gun fire from the ground was very bad' and his 'machine was hit in several places.' 

On 4 May, while patrolling over Vidor, Apps and three other 66 pilots were attacked by 14 enemy aircraft: 

'Patrol then engaged these E.As. Lieutenant Apps got on the tail of a DV and shot him down in flames over the River Piave. The E.A. fell 
this side of the lines. Lieutenant Apps was then attacked head on by a D. Ill, this being repeated on four distinct occasions and on the 
last of which the E.A. went down out of control. This E.A. was observed to crash and the enemy pilot get out of his machine at Moriago 
by Lieutenant McLeod of No. 28 Squadron, who went down and shot the pilot.' 
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Once again Apps returned to base in a badly damaged aircraft: 'machine was shot through the engine, cowling, centre section, L.H. 
bottom plane, elevators and one flying wire shot away.' 

In a combat on 20 May, fought alongside "Billy" Barker and Lieutenant W. M. MacDonald, Apps chased down a D.V. which had been 
shot up by Barker, thereby confirming his leader's victory - it crashed into the side of a mountain at Sevla. 

A few days later, on the 24th, and once again flying with Barker, he claimed another confirmed D. Ill, following a spectacular 15 
minute combat just above Mount Coppolo - 'Lieutenant Apps fired a long burst when the E.A. was doing a climbing turn and the E.A. 
went down out of control and crashed in the valley.' 

On 21 June, during an offensive patrol with Barker over Motta, Apps took out a D.III, 'after a fight from 14,000 to 9,000 feet, during 
which he fired several good bursts, and the E.A. fell out of control and crashed just south of the railway at Sala di La. This was observed 
by Captain Barker. 

Having then destroyed another Albatross D. Ill in a combat over Chromenti on 28 June - it crashed near Cismon - Apps took out yet 
another one in a combat at 5,000 feet south of Godega on 13 July, the latter, as confirmed by Barker, 'turning over and falling to 
pieces'. 

Finally, on 16 July, Apps shared in the destruction of an L.V.G. south-west of Posimone with Lieutenant A. E. Baker, but on the 
following day he was seriously wounded in the right leg by A.A. fire and had to make an emergency landing back at base. 

Evacuated for treatment in France, and thence in the U.K., he was passed as fit for home service duties in September 1918, when he 
joined No. 50 Squadron as a Flight Commander. 

Finding employment as a civil engineer with the United Aircraft Company at Croydon after the War, Apps settled in Canada in the early 
1920s, initially working for the G.P.O's Imperial Radio Chain. 

In March 1924, however, he was appointed a Flying Officer in the Royal Canadian Air Force and, having gained advancement to Flight 
Lieutenant, he was killed in a flying accident in October 1931. He was buried at St. John's Anglican Cathedral, Manitoba; sold with 
extensive copied research, including a complete run of war diary entries for Apps' time with No. 66 Squadron.

Thomas Robertson Johnston was born in Glasgow in August 1893 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in September 1909. 
Having then attained the rank of Able Seaman, he was re-mustered as an Air Mechanic 1st Class in the Royal Naval Air Service on the 
books of Pembroke III in the summer of 1914 and thence, from April 1915, on the books of President II. 

In February 1916, he joined H.M.S. Laconia on the East Africa Station, followed by an appointment in the Royal Navy's first kite 
balloon ship, Manica , from June 1916 until April 1917, in which period he was advanced to Petty Officer Mechanic - here, then, the 
probable period of operations for which he was awarded his D.S.M. - namely kite balloon operations in East Africa, his service record 
also being endorsed for land services in the period 1916-18, although from April 191 7 on the books of H.M.S. Hyacinth at Zanzibar. 

Transferred to the strength of the newly established Royal Air Force in April 1918, Johnston went out to France that summer and 
remained actively employed until the end of hostilities. Having then served on the strength of No. 48 Squadron during the Third Afghan 
War (Medal & clasp), he was transferred to the Reserve in August 1923; sold with copied research.

Having then seen service in India in 1920, and in Mesopotamia 1921-23, he returned to the Home Establishment and was 
awarded his L.S. & G.C. medal in May 1925. Preen, who was advanced to Warrant Officer 1 st Class in August 1929, was still serving in 
the early 1930s.

60 Khedive's Sudan 1910 Medals were awarded to R.F.C. personnel, 23 of them with the 'Darfur 1916' clasp. 

Gladwell joined the Royal Flying Corps in August 1915 and went out to France as an Air Mechanic 2nd Class that November. 
Subsequently qualifying as a Wireless Telegraphist, he transferred to No. 17 Squadron at Ismailia in Egypt early in the following year, 
and participated in the Darfur operations of March-December 1916, when four B.E. 2c aircraft from the squadron's 'C' Flight went into 
action with the Governor-General Sir Reginald Wingate's blessing, for 'the sudden appearance out of the blue of flying chariots would 
impress on Ali Dinar's followers the futility of resistance.' Henry Keown-Boyd's article, From Private to Pilot (O.M.R.S., June 2010), 
takes up the story: 

'With hindsight, the inclusion of the Flight seems to have been a curiously unnecessary addition to the burden of the war effort bearing 
in mind the considerable logistical and transportation problems involved, balanced against it uncertain effectiveness. Neither the 
aircraft or equipment and stores required could be flown in those days the 1,000 miles to destination, so four crated aeroplanes, their 
fuel in drums, two Leyland lorries, four Crossley tenders, a spare aero engine, two canvas hangars together with arms, ammunition and 
about 60 officers and men had to be transported by sea and land, the latter part of the journey across trackless desert into central Africa. 
Via a series of landing grounds and depots the Flight and its equipment was transported from Port Sudan via Khartoum and El Obied by 
rail, lorry and camel to its main base at Nahud and advance base at Jebel el Hula.' 

Keown-Boyd continues: 

'The first operational flight was made on 12 May 1916 by Lieutenant F. Bellamy and on the 17th a plane piloted by Captain Bannatyne 
was hit by a bullet. On the 23rd, 2nd Lieutenant (later Marshal of the Royal Air Force Sir John) Slessor was wounded in the thigh while 
attacking Ali Dinar's army retreating from its defeat at the battle of Beringia but displaying a certain defiance against Wingate's Flying 
Chariots! The Sultan Ali Dinar escaped from Beringia but was killed by a Camel Corps patrol a few months later.' 

Gladwell was advanced to Air Mechanic 1 st Class in June 191 7, in which rank he transferred to the Royal Air Force in April 1918.

Dudley Carruthers Rees was born in Truro, Cornwall, in November 1894, the son of George Arthur Rees, afterwards Controller for the 
G.P.O. in Johannesburg. Himself employed by the Victoria Falls and Transvaal Power Company Ltd. prior to the Great War, Dudley 
enlisted in the Transvaal Scottish on the outbreak of hostilities, and served in German South-West Africa. 

Having also served briefly in the S.A.M.C., he re-enlisted in the South African Overseas Expeditionary Force in August 1915, and was 
attached to a signalling company, R.E. Arriving in France in April 1916, he was evacuated to England on being wounded in the ribs that 
October, but he rejoined his unit in the Field March 191 7. 

Transferring to the Royal Flying Corps toward the year's end, he was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in January 1918 and, on 
graduating as a Flying Officer in July, was posted to No. 84 Squadron, an S.E. 5a unit, in the following month. Over the coming weeks 
he saw extensive action, his fellow pilots including Captain A. F. W. Beauchamp-Proctor, M.C. D.F.C., who would shortly add the V.C. 
and D.S.O. to his accolades, the former in respect of operations in the very period Rees was on the unit's books. 

On 14 September, Rees 'cut-adrift' a balloon, his combat report stating: 

'When, near Bantouzelle my Flight Commander dived on three balloons. I myself dived on one, opening fire from 200 yards. When 
about 100 yards away and before I had time to fire my Lewis, I was surprised to see the balloon start to rise very rapidly, far faster than I 
could climb. It soon reached 10,000 feet and I concluded I must have cut the cable. It was last seen drifting at 15,000 feet.' 

As reported in the Squadron's war diary, Rees next drove down a balloon on the morning of 18 September and then made a valuable 
reconnaissance along the St. Quentin-Fresnoy Road at 300 feet - 'He returned with his machine badly shot about.' 
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21 September, he shared in the destruction of a Fokker DVI11, his combat report stating: 

'At 5.45 p.m. when N.N.E. of St. Quentin, my patrol leader sighted four Fokker Biplanes following a flight of no. 24 Squadron. He 
worked around into the sun and from a height of 15,000 feet, leapt down upon them: they were at a height of 12,000 feet. My leader 
dived down to the nearest Fokker's nose, while I dived down on his tail. We were firing all the time. The Fokker noticed my patrol 
leader, and turned East, putting his nose down. This enabled me to get right on his tail and fire right into him. He zoomed up out of his 
dive, crossing my path, and I again followed him round, getting a good burst from both guns into him at very close range. He then 
dived straight down to earth and crashed N.E. of St. Quentin.' 

On 24 September, Rees took out another enemy kite balloon N.E. of Gouy, his combat report stating: 

'While flying with 'C' Flight, my leader signalled to the flight to attack a number of balloons. I dived down on one and opened fire at a 
long range with my Vickers. Thereupon the Observer jumped out. At a range of 75 yards, I opened fire with my Lewis gun. The balloon 
commenced to smoulder and as I pulled out of my dive I observed it burst into flames. I was then at 800 feet, so contour-chased home.' 

This balloon victory was confirmed in Beauchamp-Proctor's own combat report, who stated 'within minutes I saw two other balloons 
go down in flames, having been shot down by 2nd Lieutenants Rees and Highwood.' 

On 29 September, however, Rees' promising career came to an end when he was reported missing on an offensive patrol in the 
Bellicourt-St. Quentin area - but not before he had claimed another balloon over Beaurevoir - as witnessed by fellow pilot 2nd 
Lieutenant S. W. Highwood. Probably a victim of Viefeldwebel Oskar Hennrich of Jasta 46, Rees was reported to have died of wounds 
by the Germans on the same date. He was buried in Le Cateau Military Cemetery. 

Rees is also commemorated on the War Memorial of the Victoria Falls and Transvaal Power Company Ltd.

He was transferred to the 
Reserve in April 1919. 

Sold with the recipient's original Soldier's Pay Book for Use on Active Service,

Sydney Harold Boyer Emus, who was born in August 1898, was employed as a 
wholesale meat salesman in London prior to entering the Royal Flying Corps for 
pilot training in May 191 7. 

Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant that August, he was embarked for Egypt in the 
following month and, having qualified for his "Wings", was posted to No. 142 
Squadron as a Flying Officer in March 1918. Having then flown operationally in 
R.E. 8s in the Palestine campaign, he was placed on the Unemployed List in 
February 1919; sold with copied research and photograph.

Russia and, it would appear, with H.Q. Flight, No. 47 Squadron, until returning home in the S.S. Hanover in March 1920. 

Awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in August 1934, Goacher was serving as a Warrant Officer on the renewal of hostilities, and was 
commissioned as a Flying Officer in the Technical Branch in May 1940. And by the time he was placed on the Retired List in 
December 1945, he had risen to the rank of Squadron Leader.

Francis John Phillips, who was born in April 1895, enlisted in the Royal Engineers on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, and 
first went out to France as a Sapper in the following year. 
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Subsequently transferring to the Royal Flying Corps, he qualified as a pilot, and was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in November 
191 7, following which he was posted to No. 48 Squadron out in France in the late summer of 1918. And as verified by official records, 
he claimed a brace of Fokker Biplanes in the month of October, while acting as a Flight Commander. 

Of events on the 9th, his combat report stated: 

1 was leading a formation of 12 Bristol Fighters on offensive patrol. Having dropped our bombs at Courtrai, we turned west towards the 
lines. Shortly after turning west we met seven Fokker Biplanes which we engaged. The E.A. formation was very soon joined by another 
formation of five Fokker Biplanes. Having gathered out formation together after the first engagement, I led them at the E.A. formation. 
During the fight which ensued I saw one of our formation being attacked from the rear. I immediately sat on the tail of the E.A. and 
fired a short burst of 30 rounds into it. The E.A. turned over on its back and went down completely out of control, finally crashing 
between Heule and Courtrai. After it crashed a large cloud of amoke came from the machine. I then turned to attack other E.A/ 

And of events on the 26th: 

'While flying in a formation of Bristols on offensive patrol, a formation of eight Fokker Biplanes was encountered over Renaix, which 
were engaged. During the fight Lieutenant Rae went down a distance of about 5,000 feet on the tail of a Fokker Biplane. Captain 
Phillips followed down, and as Lieutenant Rae pulled out of his dive the Flight Commander continued to follow the E.A. which 
immediately pulled up. As it pulled up Captain Phillips fired and the E.A. went straight down in a vertical dive, and hit the ground at 
Flobecq. The crash was seen by both pilots.' 

Post-war he witnessed active service in the Third Afghan War, was advanced to Flying Officer in August 1924, and placed on the R.A. 
F. Reserve in January 1927, following which he entered commercial life and subsequently joined the staff of Phillips and Powis, aircraft 
manufacturers of Reading. 

But with the looming prospect of war, he successfully applied for the post Deputy Controller and Air Raids Precautions Officer for 
Southampton, in which capacity he had responsibility for 'the whole phase of precautionary methods, including gas masks, shelters, 
co-operation with hospitals, fire brigades, and police, and the question of volunteers for a variety of tasks (The Sussex Daily Record , 
refers). 

In what became known as the "Southampton Blitz", the city was subjected to 57 raids and over 1,500 alarms, and according to A.R.P. 
records over 2,300 bombs were dropped, amounting to over 470 tonnes of high explosive, in addition to some 30,000 incendiary 
devices. Nearly 45,000 buildings were damaged or destroyed, and at the time of the worst raids in November and December 1940, 
there were reports of the burning city being seen as far away as Cherbourg.

He served aboard the Cornwallis 72, flagship of Sir William Parker, from April 1 841 to November 1 842, including the operations 
at Woosung and the final operation of the First China War. The treaty of Nanking was signed in the main cabin of H.M.S. Cornwallis on

As the senior warrant officer on board he would 
have had charge of the sail, rigging and ship's equipment, and responsibility for calling the men to duty. He retired in September 1868, 
after nearly 40 years' service.

Nominated as a Cadet for the East India Company's Bengal Artillery by E.I.C. Director Sir John Hobhouse, at the recommendation of 
Viscount Acheson. Passed by the Military Committee at East India House, London, on 9 March 1842, he embarked for India on the 
Samarang on 10 March 1842. Appointed a 2nd Lieutenant on 11 June 1842, he arrived at Calcutta in July 1842 and was posted to the 
Bengal Foot Artillery in December that year. Promoted to Lieutenant in July 1845, he joined the Army of the Sutlej in January 1846. 
Appointed Adjutant of the Bengal Foot Artillery at Ludhiana, Punjab, 12 September 1 846. Appointed Deputy Commissioner 3rd Class, 
Saugor & Narbuddah Territories, 25 February 1847, rejoining his unit in the provinces, 2 May 1849. Appointed to temporary charge of 
the Saugor District, 13 April 1850 and Deputy Commissioner 2nd Class, Saugor & Narbuddah Territories, 25 June 1852. Appointed 
Deputy Commissioner 1 st Class, Saugor & Narbuddah Territories, 29 April 1853 and appointed to the permanent charge of Saugor on 8 
December 1853. He died at Saugor on 9 September 1856.

Lumley Graham was born in 1828, the son of Sir Sanford Graham, Bt., of Kirkstall, Yorkshire, a contemporary of Lord Byron who 
travelled in Greece before entering politics. 

Appointed an Ensign in the 43rd Regiment in August 1847, Lumley obtained his Lieutenancy in February 1851, and witnessed active 
service in the Kaffir War 1851-53 (Medal). 

Advanced to Captain in June 1854, he next served in the Crimea 1854-55 in the 41st Regiment, part of the time as A.D.C. to Major- 
General Eyre, including the battles of Alma and Inkermann, and the siege of Sebastopol, at which latter place he was severely wounded 
on 29 August 1855, necessitating the amputation of his right arm (Medal & 3 clasps; Turkish Medal). He had meanwhile been 
advanced to Major, and was also appointed a Chevalier of the French Legion of Honour and to the 5th Class of the Turkish Order of 
Medjidie. 

Having then attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in June 1856, he inherited the Baronetcy in 1874, and returned to Kirkstall to run 
the family estate. Sir Lumley died in 1890; also see Lot 273 for his dress miniature medals.

'On the occasion of the wreck of the Birkenhead all ranks , officers and men, acted nobly, each doing his duty to his 
country and his Queen; the coolest and most heroic, if I must differentiate, being Colonel Seton, commanding the 
troops > who from the impact was on deck in full regimentals > giving his orders as if on parade; at the last dying like a 
hero at the post of duty. He set a very inspiring example; conducing to that perfect discipline never surpassed in the 
annals of our Army.' 

Colour-Sergeant Bernard Kilkeary recalls the courage of his C.O. fifty years after the loss of the Birkenhead. 

A rare Victorian M.S.M. group of three awarded to Colour-Sergeant B. Kilkeary, Mid-Ulster Artillery, Auxiliary Forces, 
late 73rd Regiment, a prominent survivor from the loss of the troopship Birkenhead who saved many lives in charge of 
one of ship's cutters, prior to preparing the regimental roll of honour on reaching Simon's Bay - his own account of 
the disaster was published in A Deathless Story on the occasion of the 50th anniversary

Bernard Kilkeary was born at Parsontown, King's County, Ireland, in 1827 and entered the 73rd Regiment at an early age. 

A Sergeant-Major by the time of the Birkenhead disaster on 28 February 1852, he was prominent for his courageous actions in charge 
of a cutter, and left the following account of his experiences: 

'There were, besides the troops, some half-dozen Marines for the four guns which the frigate carried, and a crew of about 120. When I 
stepped on board the vessel in January, 1852, I little thought that she would never again sail over British waters. Colonel Seton, 74th 
Highlanders, who commanded the drafts, amounting to about 500 men, appointed me at Cork Sergeant-Major for the voyage, and all 
went well until that memorable morning in February when the ship struck the reef off Cape Agulhas. 
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Immediately upon impact I went on deck, where, meeting Colonel Seton, I received from him a last command to disembark the women 
and children into a quarter-boat, and take charge of the occupants. In this work I was ably seconded by Cornet Bond, of the 12th 
Lancers (now Captain Bond-Shelton), to whose indefatigable exertions many of the children owed their deliverance from the vessel. He 
himself was saved by swimming to the shore, two miles or so off. Before leaving I heard Captain Salmond tell Colonel Seton there was 
no danger, and it was my intention to have landed the women and children on shore and returned on board ship; but we had scarcely 
pulled away 200 yards when suddenly, and in our full view, the Birkenhead listed and sank, carrying down her living freight. A very 
heavy sea was running at the time, and we decided to stand out to sea, where, after being tossed about for twelve hours, we were 
picked up by the schooner Lioness , of Cape Town. On getting aboard the Lioness I suggested to her captain that our quarter-boat and 
one of his boats should proceed to the scene of the wreck. This he gladly assented to, and it resulted in the rescue of some forty or fifty 
men who were found clinging to the rigging. These were also brought on board the Lioness , whose captain treated us all with the 
greatest kindness. On the next day the Lioness met the Rhadamanthus , and signalled, "Troops on board from the wreck of the 
Birkenhead," whereupon the Rhadamanthus took the schooner in tow, and brought us to Simon's Bay. At Simon's Bay we were 
transferred on board the guardship Castor, while the Rhadamanthus proceeded down to the vicinity of the wreck and found and 
brought to Simon's Bay those survivors who had succeeded in getting ashore. At Simon's Bay I compiled the official narrative of the sad 
occurrence for the military authorities at the Cape/ 

This 'official narrative' was in fact the roll compiled by Kilkeary on arriving at Simon's Bay, from which place it was forwarded with a 
covering letter by Major Wright, the senior surviving officer - 1 conferred with the survivors of rank of each detachment, and 
ascertained the strength of each at the time of sailing and the then effective strength, and from this data I compiled an alphabetical roll 
of the drowned.' 

Kilkeary went on to participate in the Kaffir War operations of 1852-53, including the expedition across the Orange River to Basutoland 
(Medal). Having then witnessed further active service in the Indian Mutiny and been appointed a Colour-Sergeant, he served for 20 
years in the Auxiliary Forces, latterly as a Pay Master Sergeant in the Mid-Ulster Artillery. And he was residing at Dungannon, Co. 
Tyrone, at the time of submitting his account of the Birkenhead disaster to the authors of A Deathless Story in 1902. 

Later still, in August 1905, as recounted in A Deathless Story, Kilkeary was awarded his Meritorious Service Medal: 

The long and honourable career of this military veteran certainly called for some form of special recognition, and it was a source of 
satisfaction to all who knew him when, in 1905, he was selected as a recipient of the Meritorious Service Medal, which carries with it 
an annuity of £10. The medal was presented to Mr. Kilkeary in the King's name at an interesting parade on August 14th of the year 
mentioned, when the permanent staff of the Mid-Ulster Royal Garrison Artillery formed up in review order in the quadrangle of the 
quarters at Castle Hill, Dungannon, and Warrant-Officer Phil Donohoe, R.A., having brought the parade to attention, Captain E. W. M. 
Walker, R.A., the Adjutant, proceeded with the presentation ceremony, which he said had happily fallen to him to perform before 
leaving Dungannon. 

"He holds, as you know, a most honourable record," observed the Adjutant of Mr. Kilkeary. "In fact, the medal has never been 
bestowed in a more deserving case. As you are aware, his military record has extended over thirty-two years, twelve of these being with 
the Colours - the 73rd Regiment - and the remainder here on the Permanent Staff, as well as upon the staff of the Leinster Regiment. 
Besides seeing active service in South Africa and in the Indian Mutiny, he was present at the wreck of the Birkenhead. Doubtless this 
distinction would have been granted to him many years ago had he not thought right to wait so long-so patiently - before making 
application." 

Captain Walker hoped in concluding that the owner of the medal would live many years to wear it, a sentiment in which doubtless all 
heartily joined. Mr. Kilkeary acknowledged the presentation in a well and modestly worded little speech: 

'I beg to return my grateful and dutiful thanks to his most gracious Majesty the King for the signal honour which he has been pleased, 
through your medium, to confer upon me. To you, sir, I also respectfully tender my sincere acknowledgments. It is particularly 
gratifying to me to receive this medal standing in close proximity to Warrant-Officer Donohoe and the members of the Permanent Staff 
Mid-Ulster Royal Garrison Artillery - a regiment in which I served many years, and whose officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
men have at all times upheld the best traditions of the British Army. Believe me, this ceremonial, the recollection of which will never 
fade from my memory, will be deeply appreciated by the Royal Highlanders, that distinguished regiment in which I commenced my 
Military career." '

throughout the day'; also present at Toolsepore. Promoted to Surgeon on the Staff in May 1867 and Surgeon in the 60th Rifles in 
January 1869. Appointed Surgeon Major in the Army Medical Department in May 1867. Retired on Half Pay on 30 June 1875. With 
some copied research.

Saw active service in the Crimean War and in 
the suppression of the Indian Mutiny. Awarded Good Conduct Pay three times, which he forfeited twice; his name was entered 32 
times in the Regimental Defaulters Book and he was tried three times by court martial and imprisoned for drunkenness. 

He was discharged to a Pension at Netley on 21 September 1875; his intended place of residence stated to be Stranraer. With copied 
discharge papers.

Henry Punter was born in Malmesbury, Wiltshire on 7 October 1824. A Carpenter by occupation, he enlisted for the 56th Regiment in 
1845. The regiment was drafted to Crimea with those regiments increasing the British strength for the final push to capture Sebastopol 
and thus bring the costly war to an end. For his services Punter was awarded the Queen's medal with clasp for Sebastopol and the 
Turkish medal (not with lot). On 8 August 1860 he attested for the 20th Regiment at Malmesbury, aged 33 years, and was allowed on 
27 February 1861 to claim his previous 14 years service with the 56th Regiment. His overseas service with both regiments amounted to 
1 year 4 months in the Crimea, 3 years, 290 days in Bermuda, 9 years 154 days in the East Indies and 4 years in Malta. He was 
discharged from Netley hospital due to ill health due to length of service on 12 October 1 866. He was awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal 
with a £5 gratuity in 1865. He died on 12 December 1896. 

Punter married Susanna Pegler in Malmesbury Parish Church on 5 October 1842. It may be that the marriage was not a success, 
despite the birth of a daughter, as three years later he enlisted into the 56th Regiment. His discharge in 1859 was swiftly followed by 
his re-enlistment in the 20th Regiment during the following year. In 1866 he was discharged once more and then married for a second 
time, to Martha Cotterill at Malmesbury on 4 February 1869. The lady, a widow, had three young sons and went on to give Punter a 
further three boys and three girls! However, research with the lot strongly suggests that this second marriage was bigamous.

George Thomas Russ was born in Steventon, Berkshire, the son of Joseph and Ann Russ. Being unemployed, he attested for the King's 
Royal Rifle Corps at Winchester on 23 January 1889, aged 19 years. He served with the 2nd Battalion, May 1 889-February 1890, 4th 
Battalion Mounted Infantry, February 1890-October 1892, and 1st Battalion, October 1892-February 1897. With his unit he served in 
India, February-October 1890 and Burma, October 1890-January 1897. For his services he was entitled to receive the India General 
Service 1854 with clasps for 'Lushai 1889-92' and 'N.E. Frontier 1891' and the India General Service 1895 with clasp for 'Relief of 
Chitral 1895'. However, by 19 August 1895 Russ was under arrest and awaiting trial for being drunk on duty and receiving stolen 
goods. Found guilty, he was sentenced to 9 months imprisonment with hard labour and in addition his two I.G.S. medals were 
forfeited. He was transferred to the Army Reserve in February 1897. In November 1899 he was recalled to the Colours and served in 
South Africa, December 1899-December 1901 with the Rifle Reserve Provisional Battalion, November 1899-February 1900 and the 1st 
Battalion K.R.R.C., from March 1900. On 23 August 1900 an I.G.S. 1854 with clasp for N.E. Frontier 1891 and an I.G.S. 1895 with 
clasp for Relief of Chitral 1895 were restored to him - the restoration due no doubt to his continued good service in the field - however 
no mention was made of the 'Lushai 1889-92' clasp to which he was also entitled. Returning home, Russ was discharged on 22 January 
1902, being time expired.

'Served with the 1st Troop, 1st Brigade, Horse Artillery, throughout the Mutiny, from the outbreak at Jullundur, when the mutineers 
attacked the guns; was present at the siege and capture of Delhi, also at the action at Nudjufghur on 25 August, under General 
Nicholson; served with the Moveable Column under Brigadier Greathed, and was present at the action at Boolundshuhur on 28 
September and at the battle of Agra on 10 October; subsequently served with the same column under Sir Hope Grant; also with the 
Force under Lord Clyde at the relief of Lucknow in November and at the defeat of the Gwalior Contingent at Cawnpore in December 
following; and was present at the siege and capture of Lucknow in March 1858 (Medal & 2 clasps).' 

And of his part in the Second China War: 

'Served with the 1 st Sikh Irregular Cavalry during the China Campaign of 1860, from the landing of the force at Kowloon in April to the 
occupation of Pekin; and was present at the action of 12 August at Singho; on 18 September at Chun-kia-whee, and on 21 September 
near Tungehow (Medal & clasps). 

Kettlewell was advanced to 1 st Class Veterinary Surgeon in March 1869 and to Inspecting Veterinary Surgeon in October 1 877. He was 
placed on the Retired List as a Veterinary Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1895, having served latterly as C.O. of the Veterinary School 
at Lahore. 
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An unusual Victorian campaign group of three awarded to Commandant A. N. Montgomery, 1st Natal Native 
Contingent, late 7th Royal Fusiliers, and latterly Colonial Commander of the Natal Levies for District No. 1 

Canada General Service 1866-70, 1 clasp, Fenian Raid 1866 (Capt. A. N. Montgomery, J.P., 2/7 R. Fus.); South Africa 1877 
-79, no clasp (Coll. Comdr. Captn. Montgomery); South Africa 1877-79, 1 clasp, 1879 (Commdt. A. N. Montgomery, 1st 
Nat. Nat. Comgt.), this last with edge bruise , otherwise generally good very fine (3) £2500-3000 

Alexander Nixon Montgomery was born in Dublin in March 1839, the only son of Handcock Montgomery of Bessmont Park, and was 
educated at Marlborough College. 

Obtaining an Ensigncy in the 6th Dragoons in June 1855, he appears to have been embarked for the Crimea but too late to witness 
active service. Having then transferred to the 7th Royal Fusiliers, and been advanced to Captain in July 1864, he was present in 
operations in Canada during the Fenian Raid of 1866 (Medal & clasp). In 1872, however, he emigrated to South Africa, where he 
served as a J.P. for Maritzburg and for Upper Umkarnaas, and subsequently as a Resident magistrate for Richmond. 

During the Zulu War of 1879, he held two appointments, firstly as Commandant of the 1st Battalion, 1st Regiment of Natal Native 
Contingent, and secondly as Colonial Commander for District No. 1 of the Colonial Levies. The former corps served in No. 2 Column 
under Lieutenant-Colonel Durnford, R.E., and six of its officers and 240 of its men were present at Isandlhwana, although Montgomery, 
apparently a restless man with a quick temper, was not among them, having halted at Kranskop with the remainder of the Battalion. His 
unit subsequently manned Fort Cherry and assorted outposts at Krantz Kop, near Middledrift, following which he took his leave to serve 
as Colonial Commander for District No. 1 of the Colonial Levies (Medal & clasp); see standard references and websites for frequent 
mention of Montgomery. 

In The Washing of the Spears by Donald Morris, reference is made to Montgomery dying at Fort Pearson after being bitten by a snake, 
but if he was indeed bitten he survived the ordeal, and in fact died at his farm "Ismont" near Langford, Natal in 1910.

With the regiment he served 
overseas in India, September 1867-December 1878; Afghanistan, December 1878-September 1879; India, September 1879-January 
1881 and South Africa, January 1881-January 1882. He saw active service in the Second Afghan War and the First Boer War, being 
awarded a medal for the first campaign. Latterly awarded the L.S. & G.C. with gratuity. He was promoted to Corporal in November 
1883, Sergeant (Band Sergeant) in June 1884 and Sergeant Bugler in July 1885. Sheriff was discharged at Carlow in October 1887 
having completed his second period of limited engagement.

Medal), but, tragically, having been promoted to Captain, he committed suicide while in command of the Kingston flotilla of torpedo 
craft - he was found aboard H.M.S. Calliope with his throat cut, a razor by his side.

Charles Higgs enlisted into the 72nd Regiment at Deptford on 4 August 1870, aged 21 years and joined the Regiment on 13 August 
1870. He was stationed at Cork until sailing for India early in 1871. He never returned to England. Among his stations in India between 
1871 and 1878 were Delhi, Umballa, Peshawar, Cherat, Nowshera, Amritsar and Sialkot. 

The 72nd were prominent in the Second Afghan War 1878-80. They fought at Peiwar Kotal, Charasia and Kabul, took part in General 
Roberts 1 famous march from Kabul to Kandahar and fought in the Battle of Kandahar. Higgs appears on the Afghanistan Medal roll, 
entitled to the medal without clasp. 

On the musters he appears as 'Detachment 1 for most of the time between April 1879 and October 1880, by which time he was back in 
India, at Lucknow. He remained at Lucknow until going to Aden at the beginning of 1882, and then to Egypt later in the year where he 
was killed at Tel-el-Kebir.

Edward Carey Tyndale-Biscoe was born in Holton, Oxfordshire, in August 1864, the fourth son of William Earle Tyndale (later Tyndale- 
Biscoe), and was educated at Foster's School, Stubbington, Hampshire, prior to entering Britannia as a Cadet in January 1878 - among 
his fellow class mates were the Prince Albert and Prince George, otherwise known as "Sardine" and "Sprat." 


'Great coolness and gallantry ' with the Bluejackets in Egypt & the Sudan 

Appointed a Midshipman in 1881, he was present in operations off Egypt aboard H.M.S. Euryalus in the following year (Medal; 
Khedive's Star). 

Subsequently landed as a Sub. Lieutenant with the Naval Brigade for the protection of Suakin in 1884, when he was given charge of a 
Gattling gun, he was present at the battles of El-Teb and Tamaai, and was specially mentioned for his 'great coolness and gallantry', in 
addition to being awarded the 5th Class of the Turkish Order of Medjidie. Of events at Tamaai, Tyndale-Biscoe later wrote: 

'At this stage, we in the Naval Brigade had nearly run out of ammunition for our guns. The ammunition had been left behind in that 
part of the square that had stalled behind us. We were still at the edge of the khor. The men had to form round their useless pieces and 
continue desperate hand to hand combat. All three of our Navy Lieutenants and seven Bluejackets were cut to pieces in front of us. 
Midshipman Hewett and I were left to take over command of the Naval Brigade. Once again, we performed a strategic withdrawal. We 
provided machine-gun cover with our last few rounds, fighting the rearguard action as our men withdrew back behind us to the original 
square. We then disabled our guns ... ' 

Advanced to Lieutenant in early 1886, he was granted convalescent leave on account of a stammer, but he returned to sea in the sloop 
Icarus before the year's end. Unfortunately, it proved to be an unhappy appointment, his new captain suffering from mental health 
issues - so much so that he punished offenders by hanging by them by their thumbs from the yardarm. 

By September 1887, Tyndale-Biscoe, aware of the growing unrest in the ship's company, decided to take action and, when his captain 
was ashore at Accra, gathered the crew and told them their C.O. was suffering from a serious medical complaint - possibly caused by 
advanced syphillis. As a result, he informed them, he would resign his commission to bring the matter to Their Lordships' attention. 
However, his captain got wind of the ploy and had Tyndale-Biscoe committed to a medical board on account of his ongoing stammer, 
as a result of which he was invalided from the service - 'This was done more on the evidence of the Captain's letter than upon the 
Surgeon's own findings ... So, I knocked off duty.' 

Pioneer and prospector - raising of the Union Jack at Fort Salisbury 

Three months later, Tyndale-Biscoe pitched up at the London offices of the British South Africa Company, and 'presented them with a 
copy of my credentials'. Duly impressed by said credentials, and following an exchange of cables, he was enrolled on the company's 
books and set sail for Cape Town, taking with him a letter of introduction to Cecil Rhodes. 

As it transpired, Rhodes was away at the time of his arrival in April 1890, so he was interviewed by Major Frank Johnson: 

'Johnson wanted to be assured that a navy man could also have riding and shooting abilities. He already knew my credentials as a 
gunner at sea and on land. I was at his house at 0500 the next morning, as agreed. Back in the saddle, I was soon put through my paces 
in every facet of horsemanship. I was then taken back to the stable to be questioned on stable management. Johnson seemed 
sufficiently satisfied with my prowess as a horseman to bring me down to the beach to test my shooting abilities as well. There were six 
other potential officers on trial including Captain "Skipper" Hoste and Sir John Willoughby. Captain Hoste had been Commodore of the 
Union Company and had commanded the "Trojan". This was the ship on which Cecil Rhodes had chosen him to take part in the 
occupation of Mashonaland. We shot at bottles, sometimes swinging, from varying distances and angles. We tested ourselves with rifles 
and pistols. My experience in deer stalking and shooting driven partridges had honed my marksmanship pretty well. Soon after that, 
Major Johnson signed on only two of us as members of his pioneer column. Part of his strategy must have been to see how we related 
to each other. Skipper Hoste was given B Troop to command. I was enrolled as Lieutenant (R.N. retired) under Captain Roach in C 
Troop. He and I would he in charge of the artillery.' 

Here, then, the opening chapter of a remarkable career as soldier and prospector, a chapter highlighted by his raising of the Union Jack 
at Fort Salisbury on 13 September 1 890 - afterwards the site of Cecil Rhodes Square, Salisbury, Rhodesia. In his own words: 

'Before he departed, Major Johnson issued an order that the Column would parade next day, Saturday 13 September, in full dress at 
1000 hours. Our seven-pounder guns were to fire a Royal Salute to celebrate the occasion as soon as the British Flag had been hoisted. 
He had given me the honour of actually raising the flag. Being a naval man, there was no danger of the Union Jack being raised upside 
down! In the dawn I took members of my brigade to find the straightest pole we could find from the surrounding Masasa trees. Most 
branches were crooked, distorted by veldt fires. 
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Skipper Host, in his enthusiasm, insisted on joining us in his new capacity as parade commander for that day. It did not take us too long 
to find a suitable pole. We rigged halyards and stays as we erected it in the middle of the site chosen for the fort. From thenceforth the 
site was known as Cecil Square. A smart long straight flagpole now marks the spot. At 1000 hours, the men paraded in front of our 
rough flagpole. In the centre were A and B troops of the Pioneer Column. On the right was C troop with two seven-pounder guns at the 
ready. B troop of the police paraded on the left. With me at the base of the flagstaff stood Colonel Pennyfather, commander of the B.S. 
A. Police force. With him were his A.D.C., Sidney Shepstone and Sir John Willoughby, the B.S.A.P. second in command. I stood there 
at attention with the flag rolled up under my arm while Canon Balfour gave a short address and an extempore prayer of thanks for our 
deliverance. His cossack billowed in the breeze. As he concluded the prayer, the bugles sounded "The Royal Salute". The parade 
presented arms while I slowly raised the furled Union Jack to the top of the mast. As I struck the flag, it unfurled itself into the breeze 
and my Naval Brigade fired a twenty one-gun salute. When the echoes of the last shot died away, the Colonel called for three cheers 
for Her Most Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria. The parade responded lustily. I was able to wave my naval sword instead of my hat! 
Mashonaland became part of the British Empire. We now had to defend and nurture it with an economy that would free the tribesmen 
from ignorance and poverty and provide paid work opportunities for everyone, including the Matabele. It was an emotional moment.' 

The Pioneer Corps disbanded, and with prospects of gold mineral wealth beckoning, Tyndale-Biscoe formed a prospecting syndicate 
with, among others, the two Hoste brothers, operating in Mazoe area. But enforcing stability in the region, and ongoing expansion, oft 
intervened - thus a punitive expedition against Chief Mutusa in Manicaland in November 1890, when he carried despatches to Captain 
Forbes. A subsequent attempt to march on Beira was ended by the arrival of message from Queen Victoria - it being feared such actions 
would trigger an international incident owing to existing Portuguese interests. 

Tyndale-Biscoe remained in Manicaland, exploring ancient gold workings, but to no avail, so commenced the long journey back to the 
police camp at Salisbury, a difficult journey owing heavy rainfall and the fact everyone in the party came down with malaria. 
Meanwhile, his earlier prospecting interests in Mazoe area had borne little fruit and, with news of the death of his mother, he returned 
to England in mid-1891. 

Matabeleland 1893 - the 'galloping Maxim' 

Tyndale-Biscoe returned to Cape Town in March of the following year and, having undertaken further prospecting in Umtali, took up 
appointment as a Clerk of the Court at Salisbury. 

In October 1893, however, he returned to uniform, being appointed a Lieutenant in 'A' Troop of the Salisbury Horse, with charge of the 
Nordenfeldt and Gardiner guns. 

The campaign underway, the Salisbury Horse linked up with Major Alan Wilson's column at Iron Mine Hill, and saw action against the 
amaNdebele at Shangani and Bembesi - Tyndale-Biscoe particularly distinguishing himself on a Maxim at the latter action: 

'As soon as the Matabele attacked, the guards rounded up our oxen and horses. They were grazing on the veldt close by. The oxen 
gave no trouble but the horses were terrified by the gunfire. They were brought into the Victorian laager. It was shielded from the 
enemy by our own laager. Before the guards could secure the horses, they started to lunge and rear. Then they managed to charge out 
of the laager in an avalanche of flowing manes and galloping hooves. More than two hundred galloped down the slope towards the 
enemy lines. If they were killed or captured, the columns were doomed. Without horses we would be immobilised. The Matabele 
would be free to wrought terrible vengeance on the helpless Mashona population. For a moment officers and men were frozen in 
horror as warriors ran out of the bushes to guide the horses to their destruction. At that moment, Sir John Willoughby and Captain 
Borrow jumped onto the backs of two picket horses tethered nearby. They raced towards the head of the stampede. One of the grazing 
guardsmen, Trooper Naylor, had pluckily stuck to his charges and was vainly trying to turn them. The two officers soon joined him. 
They rode under heavy fire from the exultant Matabele. They could not possibly reach the head of the stream of horses in time to save 
the day. More Matabele ran from the hush to foil them. At that stage, I managed to bring the maxim machine-gun into action. I 
crouched outside the laager with no cover. It was like old times. I aimed a stream of bullets between the horses and the triumphant 
Matahele. I had to be accurate. I gambled on plumes of dust being thrown upwards to form a dust screen. They did. The warriors leapt 
hack on their side of the dust harrier into safety. The horses veered away on their side. I played the gun so that the horses would be 
herded back towards us. Sir John Willoughby and his companions were able to catch up with the leading horses and brought them all 
back in a wide circle into safer country into the valley behind the Victorian laager. During their mad ride they were under constant fire. 
Miraculously not a man was hit neither did a horse stumble. Disaster had been averted by the grace of God. We were able to share a 
prayer and a drink together after the battle. Dr. Jameson joined us. He was a much-relieved man. Our B.S.A.P. Sergeant-Major later had 
my Maxim gun photographed for posterity.' 

Rhodesia 1896 

The campaign concluded, Tyndale-Biscoe undertook an expedition to N.E. Rhodesia for the Rhodesia Concession Company, where he 
investigated gold prospects in the Luangwa Valley but, following the Jameson Raid of December 1895, and the advent of another 
Matabele rising, he was quickly back in harness as a Captain in the Salisbury Horse, accompanying the force under Colonel Beal. 

Later still, in Major White's force, and once more in charge of the guns, Tyndale-Biscoe distinguished himself in the fighting around 
Hartley. In his own words: 
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The arrival of the Imperial troops in Matabeleland released us in the volunteer forces to return to operate from Salisbury. As soon as we 
arrived in mid July 1896, our first assignment was to relieve those in peril in the Hartley district. Our patrol numbered two hundred 
men under the command of Major White. Once again, I was put in charge of the guns. We had three fights on the way. The rebels had 
fortified some hills near the road. We attacked these and must have eventually killed about one hundred and fifty of the enemy. Our 
losses were minimal. One member of our patrol was killed and three were wounded. We also lost some of our horses. As we travelled, 
we came across the remains of two white miners who had been murdered on the road. They had been attempting to summon help 
from Salisbury. We were surprised to find ten men were still alive when we reached Hartley. They had built a fort on a granite hill. Five 
hundred rebels were camped close by, waiting in siege. Our maxim machine-guns inflicted great mortality upon them. A few managed 
to scatter. The siege was duly raised.' 

Mash on aland 1897 

Attached to the British South Africa Police in 1897-98, Tyndale-Biscoe saw further action and befriended Baden-Powell: 

The Mashona Rebellion had lasted sixteen months. The white civilians killed amounted to three hundred and twenty-seven, and one 
hundred and twenty-seven wounded. These casualties represented one tenth of the White population. Over three hundred of our militia 
had been killed. The rebel casualties must have measured thousands. 

I had been living the life of a soldier in both Matabeleland and Mashonaland for nearly two continuous years. Sleeping on the ground 
with rifle at my side and awakening for the pre dawn "Stand to" became a way of life. The forming of laagers and setting of guards were 
routine. I learnt how important it was to prepare every man in a patrol before delivering an attack. I used ground models of the terrain 
to illustrate the movements that had to take place. This was a graphical way of explaining strategy and inviting opinion. Every man had 
to know his whereabouts in the bush and exactly what was expected of him. Getting lost was a crime. Without a compass, a lost man 
tended to walk in circles. He became a liability. Being able to track spoor was vital. Ambushes were common on both sides. The 
crashing of our seven-pounder and the stutter of our maxims set my cars ringing thereafter, indistinguishable from the screeching of 
Christmas Beatles in the msasa trees. I don't think it is normally possible to be in the saddle for so long, or to endure such hunger and 
thirst on occasion, trying to read where rebels were going or already hiding. In such conditions, one develops a sixth sense. One has 
to.' 

Following the end of hostilities, Tyndale-Biscoe returned to his gold prospecting and mining ventures in the Mazoe area with "Skipper" 
Hoste and, further afield, in the Bindura area, where they worked the Phoenix Prince Mine with some success. 

Further gallantry with the Bluejackets - Ladysmith 

Once again, however, hostilities intervened, Tyndale-Biscoe making his way to Durban, and thence Ladysmith, in October 1899, to 
offer his services to the Naval Brigade: 

'We arrived in Ladysmith about 1830 p.m. I managed to find a bed in the Railway Hotel. However, I could not find Captain Lambton of 
the Naval Brigade until Wednesday morning. I hoped that my experiences as gunnery officer in many land engagements in Africa 
would be of use. He welcomed me on as a member of his ship, H.M.S. Powerful. He had earlier lost his Commander who had 
volunteered for the Western front. I had the experience to help fill this role if need be. My expertise in gunnery was well received. We 
were able to jointly confirm that we were similarly decorated with the order of Medjidie. Lambton had also been present at the battle of 
Tel-el-Kebir in Egypt at the same time that I was landing troops and material at Suez. I was invited to join his company as Naval 
Lieutenant (Retired) from 1st day in November 1899. Another Lieutenant, Edward Stabb, from the Naval Reserve also joined as a 
volunteer that day. That same afternoon, the enemy cut the telegraph wire and blew up the railway line from Colenso. The siege of 
Ladysmith began in earnest.' 

Given charge of 12-pounder and Maxim gun, he quickly saw action: 

'We were returning the fire of the "Long Tom" that the enemy had dragged up onto Pepworth Hill. The Boers made splendid shooting. 
Their shells burst all round our position. About 0900 a.m. a flash and a burst of white smoke was seen again. We had about twenty-five 
seconds to take cover, but this shell unfortunately fell inside our bastion. It was not built high enough. Poor Lieutenant Edgerton was hit 
by the ninety-six pound shell. Three of our bluejackets were wounded at the same time. Edgerton lost his right leg above the knee and 
his left below the knee. I was close to him at the time. Surgeon Fowler was on the spot and did all he could for him. The bluejackets 
lifted him tenderly onto a dhoolie until he could be taken to hospital in an ambulance wagon. He was so plucky. He said that he was 
afraid that his cricket days would probably be over. He lit a cigarette as he was being carried down to the hospital. The doctor operated 
on him as soon as possible, but the shock was too great. Although he did regain consciousness after the operation, he died. Both legs 
had to be amputated. Everyone in the Naval Brigade was upset.' 

Mentioned in despatches by Captain Lambton, Tyndale-Biscoe returned home in the Powerful, arriving to a triumphant reception at 
Portsmouth April 1900: 

'I had to undergo the painful operation of public dinners that had been arranged. The one given by the Mayor and corporation at the 
Portsmouth Town Hall on 30 April turned out to be a riotous affair. The bluejackets at the long tables cheered each other to the rafters, 
whilst the distinguished hosts and officers tried to listen to the toastmaster above the din. The Naval Officers gave us an additional 
dinner at their club in Portsmouth. We had to attend yet another dinner in London, given by the Mayor in the inspection of the Naval 
Brigade by Queen Victoria at Windsor Castle on 2 May.' 

Finally, in April 1902, he was specially promoted to Commander (Retired). Well, nearly finally, for during the Great War he served at 
Staff H.Q. in Delhi as a Major in the Censorship Office. 

Retiring to the south coast in England, Tyndale-Biscoe nonetheless attended each 10th anniversary gathering at Salisbury up until 1940, 
the year before his death, having concluded in the interim that in Africa, 'the choice between taking the high road or the low road, 
remains precarious.'

Arthur James Collins was born in Sawton, Devonshire in 1871, the son of James and Ann Collins. A Carpenter by occupation, he 
attested for the K.R.R.C. at Exeter on 1 7 February 1891, aged 19 years, 10 months. Posted to the 4th Battalion in September 1891 and 
to the 1st Battalion in October 1892. Served overseas in Burma, September 1891-October 1892; India, October 1892-January 1897; 
and Mauritius, January 1897-January 1899. His transfer from India to Mauritius was not without incident, as Collins, a member of 'G' 
Company, 1st Battalion K.R.R.C., was a survivor from the troopship Warren Hastings when she ran aground and was wrecked off the 
Island of Reunion, on 14 January 1897. He was transferred to the Army Reserve in January 1899 but recalled to the Colours in October 
and served in South Africa, November 1899-August 1900 and again, May-July 1902.

Seymour Norton-Taylor, who was born at Bovey Tracey, Devon in November 1878, first saw active service as a Private in 'C' 
Company, 1st Regiment of Florida Infantry in the Spanish War of 1898, having enlisted in that corps at Tampa, Florida that May. 
Discharged at Tallahassee at the end of the same year, he next travelled to South Africa, where he enlisted in the 1/lmperial Light Horse 
and was present at Elandslaagte and the defence of Ladysmith, and participated in later operations after being commissioned in the 2nd 
Battalion. 

Having then made his way to Canada where he worked as a rancher, Norton-Taylor volunteered for the Overseas Expeditionary Force 
at Valcartier, Quebec in August 1914 and was quickly commissioned as a Lieutenant in the 10th Battalion Canadian Infantry. 
Embarked for England in the following month, and thence for France, he was wounded by shrapnel in his right hand on 13 March 
1915, and evacuated to the U.K. 
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Rejoining his unit in the Field as a Temporary Captain a month or two later, he was seriously wounded by an explosion in his dugout at 
Ploegsteert on 23 October 1915: 

'During the month of October 1915, Private Clutterbuck found a nose-cap of a shell. He took it into the dugout, where he accidentally 
dropped it. An explosion followed with the result that Captain Norton-Taylor, who was in the dugout, was severely wounded in the 
legs and Private Clutterbuck was also severely wounded - he afterwards died as a result of his injuries' (an official witness statement 
refers). 

Rushed to a Casualty Clearing Station at Bailleul, and thence to the Red Cross Hospital at Le Touquet, both of Norton-Taylor's legs 
were amputated below the knee, but, after gangrene set in, it was necessary to amputate the right leg above the knee. Yet the latter still 
caused problems by the time he was strong enough to be transferred to a hospital in the U.K., and a further 'shortening operation' took 
place in December 1916. Indeed Norton-Taylor did not return to duty until May 1917, having by then mastered the use of his artificial 
limbs, and was seconded to the Adjutant-General's Branch as, appropriately enough, a Hospital Representative. He was honourably 
discharged as a Major in October 1919, and, given his terrible wounds, lived to a ripe old age, dying at Westgate, Kent in December 
1963.

1893, aged 18 years, 3 months. He was posted to the 1st Battalion. Convicted of absence and breaking into quarters, he was 
imprisoned with hard labour, 22 October-4 November 1898 and was again imprisoned with hard labour for absence, 13 February-26 
February 1899. With the 2nd Battalion he served in the Boer War, December 1899-September 1902; Settle being present with the 
battalion at the battle of Spion Kop, 23/24 January 1900 in which the regiment took heavy casualties. Fortunate to escape injury and 
death in this and other actions, Settle then transferred to the Army Reserve in December 1902 and was discharged on 22 September 
1905. 

Abner Settle married Mary Alice Molyneux at Bury Parish Church on 29 October 1902, listing his occupation at that time as Labourer. 
With his wife he lived at 32 Bank Top, Radcliffe. He died on 13 October 1906 - drowning in the Bury and Bolton Canal at Lower 
Hinds, Elton, whilst under the influence of drink.

R. Barr at the British Consul, Shanghai, advising him of the dispatch under separate cover of the Certificate of Membership in the 
Military Order of the Dragon. Original correspondence from this society is of the highest rarity, only a small handful of any such 
examples being known to have survived. According to the membership roll of the Military Order of the Dragon only seven recipients of 
the medal also received the British medal for the Defence of Legations. The pair is also accompanied by a piece of modern 
replacement ribbon for the Military Order of the Dragon, and four copied group photographs which include Barr in Pekin before and 
during the siege. 

Leslie Harry Rupert Barr was born in 1877. He was appointed a Student Interpreter in Her Britannic Majesty's Consular Service, in 
China, Japan, or Siam, in the London Gazette of 6 June 1 899. 

The British Consular Service in China had been founded in 1842 and, by the end of the nineteenth century, there were twenty-seven 
British consular posts in China, staffed by two Consuls-General, twenty-one Consuls, three Vice-Consuls, eleven First-Class Assistants, 
twenty-two Second-Class Assistants and twenty-five Student Interpreters. This last category, the most junior grade, was made up of new 
entrants who spent their first two years in Pekin studying the language with only minimal office work. 

Leslie Barr was thus in Pekin when the Boxer rebellion broke out in 1900, and was present throughout the defence of the Legations 
from 20 June to 14 August. The Student Interpreters were formed into their own little Corps, properly armed, so that they could fully 
participate in the siege. It is recorded that when, on the 5th July, several solid iron shots crashed through the north wall of the students' 
quarters, Barr's room suffered most. 
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The death in action of Student Interpreter Henry Warren on 15 July was followed the following day by the death of Captain B. M. 
Strouts, R.M.L.I. Both men were buried at 6 p.m. that same evening with all foreign ministers and officers in attendance. Sprouts' coffin 
was borne by six officers, Warren's by eight students, including Barr. As the two bodies were being laid side by side in the Legation 
cemetery, three shells dropped consecutively over the assembled crowd. At the same time a messenger to the Chinese arrived under a 
flag of truce bearing the first letter from the outside world since the siege began. 

According to the diary of another Student Interpreter, Lancelot Giles, writing on 28 July, 'A rather amusing story is going about with 
reference to Barr. He gets very riled when chaffed about it. He was on watch in the Hanlin one night when the patrol went round. The 
patrol (a marine), seeing a head above the barricade, called out, "Who's that?". Barr hastily answered: "Ba, ba." The marine, thinking it 
was a Chinese soldier rotting him, levelled his rifle, when Barr hastily dashed forward into the light. As the sergeant said afterwards, 
Barr should really prefix Mr. to his name.' 

After the lifting of the siege Barr continued in the Consular Service in China, becoming a First-Class Assistant in January 1910. In 
February 1915 he was appointed to be one of His Majesty's Vice-Consuls in China (London Gazette 6 April 1915 refers) but died at sea 
shortly afterwards on board the S.S. Kaiping on 25 June 1915, aged 38.

His obituary states that after the war he served with a Church Lads; Brigade Battalion, which at the time was associated 
with the K.R.R.C. He was appointed a Lieutenant in the National Defence Corps in June 1939 and Lieutenant and Quartermaster in 
June 1940, before being granted the rank of Captain upon his retirement in September 1942. Soon after he was commissioned a 2nd 
Lieutenant in the City of London Army Cadet Force and was advanced to Lieutenant in October 1943.

The ship was 
torpedoed the same day but did not sink. 763 horses were saved by volunteers from the regiment - one M.C. and 12 M.S.M's. were 
awarded for this action. Private A. Richard Andrews, Warwickshire Yeomanry entered the Egyptian theatre of war on 20 April 1915 and 
was then posted with his regiment to Gallipoli. They became dismounted in August 1915 and transferred to Mudros, thence Egypt in 
November 1915. The unit served in Palestine, 191 7-18. In April 1918 they were amalgamated with the South Notts Hussars to form "B" 
Battalion Machine Gun Corps. 

Sailing from Alexandria to Marseilles in H.M.T. Leasowe Castle on 26 May 1918, the ship was torpedoed and sunk the next day. 
Carrying some 3000 troops, 92 men including the captain of the ship were killed in the attack. Survivors of the unit were sent to France 
in June 1918. The unit was re-designated the 100th Battalion M.G.C. in August 1918.

Paul Thomas was born in 1873 and served in the St. Ives District R.N.R. He was awarded the Russian Medal for Zeal for service aboard 
H.M.S. Jupiter. 

In January 1915 the Admiralty received a request for assistance from the Russian Government, the latter's icebreaker used to keep open 
the passage to Archangel in the White Sea having broken down. In response the Royal Navy sent out the Tyne Guard Ship H.M.S. 
Jupiter , an old Majestic-class battleship. She departed for Archangel in February 1915, freeing en route a number of vessels stuck in the 
ice, occasionally by using explosive charges. She, too, sometimes became icebound, but still managed to make a major impression on 
the problem, improving the safe passage of numerous vessels, many of them laden with highly important war materials, among them 
the S.S. Thracia. The latter was taken in tow after the use of explosive charges to free her. Throughout these operations it was not 
unusual for the temperature to fall as low as minus 20 degrees, a hard test indeed on the morale and well being of the Jupiter's crew. 
Her mission completed by May 1915, the Tzar expressed his gratitude by the presentation of a variety of Russian Honours and Awards 
to her crew. 

His correctly impressed Russian Medal for Zeal is known to exist - sold on eBay in July 2014.

A Railway Servant by occupation and a member of the 4th Battalion 
Highland Light Infantry (Militia), he attested for the King's Own Scottish Borderers at Glasgow on 17 April 1896, aged 18 years, 8 
months. Rising through the ranks, he was appointed Lance-Corporal, February 1899; Lance-Serjeant, January 1905; Serjeant, April 
1906; Serjeant Cook, August 1908; Acting C.S.M., September 1914. In January 1915 he reverted to Serjeant. He served in the East 
Indies, January 1899-June 1904; Egypt and Sudan, September 1907-October 1909. Served in France from 19 January to 9 May 1915 
and again, January-September 1916 and April 191 7-ApriI 1918. Elected to draw a pension in April 1918 but re-enlisted in the Labour 
Corps in July 1919, with the rank of Private. Between the wars he was employed by the L.N.E.R. During the Second World War he was 
C.S.M. with the Lasswade Platoon, Home Guard. Awarded the M.S.M. at a Passing Out Parade of the Royal Scots at Dreghorn in 1950, 
the medal being presented by Brigadier A. M. Finlayson, D.S.O., O.B.E. (ref. Dalkeith Advertiser , 15 June 1950). With copied service 
papers, m.i.c. and newspaper extract.

Frederick Slatter was born in Lincoln on 26 January 1891. An Engine Cleaner by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Navy as a 
Stoker 2nd Class in September 1909. He gained the rank of Stoker 1st Class in September 1910 when serving on H.M.S. Jupiter. He 
served on the armoured cruiser H.M.S. Good Hope from 1 August 1914 and was killed in action serving aboard her at the battle of 
Coronel, 1 November 1914. 

Early in August 1914 a force, consisting of the old armoured cruisers Good Hope and Monmouth , the light cruiser Glasgow and the 
armed merchant cruiser Otranto, all under the command of Rear-Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock, R.N., was sent to protect the 
southern trade routes and to intercept German cruisers operating on the high seas. In October 1914 the squadron was reinforced by the 
addition of the old battleship Canopus but reports of the ship's lack of speed led the admiral to leave her behind as he searched for the 
German East Asiatic Squadron. The German squadron, commanded by Admiral Graf von Spee consisted of the armoured cruisers 
Scharnhorst and Gneisenau and the light cruisers Leipzig , Nurnberg and Dresden. 

Both admirals became aware of the proximity of the other on 31 October. At 6.40 p.m. on 1 November the squadrons made contact off 
Coronel, Chile and at 7.04 p.m. the battle opened at a range of 11,500 yards. As the German ships had a greater number of heavier 
guns, Cradock's tactics were to close the range to allow his ships' more numerous smaller calibre guns to come into play; this however 
was partly negated by the rough seas and high speeds which prevented many of the British armoured cruisers' casement guns being 
brought into action. The British armoured cruisers were repeatedly hit as the range was reduced. As the range reduced to 5,500 yards, 
the Good Hope was on fire in several places and in a bad way. Endeavouring to reduce the range even further, so as to be able to fire 
torpedoes in a last ditch attempt to do damage to his adversary, the ship was repeatedly hit by heavy calibre shells and at 7.53 Good 
Hope blew up, taking the Admiral and all hands with her. At about 9.30 the Monmouth too was hunted down and sunk; the Glasgow 
and Otranto were able to make their escape under the cover of darkness.

Frederick Victor Longstaff was born in llkeley, Yorkshire, in June 1879, the son of a wealthy industrialist, Lieutenant-Colonel Llewellyn 
W. Longstaff, O.B.E., who contributed significant funding to Scott's first Antarctic Expedition - hence the Longstaff Peaks named in his 
honour. 

Frederick was educated at Eton and Clare College, Cambridge, at which latter establishment he served in the ranks of the Volunteer 
Rifles 1899-1903 and, having been commissioned in the 2nd (Volunteer) Battalion, East Surrey Regiment, in 1904, he was seconded as 
a Captain and machine-gun instructor to the Canadian Active Militia in 1909. 

Subsequently settling in Victoria, B.C., he otherwise worked as an architectural draughtsman and was involved in the design of St. 
John's Church in Quadra Street, among other notable buildings. A keen hiker and mountaineer - in common with his brother Tom, who 
would serve as Medical Officer on the 1922 Everest Expedition - Longstaff mounted annual expeditions into the back country of British 
Columbia and joined A. O. Wheeler's expedition to the Spillamacheen Mountains, and was duly elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society (F.R.G.S.). 

On the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was attached to the Royal Canadian Naval Volunteers for special duty, but, a few 
weeks later, returned to England, where he was appointed a Major in the 5th Battalion, East Surrey Regiment, and served as an 
instructor at Wimbledon and Windsor. Compelled to resign his commission on account of ill-health in the following year, he was 
invited by Lieutenant-Colonel W. H. Balfour, D.S.O., to serve as an honorary advisor in military and machine-gun literature at the 
Canadian Machine Gun Depot and, in 1917, with Captain A. H. Atteridge, published The Book of the Machine Gun. 

In later life, Longstaff, a member of the Navy League, was largely responsible for the formation of the Victoria Lifeboat Association and 
the creation of the Maritime Museum of British Columbia, and, until his death in October 1961, devoted himself to historical and 
geographical studies, publishing works on naval, local and ecclesiastical history. And he was awarded both of his Coronation Medals 
on the recommendation of Dame Marian Acton, Comptroller of the Forces Help Society and Lord Roberts Workshops of Great Britain, 
of which body he was Secretary for Canada from 1932. His papers are preserved in the British Columbia Archives; sold with copied 
research and copies of his publications, Esquimalt Naval Base (1941), and Christ Church Cathedral , Victoria , B.C. - A Short History 
(1951).

James Caldwell, a native of Brighouse, Yorkshire, was born in July 1898, and was educated at Huddersfield Technical College. Having 
then served as a Lance-Corporal in a Training Battalion on the home establishment, he transferred to the Royal Flying Corps in August 
1917 and was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant on qualifying as a pilot in May 1918.

He married Ada Susan Cook in 
the Dover District in 1913. Served in the Royal Garrison Artillery during the 
Great War. He died in the Merton District in 1970; his wife died in the 
Wandsworth District in 1982. With R.A. cap badge. 

Leslie Frederick Robert Overall was born in the Wandsworth District on 22 July 
1915, the son of Frederick George (above) and Ada Susan Overall. An 
Accountant by occupation, he enlisted at Chisledon, Wiltshire on 27 June 1940, 
serving in 'B' Company, 2nd Battalion King's Royal Rifle Corps. Overall went 
with the battalion to Egypt in October 1941 and served with the 1st Armoured 
Division in the battle of Gazala, May/June 1942, the retreat to Egypt and the 
battle of Alam el Haifa, August/September 1942. Then with the 7th Armoured 
Division, he was present at the battle of El Alamein, October/November 1942. 
Promoted to Corporal in July 1943. In September 1943 he was with the regiment 
in Italy, taking part in the Taranto Landings. On 27 November 1943 he received 
a severe gunshot wound to the right side of his head and face, in action near the 
Lamone River and was admitted to hospital in Italy. He returned to England with 
his battalion in January 1944 and was directly admitted to hospital in the U.K. He 
was physically downgraded from 'A.1' to 'A.3' by a medical board at Ickworth, 
Suffolk owing to his wounds which had required extended surgical care, 
including facial plastic surgery. He joined the British Army in Belgium in August 
1944 where he was permanently attached to 116 Town Major, at Saint-Nicholas, 
in the Province of Liege, Belgium, although still posted to the K.R.R.C. There he 
remained until he returned to England on 15 September 1945, being appointed 
Acting Local Sergeant in February 1945. For his wartime services in Northwest 
Europe he was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 4 April 1946). Corporal 
Overall was discharged at Winchester on 25 February 1946. He died in Sheffield 
in 2009.

John Aynsley Pullan, who was born in September 1896, was educated at Rutherford College, Newcastle, prior to being commissioned 
as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, Durham Light Infantry in April 1915. 

Remaining employed on the home establishment, he transferred to the Royal Flying Corps in September 1916 and, having qualified as 
a pilot, was posted to No. 7 squadron out in France in March 191 7. Having then been advanced to Lieutenant and transferred to No. 9 
Squadron, flying R.E. 8s, he was mentioned for gallant and distinguished services in Haig's despatch dated 7 November 1917 (London 
Gazette 11 December 191 7, refers). 

Tragically, however, three weeks later, on the 28th, while engaged on a photographic reconnaissance patrol in the vicinity of Ypres, he 
was shot down and killed, a victim of Paul "Iron Eagle" Baumer, a famous enemy ace of Jasta 2 and holder of the "Blue Max"; so, too, 
his Observer, Lieutenant C. H. Dixon. 

Major Rodwell, C.O. of No. 9 Squadron, wrote: 

'His good work would have shortly marked him for promotion. My very sincere sympathy at losing a son who was a splendid example 
of a British Officer.' 

The son of Alfred Pullan of Gosforth, Newcastle-on-Tyne, he was 21 years old, and is buried in the Mendinghem British Military 
Cemetery, Poperinge, Belgium; sold with a file of research, including copied service record. 

William Stanley Pullan, John's younger brother, was killed in action in Palestine on 9 December 1917, aged 19 years, while serving as 
a Lance-Corporal in the 20th (County of London) Battalion (Blackheath and Woolwich), London Regiment, a unit of the Egyptian 
Expeditionary Force - less than a fortnight after his brother's death in action.

Wesley Napier Frank Humphrey was born in Harrismith, Orange Free State. He enlisted at Johannesburg on 6 August 1915, aged 25 
years and was posted to the 3rd South African Infantry.

Q.M.S. G. Aitken recalls that at the end of November 1942 he was sent to No. 2 P.O.W. Camp in Thailand where he joined with Major 
Hyslop's company with Colour Serjeant Baird as C.S.M. With Baird's help Aitken was able to maintain records of the battalion whilst in 
captivity, at no little risk to themselves.

Reuben William Edward Avis is believed to have been aboard the merchantman Huntsman when she was captured by the Graf Spee in 
the Atlantic in October 1939 - Huntsman's crew were taken aboard the German pocket battleship and then transferred to the enemy 
supply ship Altmark three days later. Subsequently, in a much celebrated boarding party action undertaken by H.M.S. Cossack off 
Norway in February 1940, these - and other - Merchant Navy men were liberated, and once again Avis is believed to have been among 
them. 

By early 1944, following further active service in the Mediterranean, Avis was serving in the M.V. Tulagi, which motor vessel was 
torpedoed by the U-532 in the Indian Ocean on the night of 27 March - the ship having gone down, one lifeboat and two rafts 
remained, Avis, and the Second Officer, Mr. T. Jones, among six Europeans and eight Asians in one of the latter. The lifeboat with the 
Master disappeared during the night and was never seen again. 

And it was in this perilous state that Avis, Jones and five others finally reached land - the Chagos Islands - on 25 May, over two months 
after the Tulagi had been torpedoed. Tragically, the other raft became separated by mountainous seas the night before landfall was 
reached, though not without several gallant attempts by Avis to reach it with a new line: 

'Able Seaman Avis was a great help in the direst circumstances. Three times he swam out into the darkness to attempt to get a line to 
the Third Officer's raft, and despite his weakened state he tried to rescue the Bosun at considerable risk to his own life.' 

So states the Second Officer's official report, but no reward was forthcoming. Avis entered the Surrey Fire Service after the War, and 
died at Bournemouth in August 1984; sold with a file of research.

Booth commenced pilot training at the E.F.T.S. at Brough in August 1940, a fellow pupil being Neville Duke, who later described how 
they had a close call with some barrage balloons while flying a Miles Master: 

'My more advanced training was to have its moments, though. Two days after my nineteenth birthday I had to do an instrument flight in 
fairly thick weather from Tern Hill. With fellow pupil J. Booth in the reserve seat, I got the Miles Master to the right place over Leicester 
and carefully selected a railway line to follow back to Tern Hill. The idea was good. But it was the wrong line. 

The clouds became thicker and thicker until neither Booth nor I could see a thing. Suddenly a dark shape loomed up. A barrage 
balloon. Christmas! I pulled hard back on the stick and up we went, right through the balloons, missing several by what seemed to be 
inches, climbing through 6,000 feet of cloud, completely lost. 

It was a pretty lonely feeling, sitting up there above the clouds without the vaguest idea of where we might be. "That looks like a gap," 
said Booth after a while. Through it we went down to find Worcester and its cathedral below. I returned to Tern Hill a little 
thoughtfully, and Booth also seemed rather preoccupied.' 

Having qualified for his "Wings" and converted to Hurricanes at 56 O.T.U. at Sutton Bridge, Booth was posted to No. 245 Squadron at 
Aldergrove in April 1941, in which month he flew his first scrambles and dawn patrols, in addition to convoy patrols. Then in June he 
transferred to an Air Sea Rescue unit at Warmwell, flying Lysanders, an early success story being the rescue of Squadron Leader Blake 
of 234 Squadron, located and picked up 'quite near Cherbourg'. 

Next posted to No. 242 Squadron at Manston, in August 1941, Booth flew a number of convoy patrols and anti-shipping sorties, the 
whole under the watchful eye of Flight Lieutenant R. F. "Hammy" Hamlyn, D.F.M., the Battle of Britain ace and his Flight Commander. 

In late September he was ordered to the Middle East, where he joined No. 94 Squadron, another Hurricane unit, in the Western Desert, 
his flying log book containing a flurry of entries for sweeps, scrambles and bomber escort duties over the coming weeks and months - 
and references to being jumped by 109s on several occasions. In April 1942, Booth transferred to No. 33 Squadron, another Hurricane 
unit of the Desert Air Force, and remained actively employed in that capacity until the late summer - thus further scrambles and 
sweeps, a case in point being 28 May 1942: 'Intercepted 5 Ju. 87s and fighter escort. General mix up. I squirted at 2 Ju. 87s. 2 Me 202s 
squirted at me. On returning I flew low over Hun M.T. and got one rifle bullet through the port wing! F./O. Wade got one Me 202 and 
one Ju. 87. Sgt. Lyons shot down and baled out. C.O. returned covered in oil.' 

Rested at the end of September 1942, Booth converted to Spitfires and reported to the Aircraft Delivery Unit, Middle East, in which 
capacity he remained employed until early 1944, when he joined No. 173 Squadron, a communications unit, at Heliopolis. At the 
year's end, however, he was embarked for the U.K., where he was attached to Fleet Air Arm, testing Barracudas of 776 and 798 
Squadrons, and he remained similarly employed for the remainder of the War, latterly with an appointment at R.N.A.S. Ringway. 

Post-war, Booth was employed as a flying instructor, and was appointed a Flying Officer in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve in 
July 1947. 

Sold with the recipient's original R.A.F. Pilot's Flying Log Book covering the period August 1940 to May 1952, the cover with a cartoon 
of Hitler and a flying boot, together with several wartime photographs, his Officer's Pay Book and Air Ministry letter regarding his 
appointment as a Flying Officer in the R.A.F.V.R., dated 14 July 1947.

'It is over a year since I saw Sergeant Wolton, as he was , but I remember very well that the Station Commander put him on the list 
because "he has done extremely well already and will do even better if he gets the chance: a particularly good type of sergeant pilot." 
He was the cheerful sort of chap I enjoy drawing , though the number of gadgets on his arm made me work overtime! In one respect he 
is , / think , unique. He baled out into the sea without opening his parachute; he didn't have time! His aircraft had been badly shot up , 
and his engine was useless; he tried to glide to shore , but with three miles to go his controls , which had been badly frayedbroke. He 
was low down at the time; but was determined not to plunge into the sea inside the aeroplane , so jumped out and hit the water at / 
suppose , a hundred and fifty miles an hour. He wasn't in the least hurt and swam , supported by his Mae West, two miles to a buoy , 
whence he was in due course rescued. A fortnight later he had to bale out again , this time from over twenty thousand feet. He'd 
forgotten to do up his belt and had opened his 'hood', the sliding cockpit cover; for a moment. Suddenly , having to go into a dive , he 
shot out of the aeroplane - to his intense surprise. Being a bit short in the arms , he couldn't get hold of the release handle of the 
parachute , and it wasn't till he was down to a thousand feet that he got it open. 

I remember his standing me a whisky-and-soda at a Spitfire Ball at Weymouth. He thought it was due to me after drawing his many 
"trade-marks. "'The artist, Cuthbert Orde, recalls Ralph Wolton sitting for his portrait in 1940.

Ralph Wolton, who was born in July 1914, entered the Royal Air Force as an Aircrafthand in the summer of 1932, and was originally 
employed at the Torpedo Flight Development Flight at Gosport. 

Subsequently selected for training as a Wireless Operator, and duly qualified, he was posted to No. 58 Squadron at Worthy Down and 
thence, in September 1935, to No. 142 Squadron at Mersa Matruh, at the time of the Abyssinian crisis. Having then transferred to No. 
45 Squadron at Helwan, Wolton volunteered for pilot training, and duly qualified for his "Wings" back in the U.K. in October 1939. 

Posted to No. 152 Squadron, a Gladiator unit forming at Acklington, he went into front line action when the unit moved south to 
Warmwell in July 1940, after being re-equipped with Spitfires, his flying log book detailing numerous operational sorties, often twice, 
and sometimes three times a day. 

Flying as 'White 1' in 'A' Flight on 25 July 1940, Wolton carried out several attacks and was credited with the destruction of a Do. 17 
with Pilot Officer Holmes, in addition to claiming a probable Ju. 87 over the sea: 

'At approximately 11.15 hours Yellow 1 and 2 followed up White 1 and 2 and carried out a No. 1 attack on a Do. 1 7. I got in a short 
burst, first from 200 yards, closing to 100 yards (effect unknown). I broke away in the normal manner, and looking behind observed 
about 18 Ju. 87s carrying out dive-bombing attacks on a small vessel. I flew towards them and got in a short deflection burst at one, 
dived down on another just as it finished its attack and fired another short deflection burst whilst still diving. On climbing up again 
another Ju. 87 crossed in front of me at which I took a short deflection burst and he got on the tail of a fourth which was proceeding out 
to sea in company with about six others at approximately 200 yards intervals. I fired my remaining ammunition at this E./A. closing to 
about 100 yards and then broke away. It went down into a fairly steep dive still proceeding seaward and emitting black smoke. I could 
observe nothing further as an Me. 109 was about 100 yards away on my starboard bow flying in the opposite direction' (his combat 
report refers). 

The Do. 17 crashed and burned out at East Fleet Farm, Dorset, two of its crew having baled out to be taken P.O.W. On 15 August, 
however, he was himself shot down, crashing into the sea off Chesil Beach - escaping his Spitfire uninjured, he managed to swim to a 
buoy and was picked up. 

On 26 September 1940, Wolton participated in a combat over the Isle of Wight, his report stating: 

'I was Red 2 in company with Red 1 and 3. Over the Isle of Wight at 15,000 feet. We attacked a formation of Ju. 88s heading south 
from the enemy's starboard beam, out of the sun in echelon right. Following this attack three E./A. were belching black smoke and left 
the formation, and two E./A. were subsequently seen in the sea and one on the Isle of Wight. On breaking away I missed Red 1 and 
tried to do an attack from directly underneath, but misjudged the enemy's speed and stalled just before I got into proper range.' 

Credited with a probable Ju. 88, Wolton had another narrow escape on 11 October, when he took to his parachute after being thrown 
out of his Spitfire's - some sources say as result of him having failed to secure his harness while seated with opened canopy, others as a 
result of wing falling off. Either way, he was unable to engage his parachute until down to 1,000 feet. 

Rested at the year's end with an appointment as a a flying instructor, he was commissioned as a Pilot Officer in March 1941 and went 
on to instruct on night fighters, prior to being posted to No. 153 Squadron at Ballyhalbert in January 1943 and thence, in March of the 
same year, to another Beaufighter unit, No. 96 Squadron at Honiley. Having then been attached to 41 7 Squadron (U.S.A.A.F.), to assist 
in the unit's conversion to Beaufighters, he returned to 96 Squadron at Drem, and remained similarly employed from October 1943 to 
December 1944, when it was disbanded at Odiham - here then numerous patrols in Mosquitos. 

Wolton, who ended the War flying Mosquitos of No. 239 Squadron on counter-measures operations - thus 12 further sorties over 
Germany - was released from the R.A.F. as a Flight Lieutenant in the summer of 1946, but rejoined in March of the following year for 
another 18 months. He died in 1993. 
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A Second World War night fighter's campaign group of five awarded to Warrant Officer A. G. V. "Gerry" Holton,

Arthur Gerald Vaughan "Gerry" Holton enlisted in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve in the summer of 1939 and was called up on 
1 September, completing his training as an Air Gunner in June 1940. Posted to No. 5 O.T.U. at Aston Down, he converted to Defiants 
and joined No. 141 Squadron in mid-August. As verified by Richard Collier in Eagle Day , his future looked pretty bleak: 
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'A two-seater fighter with an unwieldly power-operated gun-turret, the Defiant's Dunkirk success had been the merest fluke: no 
Luftwaffe pilot had then met a "Hurricane" boasting a rear-gunner. But the surprise had been minimal. Within weeks the Germans 
knew the Defiant for what it was: a humped-backed non-starter, lacking all forward armament, with a maximum speed of 304 miles an 
hour. Since the pilots relied solely on their gunners' verbal instructions to manoeuvre into a firing position, they were almost powerless 
against frontal attack.' 

To such stark statistics it should be added that Air Gunners like Holton had another problem. If the Defiant's electrical wiring was 
damaged, the power-operated turret jammed and the gunner could not bale out. 

Under such frightening restrictions, he flew his first mission, a convoy patrol, out of Dyce, on the 23rd of the month. Five more patrols 
were flown in quick succession, the majority with Pilot Officer J. G. Benson, afterwards a highly successful night fighter pilot with a D. 
S.O. and two D.F.Cs to his name. 

The Squadron moved to Turnhouse at the end of the month, Holton flying with Sergeant R. C. Hamer on his first night operation on 8 
September - Hamer would later be recommended for a posthumous V.C. as a Beaufighter pilot. And on the Squadron moving to 
Church Fenton a few days later, he teamed up with Sergeant H. E. Green, the pair of them completing another four night sorties by the 
month's end, an He. 111 being sighted during one of them. And another enemy aircraft was seen on the second of three night patrols 
flown in October, probably a Ju. 88, but it was eventually lost in cloud - see Derek Wood's The Narrow Margin. No. 141 had, 
meanwhile, been operating out of Biggin Hill and Gatwick. 

In early October Holton had the misfortune to meet a Do. 1 7 as he was being flown to the Squadron's new base at Gravesend in a 
Magister, although his Flying Log Book reveals no further information on what must have been a worrying encounter. A few nights later 
he was back on patrol with Green. And in December, prior to being rested, he flew a night patrol with Pilot Officer E. J. Stevens, in 
which they pursued an enemy aircraft, possibly the He. 111 credited to Stevens in Men of the Battle of Britain. 

Holton returned to the operational scene with No. 141 in March 1941, flying a patrol over the Beachy Head area on the 8th, and in 
early April he flew on his first mission to France, patrolling the Cap Gris Nez to Boulogne area. In the following month the Squadron 
was sent north to Ayr, and Holton did not fly again operationally until his next posting to No. 89 Squadron, 'A wizard outfit', operating 
in the Middle East in Beaufighters, at the end of the year. 

By now a qualified Navigator (Radar), Holton teamed up with Pilot Officer Gifkins, the occasional 'flap' necessitating a few sorties 
being flown in the period January to March 1942, one of them ending in a crash landing - 'Wrote Kite Off.' But it was really once the 
Squadron had widened its brief to include convoy patrols and other daytime work, in addition to its night fighter role, that Holton's 
operational tour took on a more hectic schedule, not least when he was sent with a detachment to Malta in September 1942. By now 
teamed up with Flying Lieutenant George Nottage, he went on to complete 16 assorted scrambles, intruder operations or patrols, the 
whole by late October, several of them resulting in combat of one form or another. Malta: The Spitfire Year 1942 , by Shores, Cull and 
Malizia refers to one such outing on the evening of 20 September: 

'That same evening Beaufighter T5161 of 89 Squadron, crewed by Flight Lieutenant Nottage and Flight Sergeant Holton, visited 
Castelvetrano [Sicily] but found the airfield covered by a thick haze, so flew south to Empedocle, where a 100-foot vessel was seen 
about 300 yards offshore. This was attacked [at 100 feet], and many strikes were made before the Beaufighter sped out to sea and back 
to Malta.' 

Another intruder sortie against Sicily was flown by them on the 23rd, and 'they bombed and strafed some flying boats tethered inside 
the mole at Syracuse, but did not observe results as the Beaufighter hit a seagull which made it difficult to see through the 
windscreen' {Malta: The Spitfire Year 1942 refers). A few days later, on the 29th, following a brace of patrols over the Island, the 
intrepid duo intercepted an enemy aircraft and got to within half a mile of it before Holton's C.R.T. screen broke into a series of violent 
flashes, causing the contact to be lost. Exactly the same happened to his set on 6 October. The rest of the month proved pretty 
relentless, seven more scrambles and two more intruder operations making up the Squadron's agenda, one of the former, on the 1 7th, 
developing into another contact, which they pursued for 50 miles before losing it. 

In November Holton departed Malta for Edku in North Africa, the port engine of his Beaufighter exploding on take-off during a 
scramble on the 21st ('A/c - u/s'). And in December he flew six convoy patrols and participated in three scrambles, the latter largely to 
Tobruk. In January 1943, however, both he and Nottage were detached to Calcutta to help form the nucleus of No. 176 Squadron, 
flying their first patrol there on the 18th. Here, however, the pace mercifully slowed down, although the pair of them were still around 
on 5 December to participate in a scramble against a large scale enemy attack on Calcutta, an attack comprising 40 Zeros and 20 Army 
97 Bombers. 

In January 1944, Holton completed his second tour of operations and was posted to an O.T.U. back in the U.K. He ended the War with 
No. 551 Squadron and logged his last flight - in a Horsa Glider - on 20 September 1945. Afterwards employed by the George Fischer 
Engineering Works, he retired to Clapham and died in 1994, having logged a flight in a Bell Helicopter in 1982.

Ruggles Wilson Barton was born in Low, Quebec, in April 1913, but was residing 
in Ottawa at the time of his enlistment in the Royal Canadian Air Force in 
September 1939. 

Qualifying for his "Wings" in June 1941, he was embarked for England in the 
following month, where he was posted to No. 58 Squadron, a Whitley unit, in 
which capacity he flew operationally as a 2nd Pilot in the period October to 
December - thus sorties to Nurnberg, Kiel, Essen, and two trips to Hamburg. 
Appointed a 1st Pilot in January 1942, he went on to attack targets in France, in 
addition to Wilhelmshaven and Emden, and was advanced to Flight Sergeant. 

Posted to No. 405 Squadron, a Halifax unit operating out of Pocklington, that 
May, he flew further sorties to such targets as Duisburg, Hamburg and Bremen, 
and it was in the course of a strike against the latter city in June that his aircraft 
was attacked by an enemy night fighter - squadron records state: 

'At 0142 hours while 15,000 feet, approached from starboard quarter astern 
below by E./A. which closed and fired two bursts of tracer passing beneath our 
aircraft. Took steep turn to starboard, and rear and upper turrets were rotated at 
the same time which caused the aircraft to turn on its back. Captain managed to 
right our aircraft at 10,000 feet.' 

According to accompanying research, a news despatch was released in respect of the story, in which Barton is credited with having 
stood on his pilot's seat in order to get the bomber back on the straight and narrow - 'it was his 13th sortie and third with No. 405. 
Earlier he had made a forced landing with one wheel down and also been thrown clear of a bomber following another crash.' 

Subsequently employed as an instructor, Barton was commissioned as a Pilot Officer in June 1944 and advanced to Flying Officer at 
the end of the same year, and he was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 4 June 1945, refers). 

Re-embarked for Canada in early 1945, he was appointed an N.C.O. in the R.C.A.F. after the War, and was still serving as a Warrant 
Officer in the mid-1960s. He died in London, Ontario in October 1989; sold with copied service record and O.R.B. entries.

John William Goddard, originally a member of the East Surrey Regiment who commenced his airborne training at Ringway in late 
1940, served in 'B' Company, 3rd Battalion, The Parachute Regiment, in North Africa, Sicily and Italy, prior to joining the 10th 
Battalion back in the U.K. in March 1944. A component of Brigadier John Hackett's 4th Parachute Brigade, the 10th landed on 
Dropping Zone 'Y', at the top of Ginkel Heath, on 18 September, under mortar fire, and quickly went into action, taking heavy 
casualties in an attempt to retake the crossing at Wolfhezen on the 19th. One of their number, Captain Lionel Queripel, Royal Sussex 
Regiment, won a V.C. this day, the citation bearing testament to the ruthless and confused nature of the fighting. And from Wolfhezen, 
the Battalion was ordered to fight its way through to Divisional H.Q. inside the Oosterbeek perimeter on the 20th, a task duly achieved 
at great cost, Lieutenant-Colonel K. B. I. Smyth, the C.O., reporting to General Urquhart that he had just 60 men left on arrival - they 
were quickly ordered to defend some houses to the north-east. In common with so many men from the 10th, Smyth died of wounds, 
but others were taken P.O.W., among them Goddard, who was held at Stalag 4B at Muhlberg, on the Elbe, at which establishment he 
arrived on 6 October 1944.

John Patrick Garvey was born on 2 October 1903. A Surveyor by occupation, he 
enlisted into the Royal Engineers at Winchester on 28 November 1925. He was 
promoted to Sergeant in January 1940; Acting W.O. Class II (C.S.M.) in February 
1940; W.O. Cl. II in May 1940 and Acting W.O. Cl. I (R.S.M.) in December 
1940. Prior to the war he served in Egypt, September 1930-ApriI 1931 and Sierra 
Leone, March 1937-September 1939. With the onset of war he served with the B. 
E.F. in France, September 1939-February 1940. In March 1940 he was posted to 
the Middle East, serving in Egypt, and from 4 March 1941, he served in Greece. 
Garvey was captured in Greece on 29 April 1941. He remained a prisoner-of-war 
of the Germans until his release in April 1945. During this time he served as 
Camp Leader and undertook administrative duties. Acting W.O. Cl. I (R.S.M.) 
Garvey was discharged in October 1950.

The 2/6th Independent Company was raised in May 1942, becoming the 2/6th Commando Squadron. The 2/6th's main role was to 
conduct irregular type warfare including small scale raiding, sabotage, long-range patrolling and reconnaissance operations. For the 
most part this involved small groups operating inside enemy-held territory or in advance of larger friendly units.

Sergeant N. F. Rogers transferred from the Royal Artillery to the Intelligence Corps on 24 October 1943 and entered the world of 
Signals Intelligence. He was posted to the Wireless Experimental Centre Special W/T Research Wing in India, then to 54 Wireless 
Intelligence Section; 15 Indian Corps Special W/T Coy; 200 Indian Special Inelligence Company and then 301 Indian Special Wireless 
Section. 

There were two Wireless Experimental Centres apart from Bletchley Park and the Indian Centre was sited at Anand Parbart outside 
Delhi with three outstations at Abbottabad, Bangalore and Barrackpore. In total approximately 1000 men from the Intelligence Corps, 
RAF, Indian Army and West Africa were engaged in this work which involved breaking and translating Japanese signal traffic, traffic 
analysis and compiling the Japanese Order of Battle. Unlike Bletchley Park the Indian Signal Intelligence operations was run on 
'Military lines' and was commanded by Colonel Patrick Marr-Johnson. 

There were also a small number of mobile Y-Stations, which entered Burma and were also tasked with intercepting, breaking and 
translating Japanese signal traffic. Sergeant Rogers was a member of a mobile Y-Station and probably had to use a mule to carry his 
wireless set with a 'bicycle construction' to keep his batteries charged with several poles and reels of wire for aerials. 

It was a difficult and dangerous task and on 9 May 1946 he was awarded a Mention in Dispatches for 'Services in Burma'. He was 
demobbed from the Y- List on 29 January 1946.

Yexley, who enlisted in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve in May 1941, volunteered for the Parachute Jump Instructor's Course in 
December of the same year and was posted to No. 1 Parachute Jump School at Ringway in March 1942, where he instructed French 
and Polish servicemen, some of them, no doubt, members of S.O.E. 

In the summer of 1942, he volunteered for a posting to the Far East, where he instructed Indian and Gurkha troops at Delhi and 
Rawalpindi, latterly as Battalion Instructor to 153/154 Gurkha Paratroop Regiments, work that gained him the honorary title of 
"Bahadur Thapa" - "The White Gurkha" from his admiring Nepalese pupils - his accompanying Flying Log Book credits him with 125 
descents before the War's end. 

Moreover, a copy C.V. confirms his appointment as a Warrant Officer to Special Air Services for operations over Burma, Malaya and 
Indo-China, in which capacity he completed 31 "special duties" sorties, more often than not in support of Chindit, S.O.E. 136 Force 
and O.S.S. operations - thus on occasion acting as Jump Master for assorted agents. He was awarded the King's Commendation for 
Valuable Service in the Air in January 1944 and a "mention" in June of the same year. Yexley returned to the U.K. in September 1945 
and was demobbed in June 1946.

John Thomas Bray was born in Bransford, England on 16 February 1907. He enlisted at Toronto, Ontario on 12 January 1940 and in 
June 1940 was advanced to Serjeant and posted to the Queen's Own Rifles of Canada. During August 1940-June 1941 he served in 
Newfoundland, embarking for the U.K. in July 1941. Bray was promoted to Company Serjeant-Major in November 1941 but reverted 
to Corporal at his own request in February 1944, being advanced to Serjeant once more in April 1944, having earlier transferred to the 
Irish Regiment of Canada. Serving in Italy, Serjeant Bray died/was killed on 6 August 1944, aged 37 years. He was buried in the Caserta 
War Cemetery, Italy.

John Benjamin Nightingale born in Bridlington, East Yorkshire on 27 December 1899; his father was Thomas Nightingale and his 
mother, Margaret Hanna Nightingale. 

On 14 February 1919 40088 Pte John Benjamin Nightingale was serving in the 4th Battalion East Yorkshire Regiment as a Cadet and 
was appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in a Cavalry Reserve Regiment. He does not appear to have served during the First World War but was 
called up on 24 August 1939 and was promoted a Temporary Captain in the 4th/7th Dragoon Guards as from 23 August 1939. On 27 
December 1949 after qualifying for the France and Germany Star, having attained the age limit of liability to recall, he ceased to belong 
to the Reserve of Officers and was granted the Hon rank of Major in the 4/7th Dragoon Guards. However, on 9 July 1951 he was 
recalled and promoted to be Captain in the R.A.O.C. to serve in Korea. He finally retired on 9 July 1955 and was re-granted the rank of 
Major. He was always know to his colleagues as "The General". He died in October 1984 in Herne Bay, Kent.

Jeffrey Howard Wansey Jackson was born in October 1919 and was commissioned into the Royal Artillery as a 2nd Lieutenant in 
October 1940. Advanced to Lieutenant in April 1942 and to Temporary Captain that June, he qualified as a pilot in Austers and joined 
the strength of No. 652 (Air Observation Post) Squadron, Royal Air Force, in readiness for the Normandy invasion. The unit's priority 
task was to spot for Allied artillery, work that sometimes entailed drawing enemy fire to reveal their gun positions: 

'We landed with Ground Party at H+5 on D-Day 6 June 1944, near Arromanches at a little village called Courseilles. Throughout the 
month we remained in the small bridgehead after an unpleasant little battle with the Radar Station at La Deliverande - an enemy 
pocket. Our first Advanced Landing Ground at Beny-sur-Mer proved too hot and we moved to Reviers ... During the month [July] the 
Yank Fortresses bombed Caen and my Auster got a few holes in it from exploding ammunition. We leave 3rd Canadian Division and go 
to 6th Airborne Division, and then to 49 (W.R.) Division ... ' 

As evidenced by further monthly reports kept by Jackson, his unit moved on to Belgium and Holland and was involved in operations on 
the River Maas, while in December 1944, as a result of the Ardennes offensive, its Auster pilots were rushed down to 'plug the gap - 
flying furiously throughout Christmas Eve, Christmas Day and on till the end of the month' . In late January 1945, after further flying in 
the Roer sector in support of 12 Corps - 'one of our pilot's got the D.F.C. for his work in this battle' - Jackson returned to the U.K. on 
leave, but he was back on active service in the following month, this time employed in a clandestine role: 

'Spent most of the month on cloak and dagger work, intermingled with a little shooting on the banks of the Maas. We are in a large 
'Luny Bin' but quite comfortable. Weather throughout the month atrocious!' 

Jackson refers to continuing 'cloak and dagger work' in March and appears to have come into contact with members of I.S. 9 (Western 
European Area), a component of M.l. 9, during this period, a unit charged with rounding up our own P.O.Ws as the Allies advanced - 
and, no doubt, taking witness statements from them - but one which also had responsibility for getting members of the Dutch 
Resistance to carry out intelligence gathering missions. He ended the War at Wilhelmshaven, having latterly returned to spotter duties 
with a Polish Armoured Division. 

Advanced to substantive Captain in October 1946, Jackson was attached to H.Q. B.A.O.R. in the late 1940s, and, according to 
documentation and photographs in the below described scrapbook, might well have flown in support of the Berlin Airlift. He also 
appears to have served in '2 Reconnaissance Squadron' - 'we mapped all Russian occupied Germany and the Russians didn't know'. 

Sold with a fascinating scrapbook, covering the recipient's career from the Normandy landings through to post-war Germany as a 
member of the B.A.O.R., the contents including his handwritten monthly reports, amidst a mass of photographs (in excess of 250 
images), many being air-to-ground intelligence shots taken from 652's Austers, but also including a fine series of pictures taken in the 
chaos of immediate post-war Germany; together with assorted banknotes, newspaper cuttings, leaflets and other printed matter, the 
latter including a German Intelligence map of Christchurch, 'one of thousands covering the whole of G.B. found buried after the 
unconditional surrender ...

Sidney Henry Longworth, who was born in Liverpool in April 1924 and attended Waterloo Grammar School, commenced his pilot 
training in Tiger Moths in December 1943, prior to transferring to No. 3 Glider Training School in the new year. Posted to No. 196 
Squadron in May 1944, he participated in "Operation Mallard" on 6 June, when he flew as 2nd Pilot to Staff Sergeant Cardy in a Horsa 
1 from Bognor Regis. Returning to the U.K. on the 10th, he was next actively employed in "Operation Market Garden", when, on 17 
September, he was again 2nd Pilot to Staff Sergeant Cardy in a Horsa 1, taking off from R.A.F. Kevil with other elements of 'D'

The citation describes the actions of 'C' Troop and the 1st Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment in the following terms: 

'The 1st Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment, British Army, and C Troop, 170th Independent Mortar Battery, Royal Artillery, attached, 
are cited for exceptionally outstanding performance of duty and extraordinary heroism in action against the armed enemy near Solma- 
ri, Korea, on the 23, 24 and 25 April 1951. The 1 st Battalion and C Troop were defending a very critical sector of the battle front during 
a determined attack by the enemy. The defending units were overwhelmingly outnumbered. The 83rd Chinese Communist Army drove 
the full force of its savage assault at the positions held by the 1st Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment, and attached unit. The route of 
supply ran south-east from the Battalion between two hills. The hills dominated the surrounding terrain north-west to the Imjin River. 
Enemy pressure built up on the Battalion front during the day, 23 April. On 24 April the weight of the attack had driven the right flank 
of the Battalion back. The pressure grew heavier and heavier and the Battalion and attached unit were forced into a perimeter defence 
on Hill 235. During the night, heavy enemy forces had by-passed the staunch defenders and closed all avenues of escape. 
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The courageous soldiers of the Battalion and attached unit were holding the critical route selected by the enemy for one column of the 
general offensive designed to encircle and destroy 1 Corps. These gallant soldiers would not retreat. As they were compressed tighter 
and tighter in their perimeter defence, they called for close-in air strikes to assist in holding firm. Completely surrounded by tremendous 
numbers, these indomitable, resolute, and tenacious soldiers fought back with unsurpassed fortitude and courage. As ammunition ran 
low and the advancing hordes moved closer and closer, these splendid soldiers fought back viciously to prevent the enemy from 
overrunning the position and moving rapidly to the south. Their heroic stand provided the critically needed time to re-group other 1 
Corps units and block the southern advance of the enemy. Time and again efforts were made to reach the Battalion, but the enemy 
strength blocked each effort. Without thought of defeat or surrender, this heroic force demonstrated superb battlefield courage and 
discipline. Every yard of ground they surrendered was covered with enemy dead until the last gallant soldier of the fighting battalion 
was over-powered by the final surge of the enemy masses. The 1st battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment and C Troop, 170th 
Independent Mortar Battery displayed such gallantry, determination, and esprit de corps in accomplishing their mission under 
extremely difficult and hazardous conditions as to set them apart and above other units participating in the same battle. Their sustained 
brilliance in battle, their resoluteness, and extraordinary heroism are in keeping with the finest traditions of the renowned military 
forces of the British Commonwealth, and reflect unsurpassed credit on these courageous soldiers and their homeland/

William C. Greenwood, a veteran of the 1939-45 War and reservist, arrived in Korea in February 1951, where he was attached as a 
Driver to 26 Field Ambulance, R.A.M.C. Accompanying notes state that he was killed in "Gloster Valley" in the aftermath of the Imjin 
battle, when 'he drove forward to rescue the wounded and then, with great gallantry which has been acknowledged by those involved, 
he went back a second time for more wounded. Sadly he was killed and his ambulance was destroyed'. 

Only two men from the R.A.S.C. were killed, and 16 wounded, in Korea, most of them in the period of the Imjin battle. Greenwood, 
who was married, is buried in the United Nations Memorial Cemetery, Pusan. Tragically, as related in an accompanying copied 
newspaper article, one of his brothers had drowned as a child and the other, Private T. W. Greenwood of the 7th Battalion, Royal 
Norfolk Regiment, had been killed in action in Normandy on 7 August 1944 - the same day that Captain David Jamieson, also of the 
7/Norfolks, won the V.C.

The General Service Medal 1962-2007 with six clasps in this group is thought to be unique to the British Army and consultation with 
Major (Retired) Mick Atkinson, formerly of the Army Medal Office also confirms that to the best of his knowledge this is the case. All

Warrant Officer Robert Geoffrey 'Bob' Walters was born in Cardiff in April 1941 into an army family, his father being a soldier in the 
14/20 Hussars. Aged 15 he joined the army as a Boy Soldier at the Army Apprentice School, Arborfield, on 1 May, 1956, where he 
remained for the next three years. He then joined the REME as a Vehicle Mechanic, and was posted to Munster and Paderborn in West 
Germany, attached to the 10 th Hussars. 

His first brush with the SAS came on a major exercise which included the 10 th Hussars. He was sleeping on top of a tank when he was 
abruptly woken by some strangely dressed men. They forced him to join his comrades, who had already been lined-up, and they all 
had their boots taken off them, before the strange men disappeared. Annoyed, Walters made his way, barefoot, to the nearby Royal 
Military Police section to complain. After telling the policeman about the loss of his boots the Military Policeman pointed down to his 
own bare feet and said "join the club mate". On learning that the strange soldiers were from 21 SAS he decided there and then that if 
they could mess with Military Police with impunity, that was the job for him. 


Special Air Service 

Having passed selection, Walters joined 22 SAS in 1961 and was sent to 1 (Mountain) Troop of A Squadron. 

Borneo 

Walters deployed with 1 Troop to Borneo on three tours, two in 1963 and the last in 1965. On the last tour he was involved in a 
dramatic patrol (as told in Peter Dickens book 'SAS The Jungle Frontier') that encapsulates what the SAS does best. 

On a reconnaissance of a suspected route used by the Indonesian army along the Koemba river, between Poeri and the enemy base at 
Kaik, a patrol led by Capt (later General Sir) Mike Wilkes containing Walters, Taff (the Rope) Evans and Alex Kilgour, with two Eban 
guides, discovered a hidden telephone wire. Having reported the discovery over their radio they were ordered to return to base. There 
they were given a tape recorder and told to go back and tap the wire. The four-man patrol, with the Eban guides, found the wire, 
attached the tap and then hid in the jungle close by. To protect and defend their location, two claymore mines were placed in front of 
them. For almost a week they recorded the enemy's telephone communications and then, on the last day, a large patrol of some 12 
men from the Indonesian elite J Battalion passed by. They stopped and sat down right opposite the hidden SAS patrol for a smoke 
break. Their leader then got up to pee and was seen to urinate right on top of one of the claymores. Wilkes suspected that the leader 
had spotted the device as, shortly afterwards, the Indonesian army patrol retired in the direction they had come from. The SAS team 
decided to terminate the mission and make for base. They were right to leave, as the enemy quickly returned with reinforcements and, 
in a long withdrawal that lasted 24 hours, with the enemy firing mortars, the SAS patrol was chased and harassed all the way back to 
the border. 

Radfan 

Only A Squadron from the SAS deployed to the Radfan, which they did in April/May 1964. They deployed on numerous patrols (one 
being the tragic Edwards patrol which resulted in two of its members being killed and decapitated). Although not part of the Edwards 
patrol, Walters witnessed its survivors returning and helped with the wounded. One patrol of note, involving Walters, consisted of a 
night-time ambush comprising 1 and 4 Troops, extended in a long line. Two terrorists entered the ambush and Walters, with the rest of 
1 Troop, opened fire killing one of the men. The other, running for his life, escaped 1 Troop and was last heard laughing out load at his 
good fortune, only to be met with a hail of bullets from 4 Troop! 
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Radfan - Walters , right 


Dhofar (Oman) 

Having briefly left the army from April to November 1971, Walters returned to the Regiment and found himself in 2 Troop of A 
Squadron. With them, over the next six years, between 1972 and 1978, he conducted six operational tours of the Dhofar region of 
Oman. Patrolling, clearing Wadi's of the Adoo and patiently chasing the enemy from the region became the routine for all SAS men 
during this period. 

Not all SAS actions in Dhofar were of a military nature. Walters was tasked with an important 'Hearts and Minds' job as described in 
General Tony Jeapes book 'SAS Secret War'. Walters led a team to bring medical aid to the inhabitants of the island of Al Hallaniyah in 
the Kuria Muria group, 25 miles off the coast. 16 out of the population of 83 had recently died, including all the islands' babies. The 
SAS team, led by Walters, were so successful that they succeeded in curing all the islanders' medical problems and, on his advice, the 
island had new houses, a clinic, village hall, mosque and school built a year after he left.

Parachuting 

From October 1968 to March 1970 Walters was attached to the US Special Forces based at Bad Toltz, in West Germany. It was here 
that he gained his passion for freefall parachuting. In total he made about 2500 freefall jumps. 

Fie is mentioned in the 1981 edition of the Guinness Book of Records for crossing the English Channel, along with 3 other soldiers and 
2 Royal Marines. On 30 August, 1980, Walters, and the other five parachutists, jumped out of a specially modified aircraft over Dover 
from 25,000 feet. Due to the high altitude they were all wearing breathing apparatus. Flaving fallen 1,000 feet they deployed their 
parachutes in what is known as FIAFIO (High Altitude High Opening) and para-glided across the Channel, a distance of over 22 miles. 
They actually exceeded their target and, rather than land in Calais as planned, they landed several miles away in a farmer's field. The 
farmer reported the strange looking men and they were quickly arrested by the French police for entering the country without 
passports! 

Walters retired in 1986 and his discharge papers noted that he was fluent in German, Arabic and Malay and he was an expert in 
Signals, Medic, Demolitions and unarmed combat. 

The A.C.S.M. was instituted in 1994 for 36 months of campaign service to be claimed retrospectively by service personnel who could 
prove qualification through their service records. This was often problematical for Special Forces soldiers whose classified postings 
were not clearly recorded on their service records. The same too with campaign medal and clasp claims to the S.A.S. which were 
sometimes not submitted due to the secret nature of their work and the fact that they were frequently posted overseas in small teams 
outside of the usual umbrella of army administration. All of Bob Walters medals and clasps were awarded correctly at the time, other 
than his Malay Peninsula clasp which was issued by the M.O.D. Medal Office in May 2014, with a qualifying date of 6 May 1965. The 
claim for his A.C.S.M. was approved in July 2013, with a qualifying date of 12 November 1981. Sold with eight photographs including 
recipient, copies of Certificate of Service 'Red Book' confirming Borneo, Radfan, South Arabia, Northern Ireland and Dhofar clasps and 
paperwork from the M.O.D. Medal Office confirming issue of Malay Peninsula clasp and A.C.S.M.

Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents 
shall thereafter be responsible for any loss or damage of any kind, whether 
caused by negligence or otherwise, while any lot is in its custody or under 
its control. 

11 Remedies for non-payment or failure to collect purchase 

If any lot is not paid for in full and taken away in accordance with Conditions 
6 and 10, or if there is any other breach of either of those Conditions, Dix 
Noonan Webb as agent of the seller shall, at its absolute discretion and 
without prejudice to any other rights it may have, be entitled to exercise one 
or more of the following rights and remedies: 

(a) to proceed against the buyer for damages for breach of contract. 

(b) to rescind the sale of that or any other lots sold to the defaulting buyer at 
the same or any other auction. 

(c) to re-sell the lot or cause it to be re-sold by public auction or private sale 
and the defaulting buyer shall pay to Dix Noonan Webb any resulting 
deficiency in the 'total amount due' (after deduction of any part payment and 
addition of re-sale costs) and any surplus shall belong to the seller. 

(d) to remove, store and insure the lot at the expense of the defaulting buyer 
and, in the case of storage, either at Dix Noonan Webb premises or 
elsewhere. 

(e) to charge interest at a rate not exceeding 2 percent per month on the 'total 
amount due' to the extent it remains unpaid for more than 5 working days 
after the day of the auction. 

(f) to retain that or any other lot sold to the same buyer at the sale or any other 
auction and release it only after payment of the 'total amount due'. 

(g) to reject or ignore any bids made by or on behalf of the defaulting buyer 
at any future auctions or obtaining a deposit before accepting any bids in 
future. 

(h) to apply any proceeds of sale then due or at any time thereafter becoming 
due to the defaulting buyer towards settlement of the 'total amount due' and 
to exercise a lien on any property of the defaulting buyer which is in Dix 
Noonan Webb's possession for any purpose. 

12 Liability of Dix Noonan Webb and sellers 

(a) Goods auctioned are usually of some age. All goods are sold with all 
faults and imperfections and errors of description. Illustrations in catalogues 
are for identification only. Buyers should satisfy themselves prior to the sale 
as to the condition of each lot and should exercise and rely on their own 
judgement as to whether the lot accords with its description. Subject to the 
obligations accepted by Dix Noonan Webb under this Condition, none of the 
seller, Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents is responsible for errors of 
descriptions or for the genuineness or authenticity of any lot. No warranty 
whatever is given by Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents, or any seller 
to any buyer in respect of any lot and any express or implied conditions or 
warranties are hereby excluded. 

(b) Any lot which proves to be a 'deliberate forgery' may be returned by the 
buyer to Dix Noonan Webb within 15 days of the date of the auction in the 
same condition in which it was at the time of the auction, accompanied by 
a statement of defects, the number of the lot, and the date of the auction at 


which it was purchased. If Dix Noonan Webb is satisfied that the item is a 
'deliberate forgery' and that the buyer has and is able to transfer a good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be set 
aside and any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, provided 
that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if: 

(i) the description in the catalogue at the date of the sale was in accordance 
with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars and experts or fairly 
indicated that there was a conflict of such opinion; or 

(ii) the only method of establishing at the date of publication of the catalogue 
that the lot was a 'deliberate forgery' was by means of scientific processes not 
generally accepted for use until after publication of the catalogue or a 
process which was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 

(c) A buyer's claim under this Condition shall be limited to any amount paid 
in respect of the lot and shall not extend to any loss or damage suffered or 
expense incurred by him or her. 

(d) The benefit of the Condition shall not be assignable and shall rest solely 
and exclusively in the buyer who, for the purpose of this condition, shall be 
and only be the person to whom the original invoice is made out by Dix 
Noonan Webb in respect of the lot sold. 

Conditions mainly concerning Sellers and Consignors 

13 Warranty of title and availability 

The seller warrants to Dix Noonan Webb and to the buyer that he or she is 
the true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the property 
by the true owner and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the 
property free from any third party claims. The seller will indemnify Dix 
Noonan Webb, its servants and agents and the buyer against any loss or 
damage suffered by either in consequence or any breach on the part of the 
seller. 

14 Reserves 

The seller shall be entitled to place prior to the auction a reserve on any 
single item lot which has a minimum value of £100, being the minimum 
'hammer price' at which that lot may be treated as sold. A reserve once 
placed by the seller shall not be changed without the consent of Dix Noonan 
Webb. Dix Noonan Webb may at their option sell at a 'hammer price' below 
the reserve but in any such cases the sale proceeds to which the seller is 
entitled shall be the same as they would have been had the sale been at the 
reserve. Where a reserve has been placed, only the auctioneer may bid on 
behalf of the seller. 

15 Authority to deduct commission and expenses 

The seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb to deduct commission at the 'stated 
rate' and 'expenses' from the 'hammer price' and acknowledges Dix Noonan 
Webb's right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 

16 Rescission of sale 

If before Dix Noonan Webb remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and Dix Noonan Webb 
is of the opinion that the claim is justified, Dix Noonan Webb is authorised 
to rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to Dix Noonan 
Webb in respect of the lot. 

1 7 Payment of sale proceeds 

Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the 'total amount due' from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
'total amount due' is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 'total amount due' 
within 3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify 
the seller and take the seller's instructions as to the appropriate course of 
action and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb's opinion is practicable, will assist 
the seller to recover the 'total amount due' from the buyer. If circumstances 


do not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the seller 
authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller's expense to agree special terms for 
payment of the 'total amount due', to remove, store and insure the lot sold, to 
settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix Noonan 
Webb shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as are 
necessary to collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if necessary to 
rescind the sale and refund money to the buyer. 

19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
'total amount due' within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb's then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European Union, 
and 'expenses' incurred in relation to the property. 

21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at 
any time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the 
auction). 

22 Unsold lots 

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the 'stated rates' calculated on the 'bought-in price' and in addition 
'expenses' in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible for 
any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as to 
such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance at 
the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 
again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants and 
agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 


connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all 
other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) 'deliberate forgery' means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) 'sale proceeds' means the net amount due to the seller being the 'hammer 
price' of the lot sold less commission at the 'stated rates' and 'expenses' and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) 'stated rate' means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) 'expenses' in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) 'bought-in price' means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors' commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold. 

34 VAT 

Commission, illustrations, insurance and advertising are subject to VAT if the 
seller is resident in the European Union.
